Brussels,  Sept.  30.-  Gen,  Boulanger 
today  committed  suicide  on  the  tomb  of 
Mme.  Bonnemain,  his  late  mistress,  who 
recently  died  in  this  city. 

George  Ernest  Jean  Marie  Boulanger, 
French  ex-minister  of  war,  was  born  at 
Rennes  in  1837.  His  descent  on  the  ma- 
ternal side  is  Welsh.  In  1855  he  en- 
tered the  military  college  of  St.  Cyr  and 
was  made  sub-lieutenant  in  1857.  He 
served  under  Marshal  Ranaolan  in  the 
Kabyle  campaign.  He  also  took  part  in 
thf  Franco-Italian  war  and  was  wounded 
in  the  battle  of  Turbigo.  Just  before  the 
war  of  1870  he  became  major.  He  was 
with  Basaine  at  Metz.  He  was  then  pro- 
moted to  a  lieutenant  colonel  by  the 
government  of  national  defenses.  He 
became  minister  of  war  in  1886.  On  the 
fall  of  the  Goblet  ministry  he  lost  his 
place  and  was  given  command  of  an 
army  corps,  receiving  a  great  ovation  at 
Paris  on  his  departure.  His  appearance 
in  the  chamber  of  deputies  in  July  1888, 
to  demand  a  dissolution  of  the  chamber, 
gave  rise  to  a  stormy  scene  and  resulted 
in  a  duel  between  himself  and  Floauet, 
in  which  Boulanger  received  a  deep 
wound  in  the  throat.  In  i88g  he  ap- 
peared a  candidate  at  elections  and  was 
returned  by  large  majorities.  He  was 
soon  tried  on  charge  of  having  while 
ministers  appropriated  public  money 
for  purposes  of  his  own  political  propa- 
ganda and,  when  found  guilty,  fled. 
Later  he  removed  to  Brussels. 

Mme.  de  Bonnemain  upon  whose  tomb 
he  breathed  his  last,  died  July  16,  after 
having  accompanied  Boulanger  in  all 
his  later  wanderings  She  devoted  an 
inherited  fortune  oiSi, 500,000  to  the  fur- 
therance of  his  political  fortunes. 

Paris — The  news  of  Boulanger's  death 
caused  a  tremendous  sensation  in  Paris. 
The  newspapers  containing  details  of 
the  suicide  are  unable  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  copies.  Members  of  the  pat- 
riotic league  are  already  talking  of  de- 
manding a  public  funeral  in  Paris.  It  is 
likely  that  they  will  try  to  make  an  issue 
with  the  government  on  this  point. 

Arrangements  for  Handling  Gold. 
Washington,  Sept.  30.— The  assay 
office  in  New  York,  in  case  of  deposits 
of  foreign  gold,  will  advance  to  go  per 
cent  the  value,  pending  melt  and  assay. 
This  is  to  encourage  the  importation  of 
foreign  gold  by  allowing  importers  spot 
cash  for  foreign  gold  instead  of  requir- 
ing them  to  wait  while  the  deposits  are 
being  melted  and  analyzed.  Both  the 
Bank  of  France  and  the  Bank  of  Ger- 
many, in  order  to  stimulate  the  shipment 
of  gold  from  the  United  States,  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  crediting  banking  houses 
in  Paris  and  Berlin  with  the  value  of 
gold  shipped  to  them  at  New  York  at 
the  date  of  shipment. 

Muzzline  the  Guatemalan  Press. 
City  of  Mexico,  Sept.  30. — The  in- 
dependent papers  of  the  city  of  Guate- 
mala continue  their  attacks  upon  the 
presidential  candidates.  They  also 
severely  criticise  the  government.  The 
proprietors  of  a  printing  office  were  ad- 
vised by  Barrillas  that  if  they  should 
print  any  opposition  papers  in  their 
establishment  they  would  be  thrown  into 
prison  and  their  property  confiscated. 
To  this  an  opposition  journal  says:  "We 
will  not  say  that  this  is  not  an  attack 
upon  the  liberty  of  the  press,  nor  much 
less  on  the  advancement  of  industry." 


CHlC\«(rS  HOT. 

The  Baseball  Championship  Practi- 
cally Out   of  its  Grasp, 

CHiCACio,  Sept.  30.— The  News  this 
morning  says:  Until  yesterday  officers 
and  friends  of  t  le  Chic.igo  club  were 
slow  to  credit  the  suggestion  that  any  of 
the  league  teams  would  be  guilty  of 
throwing  away  games — either  Ijy  care- 
less playing  or  by  deliberately  poor  play- 
ing to  Boston  in  order  to  beat  the  Chi- 
cagos  out  in  the  pennant  race. 

When  asked  if  the  Chicago  club  would 
permit  such  an  exhibition  as  that  which 
the  New  Yorks  are  making  to  go  unin- 
vestigated, President  Hart  refuses  to 
talk.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
the  matter  will  be  brought  before  the 
officers  of  the  National  league.  Pitch- 
ers Rusie  and  Ewing  are  both  in  condi- 
tion, yet  neither  of  them  has  been  put  in 
any  of  the  three  games  against  Boston. 
On  Monday' Cou^hlin,  a  very  poor  ex- 
cuse of  a  pitcher,  went 
through  the  formula  ot  pitching.  Yes- 
terday in  the  first  game  Welch,  who  has 
only  pitched  two  or  three  games  this  sea- 
son because  he  ii)  notoriously  out  of  con- 
dition, was  allowed  to  do  all  the  pitching 
and  Boston  won  with  ridiculous  ease  de- 
spite the  fact  that  Clarkson  pitched  a 
poor  game.  In  ihe  second  contest  the 
New  York's  put  in  a  pitcher  who  was 
picked  up  for  thj occasion, Sullivan,  who 
had  been  endeavoring  without  success 
to  hold  a  position  all  year  in  some  of  the 
Northwestern  semi-professional  teams.

Forests  Afire  Elsewhere. 
Sacremento,  Cal.,  Sept.  30.— A  terri- 
ble forest  fire  has  been  raging  for  sever- 
al days  on  the  "Georgetown  divide"  El- 
dorado county.  The  fire  swept  over  al- 
most the  entire  stretch  of  country  be- 
tween Georgetown  and  Salmon  Falls, de- 
stroying farm  liouses,  barns,  fences,  etc. 
Fully  40  families  have  lost  all  thev  pos- 
sessed. The  1  ttle  mining  town  of  Pilot 
Hill  is  literally  wiped  out.  The  fire 
passed  over  a  section  of  country  25  miles 
in  length  and  ;!o  miles  wide. 

Space  tbr  the  Foreigners. 
Chicago,  S»'pt.  30.  A  total  of  508,500 
square  feet  of  space  in  the  Worm's  fair 
buildings  were  formally  assigned  to  the 
governments  of  England,  Germany  and 
Denmark.  Oi  this  amount  England 
gets  265,000  feet,  Germany  210,000  and 
Denmark  20,000  in  the  main  building 
and  130,000  in  addition  for  a  dairy  ex- 
hibit. This  is  the  first  space  assigned  to 
any  prospecti>e  exhibitors. 

Carried  OffTheir  Wounded. 
Omaha,  Neb.,  Sept.  30.— The  Dixon 
county  bank  at  Peonica  was  entered  by 
five  masked  burglars  l.ast  night,  the 
watchman  bein^  overpowered.  Their 
efforts  to  break  into  the  vault  were  inter- 
reupted  by  a  citizen  and  the  robbers 
hurried  to  the  railroad  where  they  had  a 
handcar  in  waiting  and,  amid  a  fusilade 
of  bullets,  escaped.  One  of  the  robbers 
was  shot,  but  the  others  carried  him 
away  with  them. 


Not  in  Boomsites  but  m  Pennsylvania's 
Natural  gas  Region. 

Pittsburgh,  Sept.  30.— Andrew  Car- 
negie and  George  Westinghouse,  Pitts- 
burgh's two  most  widely-known  million- 
aires, have  gone  gunning  for  each  other. 
The  trouble  is  over  a  gas  bill  of  $580,000 
which  Westinghouse's  company  claims 
Carnegie's  firms  owe  it.  Carnegie's 
people  say  they  don't  owe  a  cent,  but 
declare  the  Westinghouse  people  owe 
them  thousands  of  dollars  for  breach  of 
contract.  Carnegie,  Phipps  &  Co.  have 
obtained  an  injunction  against  the  Phila- 
delphia Natural  Gas  company,  Mr.  West- 
inghouse's  concern,  restraining  it  from 
turning  off  the  gas  at  four  of  Carnegie's 
plants,  and  asking  damages  for  the  fail- 
ure to  keep  up  the  supply. 

Mr.  Westinghouse  comes  back  with  a 
suit  for  unpaid  gas  bills  for  §580,000. 
The  result  of  this  fight  will  be  to  force 
the  gas  company  to  demonstrate  that  the 
natural  gas  supply  is  really  becom- 
ing exhausted,  and  to  prove  that  it  has 
not  been  cutting  off  iron  mills  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  only  private 
consumers  at  the  gilt-edge  rates  which 
natural  gas  hereabouts  is  now  getting. 

Serious  Strikes  in  Savannah. 
Savannah,  Ga.,  Sept.  30.  The  strike 
of  wharf  hands  has  demoralized  com- 
merce. The  strikers  are  raising  large 
accessions  to  their  ranks  and  today  all 
the  men  at  the  cotton  presses,  all  the 
draymen  and  hundreds  of  other  negro 
workmen  along  the  wharves  will  go  out. 
The  loss  inflicted  on  the  cotton,  naval 
stores  and  shipping  interests  threatens 
to  be  enormous.  A  refusal  of  a  demand 
of  increased  pay  caused  the  strike. 


Parliament  Prorogued. 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  Sept.  30.— The  first  ses- 
sion of  the  seventh  parliament  of  the 
Dominion  was  prorogued  at  3  o'clock 
this  afternoon  by  the  governor  general, 
Lord  Stanley.

THE  MAYORALTY. 

Already  there  is  much  conjecture  as 
to  who  will  be  the  next  chief  executive 
of  Duluth.  Mayor  Davis  says  he  isn't  in 
the  arena  any  more,  as  his  private 
affairs  demand  his  attention,  but  there 
are  others  who  will  gladly  put  on  the 
harness,  and  their  respective  friends  are 
grooming  them  for  the  occasion.  The 
political  parties  are  also  eager  to  gain 
whatever  advantage  the  control  of  the 
city  would  afford,  and  thus  it  seems  like- 
ly we  shall  find  them  arrayed  one  against 
the  other  in  the  next  February  cam- 
paign. 

But  what  has  the  public  to  gain  by  a 
partisan  \-iclory,  for  after  all  it  is  the 
public  and  not  a  party  that  foots  the 
bills?  Some  say  it  makes  the  party  re- 
sponsible for  blunders  and  bad  govern- 
ment. True  enough,  but  we  have  never 
known  a  case  where  the  party  paid  the 
losses.  It  may  go  out  of  power  and 
give  the  other  crowd  a  chance  to  make 
blunders,  but  that  is  no  gain  to  the  tax 
payer.  What  does  it  matter  to  the  Phil- 
adelphia public  that  a  political  party 
suffers  because  of  official  robberies  com- 
mitted there?  It  brings  no  rebate,  no 
surcease  of  sorrow.  What  we  desire  is 
to  avoid  the  blunders  and  thereby  re- 
lieve the  public,  the  real  surety  in  the 
case,  of  a  responsibility  that  affects  its 
social  and  financial  standing. 

And  what  has  a  political  party  to  gain 
in  the  matter?  It  assumes  a  responsi- 
bility where  no  party  principles  are  in- 
volved, and  as  a  result  usually  weakens 
its  cause  in  the  broader  field  of  politics. 
The  democrats  of  Minnesota  lost  a  gov- 
ernor because  the  deyiocrats  of  St.  Paul 
preferred  the  local  loaves  and  fishes. 
The  republicans  of  Pennsylvania  lost  a 
governor  because  they  were  responsible 
for  bossism  and  rottenness  in  Philadel- 
phia. The  democrats  lost  the  presi- 
dency because  Gotham  democrats 
preferred  their  city  to  their 
country,  and  so  the  illustrations 
might  be  continued.  If  our  municipal 
affairs  are  run  into  party  politics,  the  re- 
sult will  be,  as  the  city  rapidly  develops, 
a  tendency  to  trade  off  the  earth  to  keep 
control  of  Duluth.  Many  of  the  local 
offices  will  be  fatter  than  state  offices, 
and  the  city  patronage  in  many  ways 
will  be  very  extensive.  Politics  would 
thus  abandon  the  grounds  of  contention 
between  the  parties  and  degenerate  into 
a  scramble  for  place  and  plunder. 

Municipal  government  is  the  most 
serious  problem  that  confronts  the 
American  people,  and  its  solution  will 
not  be  expedited  bv  injecting  into  it  a 
bitter  partisan  rivalry.  Our  federal  con- 
stitution is  so  perfect  that  the  general 
government  runs  itself,  but  no  similar 
condition  exists  as  to  cities,  and  no  one 
knows  what  changes  will  be  made  in  the 
coming  years.  As  to  Duluth  in  parti- 
cular, a  magnificent  future  is  awaiting 
her,  and  a  great  opportunity  presents 
itself  for  an  able  and  broad  guage  gov- 
ernment. <^uestions  of  the  gravest  im- 
port are  presented  to  us  now,  and  to 
say  they  must  have  a  democratic  or  re- 
publican solution  is  to  narrow  and  be- 
little the  interest  of  Duluth.  This  or 
that  politician  of  either  party  may  de- 
sire distinction,  but  personal  ambition 
should  not  stand  in  the  way  rf  the  public 
good.  Political  leaders  may  think  it 
necessary  to  make  a  party  campaign  in 
order  to  keep  up  an  organization,  but  a 
non-partisan  contest  is  as  fair  to  one  as 
the  other,  while  the  county  campaigns 
can  be  made  to  serve  that  end.  What 
we  desire  most  of  all  is  to  build  a  city, 
not  a  political  party,  and  the  closer  our 
municipal  affairs  can  be  kept  to  business 
principles  the  better  it  will  be  for  every 
citizen,  regardless  of  political  affiliations, 
the  size  of  his  bank  account,  or  the  con- 
dition of  his  servitude.  And  when  we 
elect  a  mayor  next  February  let  us  con- 
sider rather  his  business  and  executive 
fitness,  than  the  question  whether  he 
swears  by  St.  Jackson  or  some  other 
saint. 


SE(  IRITY  FOR  BANK  CIRCULATION, 

Hon.  M.  D.  Harter,  the  Ohio  financier 

and  economist,  who  is  a  member  of  the 

Fifty-second  congress,  presents  through 

the   October    Forum    his    well-matured 


plan  for  a  national  and  state  bank  circu- 
lation secured  by  state,  county,  city  and 
railroad    bonds.      Many    securities    are 
thrown  around  the   system.    The  bonds 
avaihible  as  security    must    have    been 
listed  for  at  least  five  years    upon  some 
stock  exchange  in  a  city  of  not  less  than 
500,000  population.    State    bonds    must 
not     represent    a    per    capita    debt    of 
over     $2,     county      boiids    over      ;|^4. 
nor    city    bonds    over    $S.     No    bond 
will  be  accepted  which  has  ever  been  in 
default  for  non-payment  of    interest,    or 
that  has  sold  at  less   than   a  premium  of 
five  per  cent    above    par    within    three 
years.    When    any    bond    so    accepted 
shall  for  a  perioil  of   thirty  days    sell  on 
any  stock  exchange  at  an  average  price 
of  less  than  105,  the  comptroller  shall  re- 
quire it  to  be  replaced  with  other  bonds. 
Banks  shall  pay  a    semi-annual    tax    of 
one  per  cent  on  their    circulation,  which 
it  is  thought    would    cause    elasticity  of 
the  currency  by    increasing    the  volume 
of  the    circulation    when    there    was    a 
demand        for        money      and      with- 
drawing it      when     little    was     needed. 
This  in  brief  is  the  plan  which  Mr.  Har- 
ter has  perfected  in  years  of  study  upon 
the  subject  and  will   present  to  the  con- 
gress next  winter.      It  has  met  the   ap- 
proval of  many  eminent  men  to  whom  it 
has  been  submitted,  and  in  the  necessity 
of  a    change  by  the    liquidation  of  our 
national  debt  is  likely  to  receive  a  candid 
consideration.       The  plan  is  but  a  modi- 
fication of  the  present  national  banking 
system,    many    important     features     of 
which  are  retained. 


MAIDS  OF  HIGH-   DEGREE. 


THE  .ATTACKS  ON  CAMl'BELL 
It  looks  very  much  as  if  the  Cincinnati 
Commercial  Gazette's  attacks  on  Gov- 
ernor Campbell  because  of  a  S3000  note 
that  went  to  protest  in  a  Shylock  office 
in  Columbus  last  week  and  was  paid  the 
next  day,  would  prove  a  boomerang  to 
his  assailants.  It  is  remembered  that 
the  Gazette  endeavored  to  blacken  his 
name  with  the  ballott  box  forgery  in  the 
campaign  two  years  ago,  and  this  repeti- 
tion of  a  personal  campaign  is  deplored 
by  the  national  leaders  of  the  party  who 
have  urged  that  for  the  sake  of  the  re- 
publican cause  it  be  stopped.  Governor 
Campbell  who  was  charged  with  wild 
speculation  has  made  a  statement  that 
he  has  investments  in  larire  enterprises 
that  have  made  him  short  of  cash,  but 
that  he  hasn't  owned  a  dollar's  worth  of 
speculative  stock  in  the  last 
eleven  years.  His  recent  illness 
also  caused  some  neglect  of  his  business 
affairs.  This  cleans  up  his  side  of  the 
case  in  all  its  moral  aspects,  while  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  charged  that  certain  men 
in  bis  own  party  in  cahoots  with  the  op- 
position entered  into  a  conspiracy  to  do 
him  up  and  prevent  his  renomination. 
Failing  in  that  through  an  exposure  of 
their  plans,  they  undertook  to  ruin  his 
hnancial  standing,  and  the  protest  of  the 
note  in  question  was  a  part  of  the 
scheme.  But  such  tactics  don't  pay  in 
the  end,  and  their  adoption  may  bring 
Governor  Campbell  several  thousand 
votes  from  the  poorer  classes  through- 
out the  state  who  have  no  particular  love 
for  the  money  power.  It  is  only  just  to 
say  that  McKinley  wouldn't  stoop  to  such 

dirt.

The  wily  wrecker,  fayson  Gould,  is  ap- 
parently pushed  by  the  allied  forces  of 
his  enemies  and  may  yet  meet  his  Wa- 
terloo. His  career  has  been  a  magic 
one  for  a  country  boy,  and  he  will  pass 
into  history  as  the  wizard  of  Wall  street. 
But  he  has  remorselessly  crushed  better 
men  than  himself,  and  should  his  own 
turn  at  financial  embarrassment  come 
there  will  be  no  particular  mourning  ex- 
cept for  those  he  may  drag  down  with 
him.

— ,  the  son  of  — ,  the  son  of  — ,   etc.,"   as 
in    the    Hebrew    and  other  genealogies, 
Hugh    Antrachan    O'Niel    dropped  the 
O'Niel    and    assumed  his  grandfather's 
first      name      Suibne       (Sweeny),      for 
his  surname,  prefixing  the 

"Mac"  which  means  "son  of."  As 
Hugh  Antrachan  MacSweeny  was  an 
Irish  king,  it  follows  that  Dr.  Sweeny  is 
a  kin^  in  disguise  and  his  son  a  prince. 
Blood  tells  every  time  and  although 
there  are  probably  not  two  persons  in 
the  city  who  have  known  anything  about 
the  doctor's  lineage  everybody  has  long 
looked  upon  him  as  a  royal  good  fellow.

the  irreatcr  part  of  the  vessel's  hold  and 

weighed  800  tons.  As  a  car  load  is  jiut 
at  16  tons,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  the 
consignment  would  till  50  cars.

Said  an  olficer  of  the  vessel:  "The 
great  bulk  of  the  sugar  is  now  hamllei 
in  sacks.

The  sacks  are  much  more  satisfac- 
tory, inasmuch  as  there  is  great  loss 
through  the  breakage  of  barrels.  A 
barrel  of  sugar  weighs  335  pounds  and 
the  heads  areconsetjuently  easih  broken, 
he  handling  of  sugar  is  now  going 
through  the  same  experiments  as  the 
handling  of  tlour  did  a  few  years  ago. 
Ten  years  ago  flour  was  put  up  in  barrels 
almost  exclusively.  lUit  year  by  year 
that  intended  for  export  was  put  up  in 
sacks  in  increasing  quantities." 


HIS  FUTURE  WAS  DARK, MISERABLE 
AND  HOPELESS. 


It  is    something    out   of  the  ordinary 
run  of  every-day  life  to  be  even  a  "super" 
for  the  famous  Sarah  Hernhardt,  and   as 
the  audience  as  a  rule  have  so  little  idea 
of  what  is  going  on  behind    the    scenes, 
especially  when  the  language   spoken  is 
wholly  ^French,     a   few   pointers   about 
the  novelty  of  the  position  of  a   "super" 
will  not  be  amiss,  especially  as  a  Herald 
man.  with  eyes  and  ears  open,   was  one 
of  the   courtiers   who    stood   about    last 
evening  on  the  stage  of   Temple  Opera. 
At  the  door  of  the  theater   were  many 
more  expectant  supers  than  were    need- 
ed, but    the    beautiful    shape    and    the 
French  appearance    and   complexion  of 
The  Herald  man   won    him    a  place    at 
once.      After      the      successful      dozen 
entered    the    theater,     and     after   very 
much  chattering  among  the  members  of 
the   companv.  about   which   the   supers, 
scorning  French  lingo,  knew  nothing,  ail 
were    assigned     to    positions    and    put 
through  rehearsal  by  the  assistant  stage 
manager.       None  knew  any  more  about 
it  when  they  were  done    than  when  they 
started.    They  all  were  taken  to  a  dress- 
ingroom  under  the  stage  where  antique 
court    dresses   were    arranged  in  a  neat 
row,  and   each   super  soon  succeeded  in 
struggling  into  a  suit.    It  creates  a  queer 
sensiition    to    be    suddenly  transformed 
from  a  common   American   youth  into  a 
full-tledged     French    lord    of    the    old 
school,      with      powdered      wig,     knee 
breeches,  silk  coats  and  the  like. 

As  there  was  no  demand  for  the  histri- 
onic talents  of  the  new  men  until  the 
second  act,  all  had  ample  time  to  take 
in  the  surroundings.  A  few  moments 
after  the  curtain  was  pounded  up — 
French  style  by  the  way — Mme.  Bern- 
hardt emerged  from  her  dressing  room 
accompanied  by  two  obsequious  attend- 
ants and  took  her  place  at  the  door 
from  which  she  was  to  make  her  appear- 
ance on  the  stage.  As  she  stood  every 
man  of  the  company  who  was  anywhere 
in  sight  began  bowing  and  scraping  like 
a  rubber  tube.  She  herself  while  waiting 
laughed  and  chatted  with  her  attendants 
and  seemed  to  be  in  excellent  spirits. 
The  act  over  the  attendants  rushed  in 
and  escorted  her  to  her  rooms,  while  all 
the  rest  of  the  company  stood  around 
"with  kinks  in  their  backs. 

In  the  scene  at  the  end  of  the  third  act 
the  Bernhardt  in  some  way  hurt  her 
knee  creating  great  commotion,  and  she 
was  literarlly  carried  from  the  stage  by 
nearly  the  entire  company,  all  being  in 
showy  politeness.  As  she  was  passing 
between  the  scenes  one  unfortunate 
super  stepped  on  her  train^  when  one  of 
the  watchful  Frenchmen  shook  his  fist  in 
his  face  and  made  some  remarks  in 
French  which  the  supe  didn't  wait  to  see 
carried  into  effect.  At  the  end  of  the 
tirst        act        the        stage  manager 

got  himself  into  the  hole  by  dropping 
the  curtain  too  soon,  and  he  received  the 
benefit  of  Mme.  Bemhardt's  tongue  for 
his  pains.  But  the  clima.x  was  reached 
in  the  leap  into  the  Tiber  at  the  finale. 
A  bed  tick,  nicely  arranged  with  a  blue 
silk  covering,  was  placed  behind  the 
canvas  for  her  to  fall  on.  Her  attend- 
ants were  also  waiting  with  outstretched 
arms  to  receive  her,  and  she  was  ushered 
from  the  stage  amid  the  congratulations 
of  her  company  showered  at  her  in  the 
same  set  of  phrases  used,  probably, 
nightly. 

When  the  performance  was  over  came 
the  rush  for  the  supers'  salaries,  and  the 
Bernhardt  manager  was  not  in  the  same 
class  with  the  Duluth  boys.  Twenty-five 
cents  each  was  to  be  paid,  but  some  were 
paid  three  and  four  times  while  others 
got  nothing  and  made  the  stage  ring  for 
an  hour,  until  all  who  waited  got  their 
pay  at  least  once. 

The  company  left  at  i  o'clock  this 
morning  for  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis, 
playing  there  till  the  close  of  the  week.

A  FAKIR'S  REPORT. 


Capt  Jack  Sits  Dovrn  Hard  on  People 
of  Tower  and  Ely. 

Capt.  Jack  Crawford,  who  has  been 
about  Duluth  all  summer  looking  up 
liquor  selling  to  Indians,  has  just  left  for 
the  East.  Yesterday  he  talked  as  fol- 
lows about  Tower:  "There  is  a  saloon 
element  up  there  which  runs  the  town 
and  does  just  about  as  it  likes.  Liquor 
is  freely  sold  to  Indians,  and  not  a  day 
passes  but  what  from  ten  to  a  dozen 
bucks  are  dumped  upon  the  reservation 
in  a  drunken  condition.  I  was  in  a  te- 
pee last  week  and  saw  a  squaw  who  was 
slowly  starving  to  death.  Over  a  dozen 
families  on  the  reservation  are  in  a  la- 
mentable destitute  condition,  because  of 
the  liquor  furnished  to  the  bucks.  It  is 
shameful. 

"I  rounded  up  about  20  of  those  en- 
gaged in  the  traffic  and  secured  suf- 
ficient evidence,  I  think,  to  convict  them. 
One  is  Mrs.  McCarthy,  an  old  offender. 
Another  is  Tenie  Olson,  a  Swede  girl. 
The  Scandinavians,  in  fact,  are  very 
troublesome  in  that  regard.  They  hold 
their  picnics  on  the  reservation  and  drink 
their  beer  there.  On  one  occasion  they 
were  surprised  by  the  Indian  police,  who 
took  possession  of  the  beer  and  spilled 
it.  The  situation  calls  for  federal  action. 
The  people,  of  course,  are  red  hot.  Over 
at  Ely,  they  wanted  to  shoot  me  and  do 
a  few  other  things,  but  I  had  the  support 
of  the  better  class."

The  Black  Hawk  War. 
The  sturdy  pioneers  who  occupied 
Northern  Illinois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilization  60  years  ago  often  had 
the  monotony  of  frontier  life  broken  by 
conflicts  with  the  Indians.  The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in  1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as  the  Black  Hawk  War,  the 
moving  spirit  of  the  savage  outbreak 
being  the  noted  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black  Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women  and  children,  to  bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  in  what  is  now 
Nernon  county,  Wisconsin.  The  sun  of 
that  second  day  of  August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  held,  and  the  result  was 
the  death  of  nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  of  the  campaign.  The 
chief  himself  escaped  and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near  Rock  Island,  111. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern' R.  R.,  the  "Scenic  line,"  which 
touches  most  of  the  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  For  further 
information  as  to  the  attractions  of  the 
line,  tickets,  rates  and  maps  call  on  your 
local  agent  or  write  to  W.  J.  C.  Kenyon, 
Gen.  Pass.

Standard  Oil  Company  Would  Come 
Back  to  Duluth  With  Its  Traffic 

W.  H.  Ison.  vice-president  of  the 
Standard  Oil  company  for  this  city,  was 
in  the  city  a  few  hours  yesterday  in  the 
interests  of  the  company.  He  called  on 
several  city  officials,  Fire  Department 
Chief  Smith,  Attorney  Allen  and  the  fire 
commissioners.  He  will  return  Satur- 
day and,  with  the  general  agent  here, 
Mr.  Kinney,  will  talk  to  the  fire  commis- 
sioners. 

The  Standard  Oil  company  is  anxious 
to  return  to  Duluth  which  it  leh  to  go  to 
Superior  two  years  ago.  Mr.  Ison  said 
that  if  the  council  would  allow  the  com- 
pany to  store  oil  temporarily  in  its  sheds 
on  Railroad  street,  by  next  spring  it 
would  begin  the  erection  of  a  large 
brick  storehouse  and  erect  therein  iron 
tanks,  which  would  insure  safety  from 
fire.  It  is  also  the  purpose  of  the  com- 
pany to  ship  oil  here  in  tank  boats  of  the 
whaleback  type,  pump  it  into  the  stor- 
age tanks  and  from  there  into  tank  cars, 
as  it  is  needed  lor  distribution  through- 
out the  West.  It  will  also  build  great 
cooperage  shops. 

The  company  wishes  to  return  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  shipping  facilities 
are  far  superior  on  this  side  the  bay 
as  to  those  on  the  West  Superior  side.

With  the  close  of  the  first  month  of 
the  new  crop  year  Duluth  can  point  with 
pride  to  the  business  transacted  through 
her  board  of  trade.  Tonight  ends  the 
first  30  days  of  the  crop  of  iSgi,  and 
there  has  been  handled  here  in  that  time 
almost  half  as  much  wheat  as  was  re- 
ceived during  the  entire  twelve  months 
of  the  crop  year  just  preceding.  Duluth 
can  well  feel  proud  of  such  a  record. 

The  figures  stand  as  follows  after  esti- 
mating the  the  business  of  today,  which 
will  not  be  posted  till  Wednesday:

This  month  has  been  by  2,400,000 
bushels  the  largest  ever  known  here  in 
receipts  of  wheat.  Nearest  it  was  Sep- 
tember, 1886,  with  5,758,607,  and  other 
large  months  were  November,  1891, 
with  5,380,627,  October,  1886,  with  4.081,- 
^03.  and  November,  1890,  with  3,622,721. 
It  has  also  beaten  the  record  in  ship- 
ments by  1,800,000  bushels,  previous 
biggest  months  being  November,  1891, 
3,311,332;  November,  1890,  4,596,668; 
October,  1887,  2,609,240,  and  September, 
1886,  2,759.555.  In  one  day  of  the  clos- 
ing month,  the  22d,  624,885  bushels  were 
received,  while  on  the  24th  611,027  were 
shipped. 

So  much  for  the  record.  It  is  shown 
by  the  reports  of  preceding  years,  that, 
especially  when  there  have  been  good 
crops,  October  and  November  have  ex- 
ceeded September  in  business.  It  is 
therefore  entirely  safe  to  put  the  receipts 
of  wheat  on  the  Uuluth  board  of  trade 
for  the  three  months  before  the  close  of 
navigation  at  over  25,000,000  bushels.  In 
view  of  the  frequent  rains  through  the 
wheat  country  that  have  delayed  thresh- 
ing considerably  it  is  probable  that  the 
receipts  of  the  three  months  will  be 
several  millions  larger  than  this  esti- 
mate. However,  25,000,000  in  that  time 
will  satisfy  Duluth  grain  men. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  wonder  ex- 
pressed among  those  outside  the  trade 
as  to  how  the  finances  of  such  a  crop  are 
handled.  The  two  country  elevator 
companies  alone,  which  are  shipping 
nearly  all  their  wheat  to  Duluth-the 
Northern  Pacific  and  North  Dakota 
companies  -require  as  a  sort  of  revolving 
funcl,  to  use  from  the  time  wheat  is 
brought  in  the  country  till  it  reaches  Du- 
luth, an  average  of  §500,000  a  day  apiece. 
As  it  takes  on  the  averaged  six  days  to 
get  the  wheat  in  here  this  pieans  $600,- 
000.  Individual  shippers  require  other 
very  large  amounts.  When  the  wheat 
reaches  the  city  warehouse  receipts  is- 
sued by  the  elevator  companies  immedi- 
ately become  negotiable  in  the  monev 
markets  ot  the  r.ast  and  are  at  once 
drawn  against.  The  flood  of  money  that 
is  coming  this  way  is  hard  to  be  appre- 
ciated by  one  not  directly  in  touch  with 
the  trade  and  identified  with  the  busi- 
ness.

Nenton,  Guatemala,  Oct.  i.— News  of 
the  most  sensational  nature  has  been  re- 
ceived here.  It  is  stated  direct  from  the 
City  of  Guatemala  that  the  army  of  io,ooo 
men,  receiving  constant  accessions  from 
the  country  through  which  it  is  marching, 
is  approaching  the  capital  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Quezaltanago.  Nothing  more  is 
known,  as  the  wires  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  government. 

The  capital  is  under  martial  law  and 
the  streets  are  patrolled  night  and  day 
by  mounted  police.  Troops  have  been 
dispatched  from  the  city,  it  is  said,  for 
the  purpose  of  intercepting  the  march 
of  the  revolutionists  upon  the  capital. 

Great  uneasiness  has  been  occasioned 
by  the  report  that  Salvador  is  massing 
troops  along  the  frontier  of  Guatemala 
and  Honduras,  but  whethor  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure  or  for  the  purpose  of 
invasion  it  cannot  be  ascertained.  An- 
tonio Ezeta,  brother  of  President  Ezeta, 
and  who  took  a  prominent  part-in  the 
recent  Salvador-Guatemala  war,  has  re- 
turned from  San  Salvador,  the  caoitol, 
to  Santa  Ana,  his  headquarters,  ana  the 
key  to  the  frontier  of  Guatemala.  Gen. 
Molino  is  reported  to  have  gone  to  the 
departments  of  the  East  on  Honduras 
frontier.  There  is  considerable  excite- 
ment in  San  Salvador  regarding  the  re- 
volt in  Guatemala. 

A  retired  American  officer,  a  resident 
of  this  city,  and  whose  truthfulness  is  not 
to  be  doubted,  recites  the  following 
story:  Three  Americans,  with  plenty  of 
money,  visited  this  city  two  months  ago. 
Thev  apparently  had  no  object  other 
than  of  pleasure.  He  was  introduced, 
through  their  request,  and  the  same  day 
an  interview  followed.  To  him  they  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  they  represented  a 
revolutionary  party  in  New  York  that 
had  for  its  object  the  downfall  of  Baril- 
las' government  at  Guatemala  and  were 
supplied  with  funds  to  carry  the  move- 
ment to  a  successful  assurance  issue,  in- 
ferring that  the  son  of  the  ex-dictator  of 
Guatemala,  now  resident  in  New  York, 
was  ambitious  to  become  president  and 
was  furnishing  money  to  bring  about  the 
desired  result. 

Their  plan  of  action,  as  explained  to 
the  retired  military  man,  was  to  send  ex- 
perienced military  officers  into  Guate- 
mala, lo  or  15  at  a  time.  They  were  to 
arrive  at  the  several  points  at  intervals 
of  the  arrival  of  the  various  steamships 
in  that  country.  They  were  to  be  met 
by  emissaries  of  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment and  distributed  throughout  the 
public  and  when  the  time  was  ripe  were 
to  take  command  of  the  revolutionary 
troops.  A  commission  was  offered  to 
the  American  officer  of  this  city  but  he 
refused. 

While  not  positively  known,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  several  American  officers 
were  offered  commissions  but  they  re- 
fused to  take  any  part  in  the  movement. 
He  believes  that  the  present  revolution 
is  due  to  New  York  parties,  who  are  fur- 
nishing funds  and  ammunition  to  the  in- 
surgents.

Fellow    Workmen    Permit  a    Murder 

and  Leave  t  tie  Body  Uncared  For. 

MlNNiCATOLls,  Oct.  I.- Howard  My- 
rick,  a  16-year-old  boy  employed  as  a 
helper  in  the  Gillette  Herzog  foundry 
here,  was  yesterday  murdered  by  C.  G. 
Bergman,  a  workman  there.  Bergman 
accused  Myrick  of  stealing  his  shovel. 
The  lad  denied  and  a  war  of  words  fol- 
lowed, in  whicli  Myrick  called  Bergman 
a  liar.  Bergman  suddenly  picked  up  a 
"gate  stick"  an  J  threw  it.  His  aim  was 
unfortunately  too  good.  The  missile 
struck  Myrick  n  the  head.  Myrick  fell 
like  a  log.  Bergman  then  kicked  his 
body. 

AH  of  the  employes  in  the  foundry 
room  are  Scandinavians.  They  did  not 
report  the  occurrence  to  anybody  or  pay 
much  attention  to  the  boy  lying  there 
unconscious.  They  seemed  afraid  that 
they  would  be  mplicated  as  accessories 
or  they  though :  that  the  young  fellow 
would  soon  come  to.  Anyway,  there 
young  Myrick  lay  from  3  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  unti  almost  5  o'clock,  when 
he  was  taken  home   by  some  of  the  men. 

Bergman  is  imder  arrest.  It  is  stated 
that  marks  on  the  dead  lad's  neck  and 
body  show  that  he  was  strangled  and 
beaten  to  death,  and  his  last  words  were, 
"I  was  kicked  to  deathV  Bergman  de- 
nies this  and  says  death  resulted  from 
Myrick's  head  hitting  a  casting  box  as 
he  fell.

A  Forced  Paper  Currency  to  be  Issued 
in  the  Argentine. 

Buenos  Avres,  Oct.  i  .Gold  is  quoted 
at  130  per  cent  premium.  The  govern- 
ment has  decreed  a  forced  currency,  fix- 
ing the  gold  premium  at  150  per  centum, 
and  has  suspended  gold  payments  for 
two  years.  A  new  monetary  unit  has 
been  adopted  and  a  fixed  amount  of 
silver  and  nickel  money  is  being  coined. 
The  legislative  committee  has  reported 
favorably  on  the  proposition  to  issue 
4,500,000  paper  piastres  and  to  establish 
a  national  Argentine  bank. 

Congress  will  remain  m  prolonged 
session  in  order  to  settle  pending  im- 
portant affairs. 

SELLING  BIG  MINKS. 

Silver  Properties  of  Great  Value  Sell 
in  Denver. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Oct.  i.— The  Grand 
Central  mine  at  Kingston,  N.  M.,  was 
sold  in  this  city  last  night  to  an  English 
syndicate  for  $1,000,000  cash.  It  is  a  big 
low  grade  property  running  15  to  20 
ounces  of  silver  per  ton  and  10  per  cent 
lead. 

The  syndicate  will  build  a  16-mile  nar- 
row guage  road  from  Lake  Valley  to  the 
mine  to  handle  the  ore.  Its  old  owner 
goes  to  London  Saturday  to  dispose  of 
mines  located  in  the  state  of  Durango, 
Mexico,  the  Avenio,  which  has  produced 
$1,000,000  of  silver  and  another  which 
has  produced  $2,000,000.  He  will  place 
each  one  at  ^£4,000.000. 


Paris,  Oct.  i.— After  the  death  of 
Madame  Honn^jmain,  the  late  Gen.  Bou- 
langer's  wife  wrote  to  him,  offering  to 
forgive  him  and  share  his  exile.  Her 
letter  remained  unanswered.  Late  in 
August,  after  a  violent  paroxysm  of 
grief,  Boulang»;r  laboriously  carved  on 
the  tombstone  of  Mme.  Bonnemain  the 
words:  "A  bientot  Marguerite."  Thence- 
forth he  was  a  changed  man.  He  be- 
came emaciated  and  haggard  almost  be- 
yond recognition.  When  his  body  was 
examined,  after  the  suicide,  a  large  pho- 
tograph of  Mme.  Bonnemain  was  found 
under  his  clothing,  next  to  the  heart, 
stained  with  blood  from  the  wound. 

The  suicide  af  Boulanger  is  distinctly 
recognized  as  a  victory  for  the  repub- 
licans and  an  xcknowledgment  of  fail- 
ure by  the  man  who  led  the  struggle  for 
its  overthrow.  A  Berlin  dispatch  says 
that  while  nothing  is  said  that  commits 
high  officials  to  an  expression  on  the 
subject,  the  news  of  the  suicide  was  evi- 
dently not  gratifying  in  government 
circles,  it  being  looked  upon  as  the  dis- 
appearance of  a  man  who  had  not  yet 
exhausted  his  ability  to  injure  France. 
In  St.  Petersburg,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
news  was  regarded  as  a  French  victory. 
It  is  believed  that  it  will  put  an  end  to 
the  Boulangists  as  a  separate  and  dan- 
gerous faction. 

Madame  Boulanger  is  residing  at  Ver- 
sailles. On  bt  ing  mformed  of  the  trag- 
ical death  of  her  husband  at  Brussels 
vesterday,  M ne.  fainted.  Since  then 
she  has  been  i  1  a  state  of  deepest  dejec- 
tion, and  is  apparently  oveocome  with 
grief. 

The  fact  that  the  European  bourses 
are  unaffecteil  by  the  death  of  Gen. 
Boulanger  indicates  how  completely  he 
had  lost  influeice  as  a  political  leader. 

Debats  says:  "Perhaps  he  thought 
to  be  a  C.-esar  or  Napoleon,  though  he 
had  none  of  their  genms.  Harsh  words 
are  needless.  His  miserable  life  ended 
in  death,  whic  1,  although  also  miserable, 
was  dramatic.  In  all  likelihood  the  sui- 
cide was  prompted  by  sincere  feelings. 
The  death  was  like  that  of  a  hero  of  a 
novel  and  not  like  that  of  a  heroic  sol- 
dier." 

In  an  interview  with  the  Paris  repre- 
sentative of  the  United  Press  today  the 
chief  in  the  war  department  expressed 
very  clearly  the  views  of  the  official  class 
on  the  subject  of  Boulanger's  suicide  and 
the  propositioi  of  the  patriotic  league  to 
accord  the  dead  general  a  public  funeral 
in  the  streets  of  Paris.  The  chief  said: 
"There  is  no  Frenchman,  of  whatever 
party  or  faction,  who  does  not  honor  the 
memory  of  Bculanger  for  his  military 
services  to  France  and  for  the  wounds 
he  received  ir  her  defense.  It  is,  how- 
ever, no  new  thing  for  Frenchmen  to 
fight  bravely  or  be  wounded.  There, 
however,  with  well  wishers  of  the  coun- 
try, admiratioa  for  the  personality  of  the 
man  must  sto  d.  I  have  never  failed  to 
deplore  the  wretched  role  enacted  by 
Boulanger  frcm  the  moment  he  attempt- 
ed to  corrupt  the  voters,  reorganize  the 
chamber  and  prostitute  the  army,  all 
that  he  might  advance  his  vulgar  for- 
tunes at  the  expense  of  the 
safety  of  the  republic.  I  do 
not  believe  the  patriotic  league  or  its 
monarchial  and  imperialist  allies  will 
attempt  any  disturbance." 

It  has  been  announced  that  the  funeral 
of  Gen.  Boulanger  will  take  place  on 
Saturday  afternoon  Oct.  3.  The  con- 
tents of  the  general's  will  are  to  be  di- 
vulged today  The  funeral  will  be  civic, 
as  the  clergy  declined  to  participate. 


Ellendale,  N.  D.,  Oct.  I. — N.  L. 
Shortman,  who  has  just  arrived  here 
from  Fort  Yates  on  the  Missouri  river, 
brings  the  news  of  an  immense  prairie 
fire  west  of  the  Missouri. 

He  says  that  a  scope  of  country  300 
miles  long  and  200  miles  wide  has  been 
burned  over,  destroying  farm  houses, 
stock  ranches,  many  herds  of  horses  and 
cattle  and  numerous  quantities  of  hay. 
The  fire  is  said  to  have  been  started  by 
a  bone  picker  who  found  his  callmg  un- 
remunerative  owing  to  the  heavy  growth 
of  grass  this  season  and  wanted  to  get  the 
grass  out  of  the  way.  Seeing  what  an 
awful  calamity  he  had  been  the  author 
of  he  fled  at  once,  realizing  how  little  his 
life  would  be  worth  if  captured  by  the 
enraged  ranchmen. 

The  whole  region  is  described  as  a 
place  of  death  and  desolation.  Many 
persons  are  believed  to  have  perished 
in  the  flames. 

Burned  in  His  Cabin. 
Butte,  Mont.,  Oct.  i. — About  12  miles 
out  on  the  Pipestone  road  yesterday,  the 
cabin  of  Lewis  Harding  was  discovered 
burned  to  the  ground  and  in  the  ruins 
were  found  the  charred  remains  of  the 
occupant.  Harding  was  reported  to 
have  had  considerable  money  with  him, 
and  it  is  supposed  he  was  murdered  for 
his  money  and  the  cabin  set  on  fire  to 
cover  the  evidence  of  murder. 


THE  EXACT  FIGURES. 

Duluth  Handled  18,000,000  Bushels 
of  Flour  and  Wheat  Last  Month. 

The  Herald  yesterday  figured  out  the 
receipts  and  shipments  for  the  first 
month  of  the  crop  year  just  passed,  es- 
timating the  last  day.  It  was  consider- 
ably too  low  in  its  estimates.  Correct 
figures  are  given  below.  They  increase 
the  estimates  made  yesterday  by  nearly 
100,000  bushels  in  both  receipts  and 
shjpments.

In   other  words,  the  business  of  the 

month    in    receipts    and    shipments    of

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  St.  Paul 
Pioneer  Press  a  few  weeks  ago  pro- 
phesied that,  allowing  the  most  liberal 
estimates,  Duluth  could  ship  in  three 
months  to  the  close  of  navigation  8,000,- 
000  bushels  of  wheat  alone.  September 
exceeded  that,  October  will  probably  far 
surpass  it,  while  November  may  be  ex- 
pected to  equal  October.  Duluth's  flour 
production  was,  in  September,  80,477 
barrels,  its  receipts  were  333,299,  and  its 
shipments  474,090.  Both  production  and 
handling  of  flour  from  other  points  is 
constantly  growing.

The  Great  Leland  Stanford  University 
Opened  This  Morning. 

San  Fkancisco,  Oct.  i.— The  Leland 
Stanford,  Jr.,  university  at  Palo  Alto  was 
opened  this  morning  with  imposing 
ceremonies.  For  some  days  past  ex- 
aminations have  been  in  progress  and 
several  hundred  students  have  been  in 
attendance. 

The  first  class  that  matriculates  will 
be  much  larger  than  is  usual  with  the 
new  institution,  students  having  come 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  and  the  union. 
All  the  students  and  the  faculty  partici- 
pated in  the  opening  today. 

The  Stanford  university  is  to  the  West 
what  Lehigh  university  is  to  the  East. 
Both  were  founded  and  liberally  endovved 
by  men  who  from  poor  boys  became  rich 
and  whose  fortunes  were  made  by  rail- 
roads. 

An  Alliance  Candidate. 
Huron,  N.  D.,  Oct.  i.— At  2  o'clock 
this  morning  W.  H.  Smith,  of  Minne- 
haha county,  was  nominated  for  con- 
gress on  the  third  ballot  by  the  indepen- 
dents. The  nomination  is  far  from  sat- 
isfactory. The  platform  pledges  allegi- 
ance to  the  principles  of  the  national 
peoples  party  and  urges  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  non-partisan  commission 
adjust  the  details  of  the  tariff. 


Opponents  of  a  Divided  Irish 
Policy  Come  Together  in 
Chicago. 


Chicago,  Oct.  i. — Irishmen  from  near- 
ly every  section  in  the  countrv  began  to 
gather  in  Central  Music  hall  this  morn- 
ing. They  were  assembling  in  response 
to  the  call  issued  something  over  a 
month  ago  by  President  Fitzgerald  of 
the  Irish  National  league.  It  was  notic- 
able  at  the  outset  that  the  convention 
would  in  the  main  be  composed  of  men 
hitherto  unknown,  outside  of  their  own 
particular  localities,  to  the  Irish  move- 
ment. Very  few  of  the  old  Irish  war 
horses  were  visible.  The  decorations  of 
the  hall  were  confined  to  a  rather  liberal 
display  of  national  colors  m  flags  and 
streamers  intermingled  with  the  green 
flag  and  harp  device.  Over  the  big 
organ  was  a  painting  of  Robert  Emmett. 

Secretary  Sutton  called  the  conven- 
tion to  order.  He  expressed  his  regret 
that  sickness  prevented  the  attendance 
of  President  \  iizgerald  and  First  Vice 
President  Martin.  He  went  on  to  say 
that  they  had  assembled  from  all  parts 
of  the  "country  in  spite  of  a  hostile 
opinion  by  men  themselves  Irish.  They 
had  met  for  a  sacred  purpose.  They 
should  think  only  of  the  land  that  gave 
them  birth,  "but  tor  God's  sake,"  con- 
cluded the  speaker,  "don't  let  the  old 
cause  die.  Keep  the  movement  going, 
keep  It  on  a  business  basis,  keep  it  in 
line  for  victory." 

O'Neill  Ryan  of  St.  Louis  was  chosen 
chairman.  "They  were,"  he  said,  "rep- 
resenting 1,200,000  Irishmen  who  de- 
manded union  and  strength  on  the  other 
side  of  the  water.  They  were  not  as- 
sembled to  uphold  any  faction.  They 
were  there  to  say  to  the  Irish  people 
that  when  they  presented  a"  strong  and 
vigorous  united  policy  then  could  they 
depend  upon  receiving  the  moral  and 
material  support  of  the  people  of 
America." 

The  speaker  went  on  to  say  that  those 
composing  this  convention  proposed  to 
stamp  out  any  discord  that  might  in- 
trude itself.  The  cause  was  greater 
than  men.  It  had  withstood  famine, 
war  and  the  scaffold,  but  final  salvation 
could  only  be  accomplished  by  a  united 
Ireland,  and  above  all  must  stand  aloof 
from  either  of  the  two  great  English 
parties.    A  recess  was  taken  till    2  p.  m.

The  most  protituble  advertisin^j  med" 
iuni  for  the  ijeneral  merchant  is  the  one 
that  reaches  all  classes.  The  shrewd  re- 
tail business  man  would  not  think  of  ad- 
vertising his  goods  in  a  trade  paper  that 
was  read  only,  by  a  select  few  in  the 
community,  but  would  seek  out  the 
medium  that  catches  the  eye  of  all. 

For  this  reason  if  he  were  living  in  Du- 
luth he  would  look  around  till  he  found 
out  which  daily  paper  is  printed  for  all, 
rich  and  poor,  toiler  and  capitalist,  and 
he  would  make  arrangement  to  present 
his  business  interests  through  its  col- 
umns. Everybody  of  course  knows  that 
The  Herald  is  the  only  daily  in  Duluth 
that  employs  union  labor  and  conse- 
quently is  the  only  one  having 
a  general  circulation  among  that 
class      of     our     population.

toilers,  as  tradesmen  are  aware,  are 
among  their  best  customers.

Estimating  flour  as  wheat 
our  total  receipts  for  the  month 
were  9,691,026  bushels,  and  our  ship- 
ments 8,543,775.  This  makes  the  aver- 
age daily  receipts  for  the  month  a  third 
of  1,000,000  bushels,  though  great  activ- 
ity in  the  movement  of  grain  had  not 
been  reached  till  after  the  first  week  of 
September,  and  on  several  days  near  the 
close  of  the  month  the  receipts  were  over 
600,000.  Duluth  is  the  great  primary 
wheat  market  and  is  fast  becoming  a 
globe  port. 


WHY  NOT  A  DULUTH  MAX? 

No  other  city  in  the  country  is  more 
interested  in  the  honest  application  of 
the  interstate  commerce  law  than  Du- 
luth. Why  then,  now  that  there  are  two 
vacancies  on  the  commission,  should  not 
Duluth  ask  for  recognition.  She  may 
not  be  worthy  of  a  place  on  the  state 
commission,  but  there  are  several  of  her 
citizens  who  could  fill  in  a  most  accept- 
able manner  a  place  in  the  national 
body.  Our  city  is  the  one  important 
railroad  point  in  the  Northwest,  but  the 
only  way  to  make  this  great  truth  known 
is  to  clamber  to  the  fore  and  take  our 
part  in  the  national  councils. 


The  appointment  yesterday  of  E.  C. 
Gridley  as  temporary  administrator  of 
the  E.  L.  Emery  estate,  and  the  ad- 
vertisement for  his  permanent  appoint- 
ment, seems  a  very  fortunate  outcome  of 
the  matter  and  ought  to  prove  satisfiic- 
tory  to  all  interested  parties.  The  value 
of  the  estate  depends  on  the  early  devel- 
opment of  the  St.  Louis  water  f>ower, 
and  Mr.  Gridley  who  has  large  acre 
property  interests  in  the  neighborhood 
which  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
success  of  the  water  power  company, 
will  take  a  deep  interest  in 
an  otherwise  non-remunerative  work. 
The  city  of  Duluth  itself  is 
interested  in  the  matter,  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  water  power  just  now  when 
the  railways  of  the  American  and  Cana- 
dian Northwest  are  turning  our  way, 
would  give  a  marvelous  impetus  to  the 
growth  of  Duluth  while  it  would  multiply 
the  value  of  the  estate  tenfold. 


In  regard  to  the  tin  plate  dispute  the 
evidence  seems  conclusive  that  it  is  not 
yet  manufactured  in  commercial  quanti- 
ties in  the  United  States,  but  that  plants 


on  a  small  scale  are  being  established 
which  possibly  may  grow  into  very  ex- 
tensive interests.  Potter  &  Wrighting- 
ton,  Boston  canners,  have  for  some  time 
.advertised  to  buy  50,000  boxes  of  Ameri- 
can plate,  or  any  part  of  that  number, 
at  Hritish  prices,  without  receiving  an 
offer  for  any  amount.  If  American 
plates  can  be  bought  they  say  they 
would  like  to  know  it.  Other  tirms  have 
made  similar  bins  for  American  tin,  but 
have  likewise  been  unable  to  obtain  the 
much  coveted  metal. 


.Although  Candidate  Allen  declined  a 
series  of  joint  debates  with  Governor 
Russell,  in  Massachusetts,  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge  will  meet  ex-Congressman  John 
E.  Russell  in  three  debates.  The  sub- 
ject for  the  first  meeting  will  be  "The 
administration  of  Governor  Russell;" 
second,  "The  attitude  of  the  national 
democratic  party  on  the  silver  question;" 
and  third,  "Prices  of  the  necessities  of 
life  as  affected  by  the  McKinley  bill." 
.Admission  is  to  be  by  ticket,  and  each 
party  shall  be  given  an  equal  number 
for  distribution. 


Henry  Labouchere,  the  English  radic- 
al, has  an  article  in  the  October  Forum

.American  type.  He  also  asserts  that 
England  is  not  likely  to  become  a  repub- 
lic in  the  present  generation  but  that 
monarchy  will  survive  the  sweeping 
away  of  the  house  of  lords  and  the  es- 
tablished church.  These  predictions 
from  such  a  source  will  bfe  very  gratify- 
ing to  our  friend  the  baccarat  Prince  of 
Wales. 


The  New  York  Sun  touches  up  ex- 
Senator  Henry  W.  Blair  for  suing  a 
soldier's  widow  to  collect  S100.31  alleged 
to  be  due  for  services  rendered  in  secur- 
ing her  pension,  and  attaching  her  little 
S500  farm  for  the  debt.  The  Sun  thinks 
Henry  is  hardly  fitted  to  be  pension 
commissioner,  for  which  place,  since  his 
rejection  by  the  Chinese  government, 
his  name  has  been  mentioned.  The 
President  has  been  hard  pressed  to  find 
a  job  for  the  New  Hampshire  angel. 


Mr.  H.  F.  Marsh,  editor  of  the  Re- 
porter-Journal, of  Towanda,  Pa.,  who 
was  a  recent  visitor  to  Duluth,  has  a  col- 
umn article  in  his  paper  touching  up  the 
beauties  and  bustle  of  our  incomparable 
city.  The  terrace  drive,  the  manufac- 
turing enterprises,  and  the  "militant 
•Americanism"  of  our  people,  are  very 
happily  dwelt  upon,  thus  keeping  the 
name  of  Duluth  before  the  eye  of  the 
Eastern  investor.

The  latter  is  one  of  the  bright 
men  of  the  Republican  party,  but  the 
tin  tariff  gave  the  democrats  a  clean 
sweep  in  Maryland  last  fall  and  he  was 
defeated  in  a  republican  district.  He  is 
a  man  of  pleasing  personality  and  the 
necessary  executive  qualifications.  Be- 
sides there  is  no  taint  about  him. 


Fayette  Marsh,  of  Stillwater,  was  re- 
cently arrested  for  carrying  concealed 
weapons  and  for  the  malicious  destruc- 
tion of  city  property,  but  he^got  of?  on 
the  grounds  that  under  the  city  charter 
the  offenses  were  left  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
state  officers.  Fayette  is  a  good  deal  of 
a  Yankee  and  probably  whittled  down  a 
hitching  post  with  a  dirk  knife  while 
talking  tariff.  He  ought  to  charge  it  up 
to  the  Cobden  club. 


The  action  of  Governor  Pattison  at  the 
urgent  solicitation  of  prominent  Pennsyl- 
vania papers,  and  some  of  them  republi- 
can, in  calling  the  state  senate  together 
to  investigate  charges  against  Auditor 
General  McGamant  and  State  Treasurer 
Boyer,  is  having  much  political  effect  in 
that  state.  The  governor  has  power  to 
remove  these  officers  for  cause,  and  has 
convened  the  senate  merely  to  get  a  ver- 
dict in  the  matter. 


Marine  Engineer  Redway,  of  Toronto, 
has  drawn  plans  for  a  new  style  of  craft 
which  some  think  will  be  a  rival  of  the 
whaleback  in  the  carrying  trade.  From 
descriptions  it  seems  to  possess  many  of 
the  features  of  the  whaleback,  being 
shaped  much  like  a  canoe  with  a  flat 
bottom  and  meager  upper  works. 


We  hear  very  often  that  this  party  or 
that  one  is  supported  by  the  bum  ele- 
ment.

THE  CORN  PALACE. 


Description  of  Sioux  City's  Beautiful  Build- 
ing of  Com  Opened  Today. 

Rising  high  above  the  highest  build- 
ings in  the  business  center  of  Sioux  City 
is  to  be  seen  a  great  tower,  which  glitters 
in  the  sunlight  like  burnished  gold.  It 
is  the  grand  central  tower  of  the  corn 
palace,  the  fifth  which  Sioux  City  has 
erectetl,  and  which  was  opened  today. 
The  dome,  covered  with  a  solid  mass  of 
yellow  ears  of  corn,  is  as  brilliant  as  a 
sun-burst,  and  the  other  bold  architec- 
tural parts  are  vivid  with  the  tints  of 
their  dressing  of  natural  products,  in 
which  corn  of  various  colors  is  the  pre- 
dominant material. 

The  corn  palace  is  an  immense  pavil- 
ion, having  a  frontage  of  390  feet  with  a 
depth  of  1 50,  and  Pierce  street  passes 
north  and  south  through  the  center  of  the 
building.  It  is  a  frame  structure,  built 
strong  and  well  braced,  sheeted  with 
lumber  and  having  a  light  roof.  Tlie 
main  wall  is  60  feet  high,  the  height  of 
the  central  tower  is  200  feet,  and  its 
diameter  74  feet.  About  the  tower,  1 16 
feet  above  the  street,  is  a  promenade  12 
feet  deep,  reached  by  an  elevator.  Of 
the  other  towers  there  are  two  circular 
ones  120  feet  high,  which  flank  the  cen- 
tral tower,  being  forward  of  it  and  rising 


in  a  line  with  the  main  wall.  The  out- 
lying square  towers  over  the  corners  ol 
the  building  are  80  feet  in  height. 

Such  architectural  features  present  a 
great  variety  of  surface  and  outline  for 
decorative  purposes,  and  every  square 
inch  of  the  exterior  presents  a  magnifi- 
cent glow  of  colors. 

On  the  second  story  of  the  main  wall 
there  is  a  copy  of  a  statue  of  Ceres.  It 
is  a  floating  hgure  of  corn  husks  having 
the  perfect  effect  of  flesh  color,  with 
drapery  of  millett.  In  one  hand  a  sickle 
and  in  the  other  a  sheaf  are  brought  out 
with  similar  materials.  The  wings  are 
made  of  palmetto  leaf.  Another  sym- 
bolic redresentation  is  Mechanics.  The 
figure  is  that  of  a  mechanic  standing 
with  the  left  hand  on  an  anvil,  and  hold- 
ing in  the  right  hand  a  hammer.  At  the 
feet  is  a  large  cog-wheel  and  imple- 
ments of  the  trade.  This  figure  is  also 
made  of  corn  husks,  with  clothing  of 
millet,  while  the  anvil  and  iron  imple- 
ments are  made  of  red  pop  corn.  The 
effect  of  the  whole  is  a  magnificent  mass- 
ing of  color,  in  which  striking  contrasts 
are  brought  out  beyond  the  possibilities 
of  the  painter's  brush. 

Inside  the  decorations  are  far  more 
elaborate  than  they  are  without;  there  is 
a  wider  range  of  materials  to  choose 
from  and  a  more  refined  art  in  workman- 
ship. The  west  part  is  called  the  trop- 
ical wing,  since  it  is  set  apart  for  ex- 
hibits from  the  countries  of  Central  and 
South  America  and  the  Southern  states 
of  the  Union.  In  the  east  wing  one 
booth  shows  rich  tapestry  work  in  Per- 
sian design  on  yellow  background.  The 
design  is  according  to  the  style  followed 
in  manufacture  of  carpets  and  rugs,  and 
is  admirably  adapted  to  the  materials 
which  consist  of  sections  of  corn  ears, 
cane,  broom  corn,  sorghum,  pampas 
grass,  millet,  evergreen,  old  berries  and 
various  native  grasses. 

There  is  a  perfect  copy  of  Bartholdi's 
statue  of  "Liberty  Enlightening  the 
World,"  standing  on  a  pedestal  12  feet 
high.  The  columns  and  base  are  made 
entirely  of  shaded  corn.  The  figure  is 
S'/i  feet  high,  completely  covered  with 
clover  and  cress  seeds  to  represent 
bronze.  The  crown  is  bronze  magnolia 
leaves  tipped  with  incandescent  lights. 

Another  booth  represents  "The  School 
Room."  The  climb  to  the  seat  of  learn- 
is  sweetened  by  a  sugar  cane  balustrade. 
The  first  design  is  a  blackboard, showing 
an  arithmetical  operation,  the  figures  be- 
ing made  with  popcorn.  Above  is  a 
clock,  the  frame  of  which  is  made  of  red 
and  yellow  corn,  and  the  face  of  corn 
meal,  with  blue  corn  hands  pointing  to 
the  hour.  On  the  blackboard  is  a  lan- 
guage lesson— "Mary  and  Her  Little 
Lamb."  M.iry's  frock  and  sash  are  corn 
husks,  her  hat  millet  seed  trimmed  with 
ribbons  of  corn  leaves;  her  hair  is  braid- 
ed yellow  corn  silk.  The  school  house 
is  built  of  red  corn  and  straw,  with  corn 
husk  curtains  at  the  windows.  On  the 
right  wall  hangs  a  map  of  Sioux  City, 
made  of  seeds,  and  beside  it  are  maps  of 
various  countries.

You  say  truly 
that  The  Herald  is  the  only  paper  that 
is  free  to  give  to  the  public  its  entire  ser- 
vices as  a  general  newspaper,  that  is  not 
hampered  by  any  dispute  with  its  em- 
ployes, as  it  is  the  only  paper  that  em- 
ploys Duluth  printers,  men  who  have 
made  Duluth  their  home  for  many  a 
year  and  who  have  helped  to  build  it  up, 
for  the  other  papers  are  run  by  import- 
ed scab  labor.  It  is  too  bad  to  see  such 
men  take  the  place  of  our  fellow-citizens,

The  business  men  who  have  the 
interests  of  the  city  at  heart,  should  also 
show  their  sympathy  in  a  practical  way 
by  withdrawing  all  support  from  these 
non-union  papers.  Labor  intends  to 
watch  that  ana  only  support  its  friends 
in  the  future  and  to  that  end  every  legit- 
imate means  will  be  brought  to  bear.

Leonidas  .Merritt,  one  of  the  leaders  in 
the  proposed  l>ululh,  Mesaba  vS:  North- 
ern enterprise,  returned  yesterday  from 
ihe  Western  Mesaba  rans^e  and  left  for 
a  ten  days'  trip  to  New  York  in  answer 
to  a  teleijram  from  two  capitalists  who 
are  connected  with  the  scheme. 

He    reported    that    within     the '  past 

month    another    large    mine    has    been 

shown  which  will  assure  the   raiIro;id  a 

big  business     It  is  the  Hiwabik  property, 

located  on  3-S8-16,  just  west  of  the  Em- 
barrass river  and  »)nly  12  miles  due  east 
of  the  Mountain  Iron  company's  famous 
mine.  Only  four  weeks  ago  they  began 
testpitting,  and  when  Mr.  Merritt  was 
there  a  couple  of  days  ago  they  had 
1,500,000  tons  of  ore  in  sight.  One  test- 
pit  had  been  sunk  some  distance  from 
the  others  with  a  good  result.  If  the  in- 
tervening space  shows  as  well  there  is 
over  3,000,000  tons  of  ore  in  sight. 

At  tirst  a  soft  ore  was  met  with  but 
later  a  hard  and  high  grade  ore  was 
struck.  Specimens  brought  down  show  66 
per  cent  pure  iron.  There  is  less  surface 
than  on  the  Mountain  Iron  company's 
propertv,  the  average  being  not  over  I3 
feet  and  in  places  only  six  feet.  No 
water  has  been  found  to  interfere.  The 
pits  thus  far  sunk  number  11  and  the 
deepest  goes  through  58  feet  of  clean  ore. 
It  is  without  doubt  a  handsome  property. 

Thirty-two  men  have  begun  locating 
the  Duluth.  Mesaba  &  Northern  on  sec- 
tion 32-ji-i8  at  the  mouth  of  the  Arti- 
choke river.  They  will  follow  the  river 
up  tive  or  six  miles  and  thence  strike  a 
straight  northerly  course  for  the  Moun- 
tain Iron  company's  property.  Next 
week  a  force  will  begin  clearing  the 
right-of-way. 

DILITH  WHEAT  TO  EIROI'E. 


About  4,000,000  Bushels  for  Direct  Export 
in  the  Last  Six  Weeks. 
A.  D.  Thomson,  of  this  city,  the  head 
of  the  grain  firm  of  A.  D.  Thomson  & 
Co.,  which  is  probably  the  largest  wheat 
exporting  firm  in  the  West,  states  that 
of  the  6,500,000  bushels  of  wheat  which 
has  been  shipped  out  of  this  city  in  the 

f»ast  month  about  4,000,000  bushels  were 
or  direct  export.  The  bulk  of  this, 
probably  seven-eighths,  has  gone  to  the 
I'nited  Kingdom — to  Liverpool,  London, 
and  other  ports — and  the  rest  to  several 
continental  countries,  Holland,  Spain 
and  France.  This  amount  of  export 
business  is  at  least  twice  as  heavy  as  has 
ever  before  been  seen  here.  There  has 
never  been  such  a  demand  for  Duluth 
wheat  from  abroad  and  the  sales  have 
been  at  satisfactory  prices.  The  de- 
mand still  continues  and  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  wheat  yet  to  go  forward. 

A.  J.  Sawyer  &  Co.  have  done  a  good 
deal  of  export  business  from  here  this 
fall,  and  some  other  firms  have  also  been 
engaged  in  it.  One  export  shipment 
made  by  \'an  Dusen  went  to  Amsterdam 
in  sacks.  Most  of  the  demand  for  Du- 
luth wheat  is  for  the  two  high  grades, 
but  latterly  there  has  been  more  disposi- 
tion to  take  No.  2  northern  as  a  milling 
wheat. 

The  export  flour  business  here  is  done 
by  the  Duluth  millers  direct.  In 
the  last  six  weeks  the  output  here  has 
been  about  100,000  barrels,  and  probably 
about  one-quarter  of  this  has  been  ex- 
ported, much  of  the  market  for  Duluth 
flour  being  in  the  East  and  middle 
states.  The  flour  exports  have  gone  to 
London,  Liverpool,  Glasgow  and  the 
continent. 

The  receipts  of  the  last  few  days  have 
been  very  small  at  this  point  and  most 
of  the  grain  men  attribute  the  fact  to  the 
rains  throughout  the  Northwest.  "We 
have  had  only  two  days  of  threshing 
weather  in  the  past  12  days."  said  Oliver 
Dalrymple.  "Besides,  a  great  deal  of 
frosted  wheat  is  going  to  market  now, 
and  of  course  it  is  sent  to  Minneapolis 
in  preference  to  Duluth." 

George  Rupley  attributes  the  fact  that 
Minneapolis  is  receiving  more  wheat 
than  Duluth  just  now  to  the  fact  that  the 
weather  has  been  good  for  threshing  in 
the  wheat  country  south  of  Minneapolis 
and  more  directly  tributary  to  her  than 
to  Duluth.  He  says  that  she  is  receiving 
no  more  wheat  than  Duluth  from  the 
section  in  which  there  have  been  copious 
rains.

PLEASANTLY  WEDDED. 


Advised  Farmers  to  Hold  Their  Wheat 
Thirty  Days. 
St.  Paul,  Oct.  i.— Ignatius  Donnelly 
was  here  today  on  his  way  to  Little 
Falls,  where  he  deliver  an  address  be- 
fore the  people  who  will  attend  the  Mor- 
rison county  fair  today.  Mr.  Donnelly 
stated  that  over  io,ooo  copies  of  "Dr. 
Huguet"  had  already  been  sold  and  or- 
ders were  still  coming  in  fast,  after 
which  he  replied  to  a  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  he,  as  president  of  the 
farmers  alliance,  had  issued  another 
wheat  circular. 

"Yes,  1  have  issued  one,"  said  he.  "It 
advises  farmers  to  hold  their  wheat  for 
30  days  longer  at  least.  They  are  not 
getting  enough  for  it  at  the  present  time, 
and  while  I  believe  that  prices  will  na- 
turally rise  during  the  next  month,  the 
holding  back  of  a  certain  quantity  of  the 
crop  of  i8qi  will  tend  to  greatly  increase 
the  rise.  I  have  been  misrepresented 
by  the  statement  that  I  advised  farmers 
to  sell  as  soon  as  they  threshed.  That  is 
wrong.  I  have  always  been  in  favor  of 
the  principle  of  selling  when  a  good 
price  can  be  obtained.  The  latter  can- 
not be  obtained  at  present." 

The  State  will  come  out  Friday  with 
another  circular.  The  contents  are 
much  the  same  as  those  of  the  former.  It 
simply  takes  up  the  wheat  situation 
where  the  other  left  off.  The  crops  of 
the  ten  years  from  1880  to  1890  are  taken 
up  as  a  basis  of  computation,  and  the 
circular  holds  that  there  is  danger  of  ex- 
porting too  much  wheat.  During  the  ten 
years  in  question  it  is  claimed  we  raised 
4,407,000,000  bushels  of  wheat.  Of  this 
1,268,000,000  were  exported  and  3,229,- 
000,000  were  consumed  at  home.  In 
other  words,  we  raise  62,000,000  bushels 
more  than  the  average  of  those  ten 
years,  but  we  consume  46,000,000  bush- 
els more,  leaving  only  16,000,000  bush- 
els more  for  export. 

The  circular  continues:  "We  have 
now  exported  50,000,000  bushels  of  our 
new  crop  and  have  93,000,000  to  spare, 
for  50,000,000  of  which  charters  nave 
been  made  at  present.  We  export  at 
the  rate  of  6,000,000  bushels  per  week 
and  our  surplus  will  be  exhausted  if  we 
keep  this  up  till  Christmas.  If  we  sell 
our  wheat  to  Europe  cheap  we  will  have 
extraordinary  high  wheat  prices  here 
with  a  moderate  boom,  or  we  will  have 
moderately  high  prices  with  an  extra- 
ordinary boom  if  we  hold  our  wheat  for 
high  prices  now. 

"If  we  succeed  in  raising  the  price  ot 
cereals  to  the  point  the  situation  justifies 
the  boom  in  business  will  be  unprece- 
dented and  the  workingmen  will  have 
the  benefit  of  it  like  everyone  else."

A  man   named  William    Mackie,  who 
gave  his    residence    as    Superior,    was 

found  at  i  o'clock  this  morning  on  the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  track  near  Howell 
station,  12  miles  from  town,  in  a  horribly 
mangled  condition,  his  legs  and  the 
lower  part  of  the  trunk  being  crushed  to 
a  jelly.  He  was  conscious  when  found 
and  talked  freely.  He  was  taken  to  St. 
Marys  hospital  and  died  on  the  way 
from  the  station.  The  train  that  caused 
his  death  and  how  he  came  to  be  on  the 
tracks  is  not  known.

Large  Quantities  of  wheat  are 
sold  for  export  in  New  York  on  sample 
and  I  don't  know  why  the  same  thing 
can't  be  done  here." 


The  Duluth  Furnace  Company. 
A  stock  concern  has  within  the  past 
few  days  been  organized  in  Chicago 
under  the  laws  of  Illinois  to  operate  the 
plant  of  the  Duluth  .Steel  and  Iron  com- 
pany at  West  Duluth.  It  is  to  be  known 
as  the  West  Duluth  Furnace  company. 
The  capital  stock  is  placed  at  $40,000.

Nothing  but  the 
worst  playing  imaginable  on  the  part  of 
Boston  can  now  give  Chicago  a  chance 
for  a  tie. 

Chicago  is  still  making  a  great  kick 
and  Hart  has  protested  the  double 
games  played  in  Boston  on  Sept.  19,  23, 
29  and  30  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
not  legally  authorized.  His  protest  is 
probablv  not  worth  the  paper  it  is  written 
upon.  It  is  necessary  for  the  Boston 
club  to  secure  consent  of  only  six  of  the 
eight  clubs.  Cleveland  consented  to  all 
the  games.  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn  and  Pittsburgh  also  gave  their 
consent.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  ball 
men  that  the  Boston  games  with  Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia  and  New  York  were 
thrown,  partly  because  of  dislike  for  An- 
son by  players,  and  partly  because  the 
Chicago  team  is  considered  the  cheapest 
in  the  league.  Others  see  in  it  all  the 
avenging  hand  of  the  disrupted  brother- 
hood, which  is  thus  paying  off  some  old 
scores.

The  Black  Hawk  War. 
The  sturdy  pioneers  who  occupied 
Northern  Illinois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilization  60  years  ago  often  had 
the  monotony  of  frontier  life  broken  by 
conflicts  with  the  Indians.  The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in  1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as  the  Black  Hawk  War,  the 
moving  spirit  of  the  savage  outbreak 
being  the  noted  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black  Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women  and  children,  to  bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  in  what  is  now 
Nernon  county,  Wisconsin.  The  sun  of 
that  second  day  of  August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  held,  and  the  result  was 
the  death  of  nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  of  the  campaign.  The 
chief  himself  escaped  and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near  Rock  Island,  III. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern R.  R.,  the  "Scenic  line,"  which 
touches  most  of  the  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  For  further 
information  as  to  the  attractions  of  the 
line,  tickets,  rates  and  maps  call  on  your 
local  agent  or  write  to  W.  J.  C.  Kenyon, 
Gen.  Pass.

Washington,  Oct,  2.— The  census 
office  today  made  a  statement  showing 
that  the  real  estate  mortgage  debt  in 
force  in  Illinois  in  January,  i&p,  was 
$384,299,260,  of  which  $165,289,222  was 
on  acre  tracts  and  the  rest  on  village 
and  city  lots. 

The  debt  on    Cook  county,  including 

Chicago,  was  $191, 518,20c),  of  which  $14,- 

065,305  was  on  acres  and  $177,452,904  on 

lots.  The  Cook  county  debt  is  49.84  per 
cent  of  the  debt  of  the  state  and 
the  debt  of  eight  counties  is 
60.06  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Fifteen  principal  counties  owe  $262,221,- 
092  of  the  state's  total  debt.  In  these 
counties  are  situated  Chicago,  Bloom- 
ington,  Peoria,  Joliet,  Quincy,  Klgin, 
East  St.  Louis,  Aurora,  Ottawa,  Streator, 
Belleville,  Danville,  Springfield  and 
Rockford. 

The  debt  of  Chicago  is  $24,373,170 
larger  than  the  farm  debt  of  Kansas, 
$42,703,564  larger  than  the  farm  debt  of 
Iowa  and  $1 12,068,830  larger  than  the  en- 
tire mortgage  debt  of  Alabama  and  Ten- 
nessee. The  per  capita  debt  of  Illinois 
is  $100,  while  that  of  Kansas  is  $163  and 
that  of  Iowa  $106. 


LOSSES  IN  HALIFAX. 


The  Nova  Scotia  Seaport  Has  a  Half 
Million  Dollar  Fire. 
Halifax.  N,  S..  Oct.  2.— The  most 
disastrous  fire  that  visited  Halifax  for 
years  took  place  this  morning.  It  broke 
out  before  i  o'clock  a.    m.  in  the  Merlin 

planing  mill  on  Taylors  wharf,  near  the 
Cunard  wharves.  In  a  few  minutes  the 
place  was  all  ablaze  and  the  fire  spread 
rapidly.  A  gentle  breeze  from  the  north 
carried  showers  of  live  sparks  to  the 
buildings,  vessels  and  wharves  south  of 
the  fire. 

Within  an  hour  Merlin's  mill,  Wilson's 
blacksmith  shop,  John  Taylor  &  Co.'s 
big  fish  warehouse  filled  with  pickled 
fish,  Brookfield  Bros.'  lumber  warehouse 
and  yards  were  destroyed.  By  this  time 
the  fire  had  spread  to  the  Liverpool 
wharf  on  the  north,  and  burned  out  But- 
ler's yards,  the  Halifax  broom  factory,  J. 
B.  Neilly  &  Co.,  commission  merchants, 
and  Halford  Bros.,  oil  dealers.  Large 
quantities  of  petroleum  were  stored  on 
the  wharf,  and  an  explosion  was  pre- 
vented by  rolling  the  oil  into  the  dock. 
The  fire  spread  simultaneously  to  the 
south  wharf  and  soon  the  immense  fish 
warehouses  of  John  Taylor  &  Co.  were  a 
prey  to  the  flames. 

The  loss  is  very  heavy.  A  score  of 
schooners  at  the  burning  warves  were 
quickly  moved  out  into  the  harbor.  By 
2  o'clock  this  morning  the  whole  block 
from  John  Cronin's  on  the  south  to  the 
north  side  of  Hamilton's  wharf  on  the 
north,  almost  adjoining  the  Cunard 
wharves,  had  been  destroyed.  T'ne  city 
is  crowded  with  visitors  attending  the 
exhibition.  The  military  were  called  out 
and  the  admiral  ordered  out  all  the 
man-of-war  sailors  with  their  hand  en- 
gines and  reels.  At  noon  the  fire  was 
under  control. 

The  loss  by  the  fire  is  estimated  at 
about  $400,000.     Insurance  is  $150,000. 

A  Family  Perished. 
Paris,  Oct.  2. — At  Puylaurens,  in  the 
department  of    Tarn,  today,   14    houses 
were  destroyed  by  fire.    A  family  of   six 
persons  perished  in  the  flames. 


Other  Fires. 

Cincinnati — The  main  building  of  the 
•^t.  Aloysius  orphan  asylum  burned  yes- 
terday. When  the  fire  was  discovered 
the  school  was  in  session,  192  children 
being  distributed  throughout  the  build- 
ing. When  the  alarm  was  given  a  panic 
ensued,  but  the  children  were  all  re- 
moved in  safety.  The  building  is  a  total 
loss,  but  is  fully  insured  for  $30,000. 

Chicago — Fire  gutted  the  three  top 
floor  of  the  5-story  building  at  52  and  54 
Lake  street  today.  The  block  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  Globe  Light  and  Heating 
company  as  general  offices  and  by  Pit- 
kin &  Brooks,  china  and  glassware  im- 
porters, as  a  store  room.  The  entire 
loss  will  not  exceed  $20,000. 

Birmingham,  Ala. — Fire  at  Alexan- 
der City,  Ala.,  this  morning  burned  the 
Alliance  warehouse  and  500  bales  of 
cotton.  Loss  is  $125,000;  partially  in- 
sured. 

He  Married  an  Actress. 
New  York,  Oct.  2.— Daniel  Thomp- 
son, a  laborer,  formerly  a  theatrical 
mtinager,  was  found  dead  in  his  cell  in  a 
police  station  this  morning.  He  had 
been  suspected  of  recent  burglaries  and 
locked  up.  He  was  45  years  of  age. 
Thompson  formerly  managed  the  Stand- 
ard theater  for  the  late  John  Duff.  He 
married  an  actress  and  has  had  much 
domestic  trouble.  Of  late  he  had  been 
almost  a  tramp.  Death  resulted  from 
heart  disease.

Sanannah,  Ga.,  Oct.  2.— Savannah 
expects  trouble  as  a  result  of  the  great 
strike  and  has  prepared  for  it  by  swear- 
ing in  a  large  number  of  special  police- 
men.

ROCK  ISLAND  BONDS. 

The  Road  Will  Issue  About  $10,000. 
000  In  Bonds. 

New  York,  Oct.  2.-  According  to  re- 
ports which  had  effect  in  Wall  street  the 
Chicago,  Rocl<  Island  &  Pacific  is  about 
to  issue  $10,000,000  or  more  bonds.  Some 
rumors  have  il  that  the  bonds  have  al- 
ready been  issued.  President  Cable  in  a 
telegram  to  the  head  of  a  prominent 
stock  exchange  firm  last  night,  is  quoted 
as  denying  th<;  issue.  Meanwhile  at  the 
New  York  office  of  the  company  the  re- 
port was  officially  confirmed  and  a  finan- 
cial news  ager  cy  issued  the  following 
statement  of  the  New  York  Rock  Island 
office: 

"W^e  may,  later  on,  issue  some  deben- 
ture bonds.  If  so,  they  will  be  issued  in- 
stead of  a  furtlier  issue  of  extension  and 
collateral  trust  bonds,  which  will  be  re- 
tained in  the  treasury.  These  deben- 
tures will  be  issued  for  equipment,  and 
we  have  about  go  miles  of  new  road.

WARMEST  ON  RECORD. 


Two  Hundred  I'lioiisand  of  Assets  in 

Pennsylvania  Disappear  in 

the  Tliin  Air, 


While  Out  in   Illinois  Depositors  in 

Another  I'rivate  Bank  are 

Made  Penniless.

Clearfield,  Pa.,  Oct,  2,-  President 
Dill,  of  the  suspended  First  National 
bank  of  this  place,  and  of  the  private 
bank  at  Houtzdalc,  which  also  suspend- 
ed, and  John  B,  McGrath,  cashier  of  the 
latter  bank,  who  were  arrested  last  night 
on  the  charge  of  embezzlement,  entered 
bail  this  morning.  Dill  was  held  in  $25,- 
000.  He  has  as  yet  been  unable  to  ob- 
tafn  bondsmen. 

The  report  that  Dill  has  made  an  as- 
signment is  incorrect,  but  judgments 
aggregating  $30,000  have  been  entered 
against  him.  Twenty-six  thousand  dol- 
lars of  these  judgments  are  held  in  trust 
for  his  wife.  It  is  said  that  several  more 
warrants  for  Dill  will  be  sworn  out  today. 

Hungarians  and  others  who  had  money 
in  the  bank  at  Houtzvilleare  still  riotous 
and  threaten  trouble.  This  bank  had  de- 
posits of  $200,000,  but  there  is  only  $60,- 
000  of  cash  or  securities  in  sight. 

Private  Bankers,  These. 
Paris,  111..  Oct.  2.--The  Standiford 
Bros,  bank  failure  atChrisman  is  getting 
worse.  The  depositors  will  lose  every- 
thing they  had  and  there  is  a  long  list  of 
them.  One  farmer  alone  loses  $15,000. 
Jas.  A.  Eads  was  yesterday  appointed 
receiver  of  the  defunct  bank.  The 
Standifords  are  supposed  to  be  in  Chi- 
cago. It  is  alleged  that  they  took  $75,- 
000  with  them  when  they  left. 


Boston  Bankers  Fail 
Boston,  Oct.  2. — A.  B.  Turner  &  Bro., 
bankers,  of  89  State  street,  have  failed. 
The  firm,  which  was  supposed  to  have 
abundant  capital  behind  it,  has  only 
been  in  business  about  two  years.  Their 
capital  was  tied  up  in  wide  margins  on 
corporation  and  water  works  securities 
of  undoubted  value,  but  slow  sales,  lack 
of  ready  funds  to  meet  the  sharp  de- 
cline caused  the  suspension.  No  other 
house  will  be  involved. 


Boulanger's  Remains. 

Brussel-S,  Oct.  2.— A  number  of 
photographs  of  Boulanger's  remains  have 
oeen  taken  as  they  rest  in  the  casket. 
The  coffin  is  composed  of  three  cases. 
The  innermost  one  is  of  lead,  lined  with 
white  satin.  On  the  lid  is  a  large 
mahogany  cross  and  copper  plate,  on 
which  is  simply  inscribed  r  "General 
Boulanger."  The  testament  of  the  dead 
general  is  firmly  written  in  his  own  hand- 
writing and  is  carefully  phrased  and 
punctuated.  It  urges  his  followers  to 
continue  in  their  policy  towards  the 
government. 

A  member  of  the  household,  on  enter- 
ing the  general's  room  two  weeks  ago, 
surprised  him  on  the  point  of  committing 
suicide.

Last  Month  Shown  to  be  the  Hottest 
September  Known. 

Last  month  was  the  warmest  Duluth 
has  experienced  in  the  past  twenty  years. 
So  says  Signal  Officer  Bronson  in  his  re- 
port just  issued. 

The  highest  temperature  was  go  de- 
grees on  the  17th  which  was  also  the 
warmest  day  of  the  year.  The  average 
temperature  was  62  which  was  3  warmer 
than  September  1874  which  was  the 
warmest  on  record  until  last  month  came 
along.  The  coldest  September  on  rec- 
ord was  in  1886,  51.  The  lowest  the 
temperature  reached  last  month  was  42 
on  the  3d,  on  which  date  the  first  frost  of 
the  season  was  recorded.  The  earliest 
frost  ever  recorded  was  on  Aug.  3,  1886. 
The  highest  wind  velocity  was  35  miles 
from  the  west  on  the  20th,  while  in  Sep- 
tember of  1881  the  highest  velocity  ever 
recorded  here— 78  miles  from  the  north- 
east— is  on  record. 

The  rainfall  last  month  was  3.31  inch, 
the  heaviest  before  was  11.52  inches  in 
September  of  1881,  followed  in  1882  by 
the  least  ever  recorded,  1.29  inch.  A 
total  of  3827  miles  of  wind  passed  over 
the  station,  the  prevailing  direction  being 
northwest,  24  per  cent  coming  from  that 
point,  while  36  per  cent  was  of  winds  less 
than  4  miles  per  hour. 

There  was  14  cloudless,  5  partly 
cloudy,  and  il  cloudy  days;  ram  fell  on 
9  days  of  the  month;  thunder  storms  oc- 
curred on  the  14th,  19th  and  28th;  lunar 
halo  on  the  20th. 


HELPING  THE  LOGGERS. 


Cloquet  Mills  Waiting  lor  Logs;  News 
of  the  Lumbermen. 
The  big  mill  of  the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lum- 
ber company  at  Cloquet  shut  down  a  few 
days  ago  for  lack  of  logs.  All  summer 
long  rains  have  been  falling  throughout 
Northern  Minnesota  except  near  the 
head  waters  of  the  St.  Louis,  and  con- 
sequently other  lumbermen  who  get  logs 
on  the  Minnesota  side  have  had  plenty 
of  lumber,  while  the  Cloquet  people 
were    very    hard    up.     The  rains  of  the 

East  few  days  have  affected  the  St. 
ouis  and  its  tributaries,  and  there  is 
every  probability  that  25,000,000  feet  of 
logs  that  have  been  hung  up  will  soon 
be  in  the  boom  at  Cloquet.  It  has  been 
decided  to  open  the  dams  on  the  St. 
Louis  and  Pine  rivers  next  Monday. 
The  rains  have  also  helped  out  south 
shore  loggers,  and  they  hope  to  get  down 
10,000,000  feet  or  more  soon. 

The  Nelson  company,  which  has  eight 
miles  of  logging  railroad  in  operation, 
is  receiving  50,000  feet  of  logs  per  day 
via  the  Duluih  &  Winnipeg  at  Cloquet. 
The  company  now  has  a  couple  of 
crews  in  the  woods,  and  the  Cloquet 
Lumber  company  has  a  crew.

however,  that  such  a  shaking  as  a  very 
motlcrate  earthquake  iui);ht  give  in  the 
latitutle  of  Chicago  or  Milwaukee,  would 
Huickly  iletach  from  the  steel  framework 
the  supcrimposetl  brick,  stone  or  terra 
cotta  which  forms  the  skin  on  the  steel 
ribs.  This  material  falling  into  the 
streets  and  leaving  the  building  a  skele- 
ton, would  work  fearful  havoc  and  the 
possibility  may  well  cause  the  question- 
ings that  are  now  made  in  Chicago. 
Duluth  is  too  firmly  anchored  to  the 
backbone  of  the  world  to  ever  allow  an 
earthquake  to  shake  us  into  insecurity. 

THK  Pl'FFED  TOAD. 

The  trouble  with  the  alliance  leaders 
of  this  state,  who  send  out  hold-your- 
wheat  circulars,  seems  to  be  that  they 
cannot  look  beyond  the  confines  of  the 
three  spring  wheat  states  of  the  North- 
west. The  Herald  fully  agrees  with  the 
alliance  in  its  statement  that  wheat  is  too 
low  in  price  and  that  it  will  be  higher, 
but  it  sees  no  reason  to  believe  that  a 
holding  of  the  crop  by  these  states  till 
winter  will  help  farmers. 

Only  about  a  quarter  of  the  wheat 
crop  of  the  United  States  is  in  the  North- 
west, and  of  this  (juarter  a  fourth  of  the 
part  available  for  export  is  gone  for- 
ward. Suppose  farmers  hold  wheat  till 
lake  navigation  closes.  They  will  then 
be  obliged  to  hold  till  May.  By  that 
time  the  winter  wheat  of  Europe  is  in 
the  market,  and  in  little  more  than 
another  month  the  winter  crop  of  the 
United  States  is  ready  for  sale.

THE   t  t»ALMENS'  GRIP. 

.\  recent  New  York  dispatch  an- 
nounces that  the  Eastern  general  coal 
agents  have  Uecided  to  fix  the  October 
anthracite  output  at  500,000  tons  over 
the  September  limit.  Ability  on  the 
part  of  these  agents  to  control  the 
mines  implies  the  possession  of  a  grip 
on  the  coal  protluct  of  the  country  that 
is  strong  enough  to  subvert  the  laws  of 
supply  and  demand.  In  a  paper  that 
has  been  issued  by  the  census  bureau  it 
is  shown  that  the  area  of  the  entire  an- 
thracite region  of  Pennsylvania  is  about 
1800  square  miles,  but  that  the  area  un- 
derlaid by  workable  coal  is  only  about 
470  square  miles.  These  coal  fields  are 
so  small,  comparatively,  that  they  can 
be  owned  and  controlled  by  one  com- 
pany or  syndicate  of  ccmpanies,  and 
that  is  the  main  reason  why  the  people 
of  the  I'nited  States  are  so  helplessly  in 
the  hands  of  the  anthracite  "coal  bar- 
ons." 

The  bulletin  mentioned  states  that  the 
output  of  anthracite  coal  during  1889  was 
45,600,487  tons,  worth  at  the  mines  $66,- 
000.000,  and  that  the  average  value  of  all 
saleable  grades  of  anthracite  was  §1.58 
per  ton  at  the  mines.  It  will  strike  the 
average  consumer  of  anthracite  coal 
that  if  the  coal  is  worth  only  §1.58  per 
ton  at  the  mine,  there  is  a  big  margin  of 
profit  for  the  mine  owners  and  coal 
dealers  in  coal  sold  in  Duluth  at  an 
average  of  $5.75  per  ton.  Vessels  are 
now  carrying  coal  from  Buffalo  to  Du- 
luth at  50  cents  per  ton,  have  all  summer 
been  giving  a  less  freight  than  that,  and 
it  is  only  150  miles  by  rail  from  the  heart 
of  the  anthracite  region  of  Pennsylvania 
to  the  shipping  ports  on  Lake  Erie.  At 
present  prices  in  Duluth  there  is  a  mar- 
gin of  over  S3.50  a  ton  to  pay  the  rail 
freight  from  the  mines  to  the  lakes, 
handling  at  Duluth,  and  profits  to  coal 
agents  and  dealers.  This  is  altogether 
too  much,  when  the  improved  facilities 
of  shipment  and  handling  are  taken  into 
consideration.  "But  what  are  you  going 
to  do  about  it?"  say  the  "coal  barons" 
and  agents,  as  Boss  Tweed  once  said  to 
the  people  of  New  York  citv.  An  asser- 
tion in  the  census  bulletin  that  the 
anthracite  coals  of  Colorado  and  New 
Mexico  are  of  superior  quality  and  ap- 
parently in  ample  supply  for  the  grow- 
ing dem.inds  of  that  section  of  the  coun- 
try, and  that  in  the  near  future  they  will 
constitute  a  formidable  competitor  in 
the  Western  markets  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania authracites,  may  be  accepted  as 
consolatory  information,  but  the  area  of 
these  fields  is  only  15  square  miles. 

Duluth  consumes  annually  over  100,- 
000  tons  of  anthracite  coal,  therefore 
every  raise  of  50  cents  a  ton  by  the  coal 
combine  will  make  a  difference  of  $50,- 
000  to  our  people.  The  best  anthracite 
coal  ought  to  sell  here  at  $5  a  ton,  and 
this  means  that  Duluth  alone  pays  the 
coal  monopoly  a  tribute  of  $i(X),ooo  a 
year.  Any  computation  of  the  amount 
paid  the  monopoly  by  the  entire  North- 
west would  show  enormous  figures. 


BIILDLNGS  A.VD  EARTH  TREMORS. 

The  most  northerly  point  at  which  the 
tremor  of  the  earthquake  a  few  days  ago 
was  noticed  seems  to  have  been  Chicago, 
and  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
big  crop  of  tall  buildings  which  has 
sprung  u  pin  Chicago  will  render  that 
city  an  unduly  hazardous  place,  in  view 
of  the  possibilities  of  future  earthquakes, 
is  undergoing  general  discussion. 

One  matter  bearing  very  strongly  upon 
the  point  at  issue  seems  to  have  escaped 
notice,  says  a  Milwaukee  paper,  and  that 
is  that  the  steel  frameworks  which  are  in 
general  favor  for  high  buildings  now  are 
in  all  probability  as  nearly  earthquake- 
proof  as  any  structure  fit  for  the  needs 
of  business  that  could  be  devised.  The 
upright  and  horizontal  pieces  of  steel 
which  form  this  framework  are  bolted 
together,  and  so  constructed  that  they 
will  bear  considerable  lateral  strain,  if 
need  be,  though  their  main  province  is 
to  carry  superimposed  burdens.  The 
most  tremendous  shaking  which  any 
earth(|uake  in  the  latitude  of  Chicago  or 
Milwaukee  is  likely  ever  to  occasion 
would  not  cause  the  bolts  in  this  frame- 
work to  part. 

The  Milwaukee   paper  fails  to  note.

A  Seance  With  the  Keely  Motor. 
The  mystery  surrounding  the  Keely 
motor  is  a  phase  of  that  interesting  de- 
vice which  is  handled  very  forcibly  by 
T.  C.  Smith  in  the  October  number  of 
the  Engineering  Magazine.  In  the 
course  ol  his  article  he  says:  Let  me  say 
frankly  that  in  going  there  1  did  not  ex- 
pect to  find  out  anything  about  how  Mr. 
Keely  produces  the  effects  he  shows. 
I  acted  upon  the  belief  that  his  exhibi- 
tions were  like  the  examinations  which  a 
conjuror  permits  his  audience  to  make 
of  hisappartus— namely,if  there  was  any 
chance  of  his  secret  being  so  discovered 
he  would  not  make  the  offer.  We  were 
shown  the  "generator,"  a  complicated 
arrangement  oi  tubes,  diaplir;igms  and 
rods,  and  were  assured  that  it  had  been 
all  apart  until  a  few  hours  before,  as  Mr. 
Keely  had  not  expected  ;to  jmake  a  tests 
that  day.  By  the  way,  this  short  notice 
seems  to  be  not  infrequent,  it  being  very 
usually  given  as  the  reason  why  the  test 
are  incomplete  and  the  apparatus  unfin- 
ished. 

Mr.  Keely  proceeded  to  produce  the 
force  by  striking  a  large  tuning-fork 
with  a  fiddle-bow,  and  then  touching  the 
generator  with  the  fork.  After  two  or 
three  attempts,  which  he  said  failed  by 
reason  of  his  not  getting  the  "chord  of 
the  mass,"  he  turned  a  small  valve  on 
the  top  of  the  generator,  when  a  slight 
hiss  was  heard,  and  loud  cheers  greeted 
his  announcement  that  he  had  "got  it." 
Nothing  had  been  offered  so  far  to  prove 
that  the  power  had  simply  been  stored 
up  in  the  generator  save  Mr.  Keely 's 
bare  statement,  yet  it  is  doubtful  if  al- 
ready any  one  of  his  adherents  did  not 
sincerely  believe  that  he  had  personally 
seen  the  generator  in  pieces  when  we 
entered  the  room. 

Our  company  was  now  in  a  fit  condi- 
tion to  see  the  350  horse-power  engine. 
It  consisted  of  a  large  copper  sphere 
c.irried  on  a  shaft  which  rested  in  bear- 
ings, and  was  furnished  with  a  belt  pul- 
ley and  various  devices.  Mr.  Keely 
apologized  for  the  governor  not  being  in 
order,  giving  the  same  excuse  of  not 
having  expected  to  make  a  test  that  day. 
He  produced  a  large  iron  cylinder  simi- 
lar to  those  used  for  holding  compressed 
gases.  This  cylinder  which  he  called 
the  "receiver,"  had  some  fluid  in  it, 
which  we  were  told  was  onlv  water  to 
cool  the  mysterious  "fluid."  It  must  be 
remembered  that  to  many  of  those  pres- 
ent the  working  or  not  working  of 
this  machine  represented  the  fulfillment 
of  the  blasting  of  the  hopes  of  years. 
This  produced  among  them  a  feverish 
tension  in  which  common  sense  was  at  a 
discount,  and  no  objection  was  possible 
to  Mr.  Keely's  connecting  this  large  re- 
ceiver, as  well  as  the  apparatus  previ- 
ously used,  to  the  engine  by  means  of 
tubes  and  connections.  He  now  ordered 
his  assistant  to  turn  on  a  valve  on  the 
larger  of  the  two  cylinders  previously 
used,  and  also  turned  the  valve  on  the 
receiver,  of  which  he  himself  had  par- 
ticular charge,  and  the  large  copper 
sphere  immediately  began  to  revolve, 
slowly  at  first,  afterwaras  at  about  150 
turns  a  minute.  The  scene  that  followed 
beggared  description.  Hats  were  thrown 
up,  cheers  and  yells  resounded. 

.Stripped  of  all  verbiage  and  mys- 
terious surroundings,  to  what  did  this 
test  amount?  There  was  not  one  thinj^ 
shown  us  which  could  not  be  produced 
by  well  known  mechanical  means;  nor 
was  there  any  real  inquiry.  Any  one 
who  asked  the  simplest  question  tending 
to  an  honest  investigation  was  glared  at 
by  everv  member  of  the  company  as 
though  he  had  grossly  insulted  Mr.  Keely 
and  themselves.

YEAR 


Some  years  ago  Owen  Fargusson,  wlio 
was  at  the  time  a  resident  and  owner  of 
large  property  interests  in  Duluth,  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  organizing  a  company 
to  build  a  flour  mill  on  some  of  his 
Rices  Point  property.  He  had  and 
still  owns  a  large  piece  of  dock  pri>perty 
near  the  Imperial  mill  which  wasailmira- 
bly  adapted  for  such  a  purpose.  But  the 
scheme  failed  to  materialize. 

Now  Mr.  Fargusson,  having  as  an  en- 
couragement the  splendid  success  of  the 
Imperial  mill  is  once  more  trying  to  or- 
ganize a  comnany.  The  plans  are  not 
yet  matured,  but  it  is  arr.ingcd  that  E. 
\V.  Feet,  the  St.  Paul  capitalist,  who 
owns  considerable  stcxk  in  elevators  and 
other  property  at  Duluth,  shall  raise 
considerable  capital  among  his  clients. 
Nearly  all  the  rest  will  be  raised  by  Mr. 
Fargusson  himself  in  New  York  or 
taken  by  him  personally.  Work  will 
probably  not  be  commenced  until  next 
spring. 

If  the  scheme  carries  it  will  do  much 
for  Duluth  for  it  will  bring  a  large 
amount  of  outside  capital  to  this  city,  as 
well  as  more  tirmly  establish  this  city  as 
a  tlour-milling  point. 


SM.\SH  THE  ASSOCIATION. 


Rate  by    the    Great    Northern    May 
Break  the  Traffic  Association. 

The  Chicago  railways  are  beginning  to 
show  their  hands,  and  the  more  they 
show  them  the  more  evident  it  becomes 
that  the  change  in  Northwestern  wheat 
rates  in  favor  of  Duluth  was  very 
largely  due  to  them.  At  the  recent 
conference  in  St.  Paul,  J.  J.  Hill  gave 
hnal  notice  that  he  would  reduce  his 
rates  to  Minneapolis  from  the  Aberdeen 
country  two  cents,  and  hold  Duluth  rates 
where  they  were.  This  action  will  give 
to  Duluth  all  its  present  advantages 
over  Chicago  and  to  Minneapolis  a 
slight  additional  advantage  from  a  small 
territory.  Of  course  it  was  Just  the  ac- 
tion of  all  others  that  the  Chicago  roads 
didn't  want.  They  demanded  that  the 
Duluth  rates  be  advanced,  thus  giving 
Chicago  the  advantage  over  both  Minne- 
apolis and  Duluth.  Chicago  men  raved 
and  threatened,  but  all  to  no  avail. 

"You  will  break  up  the  Western  Traf- 
fic association  if  you  persist  in  this  rate." 

"Can't  help  it,"  the  Great  Northern 
magnate  is  said  to  have  replied,  "that's 
my  rate." 

Today  the  new  rate  sheet  was 
issued,  and  the  Chicago  roads  are 
very  apprehensive.  The  Chicago  papers 
are  calling  Hill  a  worse  railroad  revenue 
wrecker  than  Jay  Gould.  Heaven  and 
earth  are  being  moved  to  prevent  the 
issuance  of  the  new  tariff.  \  esterday  J. 
M.  Hannaford,  traffic  manager  ot  the 
Northern  Pacific,  wired  to  Chicago: 

"The  Great  Northern  is  printing  a  tar- 
iff cutting  the  rates  on  wheat  from  Da- 
kota to  Minneapolis,  in  violation  of  the 
western  traffic  agreement." 

This  was  duly  referred  to  Chairman 
Walker,  of  the  Western  Traffic  associa- 
tion, and  he  promptly  telegraphed  Mr. 
Hill  that  tariff  would  be  acted  upon  as 
a  violation  of  the  agreement.  He  urged 
the  Great  Northern  president  not  to  is- 
sue it,  but  to  bring  any  differences  re- 
garding rates  before  the  board  of  com- 
missioners on  Friday.  The  talk  in  Chi- 
gago  was  that  if  the  Great  Northern  in- 
sists on  the  cut  it  will  probably  re- 
sult in  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  then  of  all 
the  other  transcontinental  lines  from  the 
Western  Traffic  association.  It  is  not  in 
the  least  likely  that  fear  of  this  dread- 
ful calamity  will  at  all  affect  Mr.  Hill. 
He  is  a  man  who  considers  carefully  be- 
fore arriving  at  a  decision  and  >vho 
sticks  to  it  persistently  when  once  made. 

The  Northern  Pacific  and  Soo  roads 
are  said  to  have  agreed  to  the  principle 
of  the  move  though  they  have  not  yet 
decided  on  their  own   rates. 

The  Helena  Journal  prints  a  very  sig- 
nificant stor\-  as  to  Mr.  Hill's  plans, 
which,  during  his  brief  stay  in  Helena, 
he  is  said  to  have  outlined  to  a  few  per- 
sonal friends,  in  giving  the  future  policy 
of  that  corporation.  He  stated  that  the 
main  line  would  go  through  Spokane, 
and  that  he  meant  to  secure  the  busi- 
ness, not  only  of  the  states  which  his  road 
traversed,  but  of  the  Orient  as  well,  and 
if  England  wished  to  compete  with  him 
for  China  trade  she  would  have  to  remit 
every  dollar  of  toll  taken  on  the  Suez 
canal,  and  then  it  would  be  an  even 
struggle.  He  expressed  no  fear  of  the 
Nicaragua  canal,  but  thought  his  road 
would  continue  to  do  the  business  after 
its  completion.

Politics,  Says  He,   are  too    Costly 
Amusement  for  Him. 

Knute  Nelson  is  in  Washington  on 
land  office  business,  in  the  interest  of 
Duluth  scrip  clients.  He  declares  that 
he  is  not  in  politics,  but  says: 

"When  I  was  a  member  of  congress  I 
became  almost  bankrupt.  It  costs  more 
than  a  man's  income  to  be  a  member  of 
the  house.  I  retired  from  public  life 
three  years  ago,  and  announced  my  in- 
tentions in  a  frank  interview.  I  have 
never  sought  to  return  to  public  life 
since.  I  am  not  a  candidate  for  the  gov- 
ernorship nor  the  senatorship.  I  am 
simply  practicing  law  at  Alexandria  and 
doing  fairly  well. 

"There  is  not  a  scintilla  of  truth  in 
newspaper  statements  about  me.  The 
boys  use  my  name  to  fill  space  in  dull 
times  and  write  all  sorts  of  speculations 
concerning  me  and  my  aspirations.

cornet.  The  real  Jewish  new  year  conies 
with  the  first  new  moon  of  spring.  Hut 
in  old  Pible  days,  when  Hebrew  proph- 
ets preached,  the  Jews  were  commanded 
to  observe  the  tenth  day  of  the  seventh 
month  month  as  atonement  day,  and  on 
the  first  day  of  that  month  a  man  was 
caused  to  mount  a  high  hill  or  tabernacle 
and  blow  a  few  blasts  on  the  cornet,  to 
give  people  warning  of  the  coming  event 
that  they  might  begin  to  prepare  for  it. 
In  those  days  the  Jews,  seeing  that  other 
nations  were  celebrating  a  new  year,  de- 
cided to  get  one  for  themselves.  Many 
of  the  ancient  forms  of  honoring  this 
day  are  long  since  dropped,  and  in 
America  it  is  observed  very  much  as  is 
Thanksgiving  day.

National  Federation  Meeting. 
A  regular  meeting  of  the  Irish  Nation- 
al Federation  of  this  city  was  held  last 
evening.

The  Black  Hawk  W^ar. 
The    sturdy    pioneers    who   occupied 
Northern    Illinois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilization  60  yearsago  often  had 
the  monotony  of   frontier  lire  broken  by 
conflicts    with    the    Indians.      The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in    1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as    the    Black    Hawk    War,  the 
moving    spirit  of    the    savage  outbreak 
being    the    noted  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black    Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women    and    children,  to    bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  in  what   is  now 
Nernon  county,  Wisconsin.    The  sun  of 
that    second    day    of    August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  field,  and  the  result  was 
the    death  of    nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  of  the  campaign.      The 
chief    himself  escaped    and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near    Rock  Island,  111. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  by  the   Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern   R.   R.,  the  "Scenic    line,"  which 
touches  most  of  the  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.

'The  Fargo  correspondent  of  the  board 
telegraphed  this  morning:  "Weather 
cloudy  and  misty;  heavy  rain  in  the  past 
24  hours;  cold  northwest  wind;  40  above. 
Reports  from  surrounding  country  indi- 
cate heavy  damage  to unthreshed  grain."

The  passenger  steamer  Winslow,  of 
the  Lake  Superior  Transit  company. 
Capt.  Mason,  went  on  the  rocks  a  boat's 
length  west  of  Sargent  street,  London, 
directly  south  of  the  depot,  at  6:40  this 
morning. 

It  seems  that  the  weather  was  very 
thick  at  the  time  and  that  the  engine  was 
under  double  check.  Clerk  Thompson 
at  once  went  ashore  and  telegraphed 
Inman  for  aid.  The  large  tugs  J.  L. 
Williams  and  Carrington  went  to 
her  relief,  but  it  was  found  that  she  was 
on  so  hard  that  if  she  were  pulled  off  her 
planking  might  be  torn  oft  and  let  in  a 
great  amount  of  water,  so  she  was 
ashore  till  I  o'clock  this  afternoon  when 
she  was  lightered  off. 

The  vessel  is  leaking,  but  her  pumps 
have  no  difficulty  in  keeping  her  free. 
.\bout  to  o'clock  the  tug  Etfie  L.  went 
down  there  with  a  scow  and  the  work  of 
lightering  began.  The  vessel  has  700 
tons  of  merchandise  aboard.  Her  stern 
is  in  five  fathoms  of  water  and  her  bow 
seems  to  have  lifted  about  two  feet. 
It  was  a  lucky  job  getting  her  off  so  soon 
as  the  position  was  exposed  to  storms. 

It  the  reports  of  several  tug  and  ves- 
selmen  are  true  a  part  of  the  blame  for 
the  accident  belongs  to  the  man  whose 
duty  it  is  to  blow  the  fog  horn  at  the 
canal  entrance  in  thick  weather.  There 
was  extremely  thick  weather  about  11 
o'clock  last  night  and  yet  a  tug  went  a 
coaple  of  miles  out  into  the  lake,  blew  her 
whistle  for  a  long  time  to  guide  a  steam- 
er and  her  consort  and  then  took  the 
consort  over  to  West  Superior  before 
the  fog  horn  began  to  warn  mariners 
After  a  while  it  cleared  up  somewhat 
and  the  fog  horn  ceased  its  notes.  This 
morning  it  was  thick  for  a  long  time  be- 
fore the  Winslow  struck,  yet  never  a 
sound  was  heard  from  the  horn.  The 
captain  of  the  Nyack  reports  that  he 
had  to  wait  a  long  time  outside  the 
entry  earlier  in  the  season  because  the 
fog  horn  did  not  blow.

All  the  vessels  that  came  in  through 
the  night  and  morning  reported  very 
rough  weather  in  the  lower  end  of  the 
lake.  "It  blew  stormy  all  the  way  up 
through  the  river,"  said  the  captain  of 
the  Nyack,  "and  I  had  all  I  could  do  to 
push  through."

C.  W.  Woodruff,  managing  owner  of 
the  steamer  Emily  P.  Weed,  writes  from 
here  in  regard  to  the  dispatch  sent  from 
Sault  Ste.

Get  Away  With  Haifa 

Million. 


After  it  was  Taken  the  Worthy  Trus- 
tees Announced  the  Bank  All 
Right. 


Detectives  Looking'  for  the  Defaulting- 

lllinois  Bankers;  Arrests  in 

Pennsylvania. 


Kingston,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  3— As  a  result 
of  an  examination  carried  on  for  several 
days  by  bank  examiners,  the  Orange 
Savings  bank  of  Kingston  did  not  open 
for  business  today.  Treasurer  Ostran- 
der  was  recently  arrested,  charged  with 
misappropriating  $75,000  of  the  funds, 
and  this  ciused  a  run,  but  the  fluiry 
ceased  on  the  announcement  being  made 
by  men  in  a  position  to  know,  that  the 
bank  was  sound. 

It  if  now  stated  that  Ostrander  and 
Assistant  Treasurer  Trumpdorf  are  short 
in  their  accounts  between  $475,000  and 
$500,000.     Both  are  arrested. 

The  examiners  have  not  completed 
their  work,  and  further  stealings  are  ex- 
pected to  be  unearthed.  Trumpdorf 
had  his  clothes  packed  up  and  was  pre- 
paring to  leave  town  when  arrested  at 
midnight.  When  the  arrest  of  Ostran- 
der the  other  day  started  a  run  the  other 
banks  came  to  the  rescue,  and  the  trust- 
ees of  the  savings  institution  made  a 
statement  showing  resources  of  $2,134,- 
985,  liabilities.  $1,887,731;  surplus,  $247,- 
254.  They  declared  that  they  knew  of 
no  safer  place  in  the  county  to  deposit 
money.  The  loss  by  Ostrander's  opera- 
tions has  been  partly  made  good  and 
they  hoped  to  secure  the  remainder,  but 
in  any  event  the  loss  could  not  affect  de- 
positors. This  was  signed  by  the  lead- 
mg  citizens  and  had  such  a  reassuring 
effect  that  depositors  who  drew  out  their 
money  during  the  run  redeposited  it. 
The  feeling  against  the  men  who  signed 
the  statement  is  bitter.  Most  of  the  de- 
positors are  poor  people,  many  of  them 
old  men  and  women  dependent  on  the 
interest  on  the  small  amounts  they  had 
in  the  bank,  and  these  can  be  seen  weep- 
ing over  their  loss  in  all  parts  of  the  city. 
First  Vice  President  Brodhead,  who  was 
in  executive  charge  of  the  bank,  is  also 
severely  censured  for  signing  the  state- 
ment. Brodhead  has  been  one  of  the 
most  popular  young  men  in  the  county, 
having  recently  been  elected  county 
treasurer  and  enjoying  general  confi- 
dence. 

The  system  by  which  Ostrander  and 
Trumpdorf  carried  out  their  embezzle- 
ment was  a  very  ingenious  one,  so  much 
so  as  to  baffle  for  twenty  years  the  skill 
of  expert  examiners  in  the  employ  of  the 
state.

falsifying  the  bank's  books  by  making  a 
false  entry  of  $io,ooo  on  July    14. 

Tonight  Dill  is  a  prisoner  in  his  own 
house.  The  room  in  which  he  is  con- 
fined is  furnished  in  palatial  style  and 
the  floor  is  carpeted  with  rugs  of  kingly 
taste.  Paintings  on  the  walls  are  of 
value  and  such  as  are  seldom  seen  out- 
side of  a  gallery.  Until  today  all  but  a 
few  hotheaded  depositors  believed  him 
not  guilty  of  premeditated  dishonesty. 
Before  Dill  entered  financial  circles  he 
had  been  a  methodist  minister  and  has 
always  been  held  in  high  standing.  He 
claims  he  knows  nothing  about  the 
books  being  falsified  and  said  he  felt 
sure  the  matter  would  be  righted  in  court. 


A  WORLD'S  MARKET. 


American    Railway    Appliances    are 
Graining  I'restige  Abroad, 

New^^ork,  Oct.  3.— In  the  matter  of 
railroad  cars  England  is  becoming  so 
much  Americanized  that  it  is  sending 
over  here  to  have  us  build  them  of 
American  wood,  steel  and  iron  and  by 
American  labor. 

The  steamship  lower  Hill,  of  the  Wil- 
son line,  which  sails  this  morning,  car- 
ries a  complete  train  of  six  drawing 
room  cars  for  tht:  Southeastern  railway. 
They  are  altogettier  American  except  in 
size.  They  were  built  by  the  Gilbert 
Car  company  and  are  necessarily  small- 
er than  American  cars,  because  of  the 
smaller  tunnel  through  which  they  will 
pass.  They  are  not  much  wider  than  an 
elevated  railway  car  and  are  55  feet 
long.  Cars  on  /imerican  roads  are  61 
feet  or  more  lonj:  and  14  feet  6  inches 
high.  These  for  the  English  road  are  12 
feet  high.  The  interior  wood  work  is 
antique  oak,  witb  French  upholstering 
and  silk  curtains.  The  train  includes  a 
buffet  car. 

The  novel  feature  is  the  Baker  hot 
water  heater.  Railroad  cars  in  Eng- 
land now  are  seltlom  heated.  At  inter- 
vals porters  bring  tin  boxes  full  of  heat 
for  passengers  to  put  th^ir  feet  on. 
The  trucks  are  Aimerican  stVle,  but  the 
buffers  are  English.  Tne  train  will  be 
lighted  by  an  electric   storage    battery. 

The  Southeastern  company  intends  to 
run  the  cars  exclusively  for  the  Paris 
and  seacoast  travel.  The  train  will  be 
considerably  heavier  than  any  yet  run  in 
England,  The  cars  packed  for  ship- 
ing  are  in}pieces  and  boxed  up.  It  took  two 
canal  boats  to  carry  the  boxes  from 
Troy.  They  were  transferred  from  the 
boats  to  the  steamship  yesterday. 


DAMAGES  FOR  MURDER. 


A  Widow  Sues  the  Slayer  of  Her  Hus- 
band for  Civil  Damages. 

New  York,  Oct.  3.— Mrs.  Larbig, 
widow  of  Theo.  j^arbig,  has  brought  suit 
against  Darwin  J.  Meserole,  who  now 
awaits  trial  for  the  murder  of  Larbig. 
Mrs.  Larbig  says  that  in  killing  her  hus- 
band Meserole  took  away  her  means  of 
support;  that  she  has  now  tx)  maintain 
her  four  children,  and  she  therefore  sues 
for  $5000. 

Theo.  Larbig  v/as  killed  by  Darwin  J. 
Meserole  on  the  night  of  June  27  last  in 
a  room  which  was  occuped  by  Mrs. 
"Dovie"  Comstock.  Her  lawyer  says 
she  can  recover  damages  the  same  as  if 
a  railroad  company's  action  caused  her 
husband's  death.

— Two  vessels, 
the  Parze  and  the  Amazon,  returning 
from  Labrador  laden  with  fish,  were 
overtaken  by  the  recent  violent  storm, 
driven  ashore  and  totally  wrecked.  The 
captains  and  crows,  numbering  15  men, 
were  all  drowned .  In  the  same  gale  the 
Blossom,  another  Labrador  vessel,  went 
to  pieces  and  fivi;  men  perished.

Eng-lish  World's  Fair  Commissioners 

Believe  the  Fair  Will  Unite 

the  Nations. 


It  Will  Brinff  the  Engflish-Speakiugr 

Peoples  More  Closely  Together 

Than  Ever. 


Their  Own  Country  Will  be  Repre- 
sented on  an  Unusually  Grand 
Scale. 


Washington,  Oct.  3.— Sir  Henry 
Wood  and  James  Dredge,  the  World's 
fair  commissioners  from  Great  Britain, 
are  in  Washington  en  route  for  New 
York,  whence  they  will  sail  for  Europe 
on  Wednesday  next. 

In  an  interview  Mr.  Dredge  said  they 
were  thoroughly  pleased  and  satisfied 
with  all  that  had  been  done  to  promote 
the  fair.  They  considered  that  it  would 
be  in  its  scope,  management  and  execu- 
tion the  greatest  exposition  ever  given. 
Mr.  Dredge  says  he  feels  certain  that 
the  site  selectea  for  the  English  admin- 
istrative building  will  be  occupied  by  a 
structure  that  will  do  England  credit. 

"1  think,"  said  he,  "one  grand  result 
of  the  fair  will  be  to  bring  about  a 
stronger  sentiment  of  good  between 
these  countries.  If  prejudice  now  exists 
in  any  form  on  either  side  it  is  the  result 
of  ignorance.  The  exposition  will  ban- 
ish ignorance;  it  will  cause  the  people 
of  both  governments  to  understand  each 
other  better,  and  wheh  they  know  one 
another  as  they  really  are,  the  best  of 
feeling  will  naturally  exist." 

IGNORES  ENGLAND. 


A  Canadian  Chinaman  is  Sent,  Despite 
Protest,  to  China. 

Washington,  Oct.  3. — The  President 
has  directed  that  Chong  Sam,  a  China- 
man, be  deported  to  China  as  the  coun- 
try "whence  he  came."  In  taking  this 
action  the  President  upholds  the  prac- 
tice of  the  treasury  department  and  ig- 
nores the  protest  of  the  British  govern- 
ment. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  these:  Chong 
Sam,  a  Chinaman  resident  in  Canada, 
entered  the  United  States  on  July  i, 
1891;  was  arrested  at  Port  Huron  for 
being  unlawfully  in  the  United 
States,  was  tried  and  found  guilty 
and  sentenced  to  be  deported  to 
China  as  the  country  whence  he  came. 
In  accordance  with  this  decision  Secre- 
tary Foster  directed  that  Chong  Sam  be 
sent  to  San  Francisco  for  deportation  to 
China.  Pending  the  carrying  out  of  this 
order,  the  British  minister  asked  that 
action  be  deferred  so  that  he  could  in- 
stitute an  investigation  as  to  whether  or 
not  Chong  Sam,  being  a  resident  of  Can- 
ada, was  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of 
the  British  government. 

As  a  result  of  this  investigation  the 
British  minister  asked  that  Chong  Sam 
be  pardoned.  This  the  president  re- 
fuses and  directs  that  he  be  returned  to 
China.

FEED  MILL  BURNS. 

The  Star  Elevator  and  Mill  Totally  De- 
stroyed by  Fire. 

The  grain  and  feed  elevator  of  Gude 
Bros.,  on  the  railway  tracks  at  Fourth 
avenue  east,  was  burnt  to  the  ground  last 
evening.  No  cause  is  assigned  for  the 
fire,  though  it  is  supposed  that  the  fric- 
tion of  the  belts  had  something  to  do 
with  it.  Tho  building  was  worth  $12,000 
and  Gude  Bros,  had  added  $4000  worth 
of  improvements.  The  stock,  consisting 
of  small  grain  and  fuel,  was  valued  at 
$2000,  making  a  total  loss  of  $18,000. 
This  was  partially  covered  by  $9200  in- 
surance. 

The  alarm  was  rung  in  about  6:45 
o'clock  and  at  that  time  the  flames  were 
bursting  through  the  iron  roofing.  The 
fire  (iepartment  responded  quickly,  but 
arrived  too  late  to  save  the  building,  for 
it  was  dry  as  a  cinder  box  and  every  bin 
was  a  flue.  After  burning  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  the  building  fell 
over  on  the  tracks.  It  was  a  grand  sight 
and  there  were  thousands  there  to  wit- 
ness it. 

The  elevator  contained  an  excellent 
dryer  and  facilities  for  cleaning  and 
otherwise  raising  the  grade  of  wheat  had 
just  been  provided  for.  Gude  Bros"  had 
equipped  the  building  with  rolls  and 
corn  meal  bolts,  had  made  arrangements 
to  dry  grain,  and  were  about  to  do  a 
lively  fall  business.  Gude  Bros,  bought 
the  building  a  year  ago.  The  water 
pressure  was  poor.

How^  the  Situation  Looks. 
John  H.  Davis  &  Co.  telegraphed 
their  October  market  circular  to  O.  C. 
Hartman  &  Co.  here  as  follows:  The 
market  was  strong  and  healthy  when  our 
last  circular  was  issued.  Its  strength 
has  increased  and  a  broadening  ten- 
denv,*y  developed  in  the  intervening 
month.  There  was  then  a  possible  dan- 
ger for  a  portion  of  the  corn  crop;  the 
phenomenally  warm  September  weather 
removed  that  danger.  It  is  certain  that 
our  leading  crops  will  be  beyond  all 
precedent  in  amount.  It  is  equally  cer- 
tain that  all  Europe  will  require  the  sur- 
plus over  our  domestic  consumption  and 
at  remunerative,  even  high,  prices. 
There  have  been  times  when  the  very 
exuberance  of  our  corn  crop  has  impov- 
erished farmers  who  had  expended  20 
cents  worth  of  labor  in  raising  the 
bushel  which  netted  but  15  cents.  No 
such  poverty  in  the  face  of  plenty  men- 
aces them  today. 

All  the  channels  of  industry  are  quick- 
ened. The  trade  of  our  leading  cities 
shows  heavy  gains  over  last  year.  That 
barometer  of  the  business  atmosphere — 
the  iron  trade— shows  a  high  register  of 
activity  and  demand.  Money  is  active 
but  not  scarce,  and  current  rates  are 
far  more  favorable  to  the  growth 
of  the  country  and  to  business  activity 
than  an  abnormally  low  rate  would  be, 
because  they  indicate  profitable  experi- 
ence of  capital  in  manufacturing  and 
trade  and  the  increasing  business  of  the 
exchanges.

The 
people  are  gradually  and  surely  learning 
the  facilities  which  underlie  the  free 
silver  coinage  scheme;  there  is  a  fair 
chance  that  not  only  will  that  scheme 
fail,  but  that  act  of  July,  1890,  may  be  re- 
pealed. 

Never  in  all  its  history  has  this  coun- 
try had  a  fairer  or  a  firmer  foundation 
for  hope  and  confidence.  Whether 
under  good  or  bad  management  our 
railways  are  bound  to  have  increased 
traffic  and  less  fear  from  adverse  legis- 
lation. The  stock  market  is,  therefore, 
rightfully  and  logically  improved. 

Dun's  review  is  also  favorable,  and 
says  that  in  every  line  the  outlook  is 
bright.  Failures  for  the  week  number 
for  the  United  States  201  and  for  Canada 
29,  or  a  total  of  230,  as  compared  with 
totals  of  244  last  week  and  239  the  week 
previous  to  the  last.

TllKY  WKRE  NOT  RE.\DY. 

George  H.  Walsh,  chairman  of  the 
North  Dakota  gram  and  warehouse  com- 
mission, has  had  a  little  object  lesson  in 
the  value  of  a  Wisconsin  board  of  trade 
that  may  be  of  value  to  him,  and  cer- 
tainly was  an  eye  opener  of  a  large  and 
bulgy  description. 

The  worthy  politician  George  has  been 
the  loudest  mouthed  seeker  for  cheap 
notoriety  by  advocating  a  board  of  trade 
at  Superior,  in  all  the  Dakotas.  He 
knew  so  little  about  the  wheat  business 
that  he  believed  wheat  could  be  handled 
there  as  well  as  elsewhere,  why  not? 
Why  not,  indeed?  So  Mr.  Walsh,  who 
dabbles  in  farming  in  the  interim  of  pol- 
itics, sent  his  crop  of  wheat  to  Superior. 
It  was  I  hard,  he  thought,  and  would 
sell  like  hot  cakes,  especially  as  the 
board  of  trade  of  decrepit  old  Duluth 
was  handling  500,000  bushels  a  day  of 
the  same  kind  of  stuff. 

Mr.  Walsh's  crop  arrived  at  Superior. 
There  was  no  dfficulty  in  getting  the 
railways  to  take  it  there,  even  if  Mr. 
Walsh's  son-in-law  couldn't  inspect  it  at 
the  Dakota  state  line.  But  conceive  his 
surprise  and  indignation  when  he  could 
not  dispose  of  the  gilt  edged  grain  at 
any  price.  The  only  remedy  left  was 
promptly  adopted.  He  ordered  the 
grain  re-shipped,  but  he  could  not  be- 
lieve Duluth  was  able  to  handle  it,  so  he 
sent  it  to  Minneapolis  and  it  has  been 
sold  by  sample  on  "change,  and  has 
brought  a  fair  price. 

Chairman  W'alsh  has,  ere  this,  received 
a  check  for  his  wheat,  and  a  check  to  his 
ideas.  The  wheat  check  would  have 
been  three  cents  a  bushel  bigger,  plus 
freight  charges,  had  he  shipped  to  Du- 
luth in  the  first  place,  but  the  check  to 
his  ideas  could  not  have  be  greater  had 
it  been  stamped  in  by  a  pile  driver. 


But  contracts  in  form  for  future  delivery, 
not  intended  to  represent  actual  transac- 
tions, but  merely  to  pay  and  receive  the 
difference  between  the  agreed  price  and 
the  market  price  at  a  future  day,  are  in 
the  nature  of  wagers  on  the  future  price 
of  the  commodity  and  void."  Of  course 
gambling  is  unlawful.  The  only  ques- 
tion remaining  is  whether  the  courts  can 
tell  a  lawful  trade  from  an  illegal  pur- 
chase or  sale.  Boards  of  trade  have 
certain  established  customs  for  the  con- 
venience of  their  members  by  which 
trades  are  closed  up  and  carried  from 
one  purchaser  to  another,  and  which  are 
perfectly  legal,  though  shorn  of  useless 
labor  and  unneeded  forms.  Chief 
Justice  Waite  has  decided  that  a  con- 
tract for  buying  grain  at  some  future 
time  is  just  as  legal  as  buying  a  load  of 
hay  or  a  cord  of  wood.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  the  late  decision  of  the  state  court 
will  not  do  away  with  grain  dealings  at 
Minneapolis  or  Duluth. 


NEWS  BY  THE  CODE. 


The  fate  of  Boulanger  is  another  in- 
stance ot  the  influence  of  women  in  Eu- 
ropean politics.  The  Duchess  D'Uzes 
and  Mme  De  Bonnemain  but  completed 
what  the  flattery  of  the  boulevards  be- 
gan, and  Gen.  Boulanger  takes  his  place, 
though  far  below,  in  the  line  with  Sko- 
beloff,  Gambetta,  Count  Rudolph  and 
Milan.  The  case  of  Parnell  is  too  re- 
cent for  more  than  mention.  Of  other 
instances  in  history,  from  Anthony  down, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  speak.  Woman  has 
wrongs  to  be  righted.  But  history,  from 
Eve  to  Cleopatra,  to  Josephine,  to  Mrs. 
O'Shea,  and  to  Mme,  De  Bonnemain 
would  have  been  written  differently  had 
it  not  been  for  her  intrigues  and  influ- 
ence. On  the  whole  woman  may  well 
call  it  "square"  even  if  she  does  not  get 
the  ballot. 


COKE  IKOX  MAKING. 

The  Marquette  Journal  a  few  days  ago 
spoke  of  the  starting  of  the  pioneer  coke 
furnace  of  the  Lake  Superior  country  as 
follows: 

The  Mining  Journal  had  hoped  that  the  first 
c  >ke  irr)n  made  in  the  Lake  Superior  region 
w.iolii  be  turned  out  by  a  Marquette  furnace,  as 
we  have  here  exceptional  advantages  for  an  in- 
dustry of  that  character,  but  this,  it  would  ap- 
pear, is  not  to  be.  The  distinction  will  be  won 
and  worn  by  West  Duluth,  where  arrangemeuts 
are  uow  being  made  t«j  put  into  ojieration  the 
furnace  built  by  the  Duluth  Iron  and  Steel  o«>m- 
pany.  A  number  of  Chicago  gentlemen  who  are 
interested  in  the  iron  trade  have  closed  a  deal 
by  which  they  will  secure  control  of  it  for  a 
term  of  years. 

That  they  will  find  the ent erpnse  a  paying  one 
is  certain.  The  ores  to  supply  the  Duluth  fur- 
nace will  be  obtained  from  Vermilion  and  (io- 
gebic  range  mines,  aud  will  have  to  pay  at  least 
a  Jl  a  ton  for  railway  transportation.  They  will 
also  cost  more  at  the  mines  than  ores  that  can 
be  obtaine<l  in  abundance  within  fifteen  or 
twenty  mUes  of  Marquette  to  supply  a  furnace 
at  this  i>oint.  The  cost  of  the  coke  will  be  no 
less  than  here.  Still,  Dolnth  has  advantages 
for  coke  iron  manufacture  over  any  point  where 
coke  irons  are  now  made,  and  as  it  is  with 
actual  rather  than  possible  competitors  that  it 
will  have  to  engage  it  is  easy  to  perceive  that 
the  furnace  there  will  be  a  commercial  success 
if  properly  managed. 

The  fnmace  has  a  capacitv  of  liiO  tons  of  iron 
daily  and  is  of  modem  construction  throughout. 
It  will  give  employment  to  a  force  of  about  150 
men,  and  will  surely  prove  a  very  valuable  in- 
dustry for  Duluth,  as  well  a  profitable  for  the 
gentlemen  associated  in  the  company  that  pro- 
poeee  to  become  pioneers  in  the  business  of 
smelting  iron  ore  on  Lake  Superior  with  fuel 
coked  at  the  furnace.  But  apart  from  the  good 
it  will  do  Duluth  aud  the  profits  that  those  who 
have  enlisted  in  the  venture  wUl  reap,  this 
whole  region  will  be  benefitted  by  the  successful 
result  of  the  and  >rtaking,  for  it  will  establish 
by  abtiolute  demonstration  the  soundness  of  the 
proposition  n\aintaiued  by  this  paper  for  several 
years,  to-wit.  that  the  time  has  come  when  all 
the  coke  iron  neede<l  to  supply  a  large  and  coii- 
Btantljr  growing  market  in  the  West  should  be 
mielted  at  Lake  Superior  points  with  fuel 
coked  here  at  the  furnaces. 

The  surprising  fact  is,  not  that  a  coke 
furnace  is  to  be  started  at  Duluth  or 
elsewhere,  but  that  the  business  of  unit- 
ing our  wealth  of  iron  ore  to  money  here 
at  home  had  not  begun  long  ago.  Mar- 
quette has  been  shipping  ore  for  thirtv 
years  yet  all  she  can  show  in  the  way  of 
iron  making  are  two  little  charcoal  fur- 
naces of  45  to  t;o  tons  daily  capacity,  that 
have  been  operated  but  occasionally. 
Ashland  has  shown  more  enterprise  and 
has  a  charcoal  furnace  of  ,00  tons  ca- 
pacity. But  this  is  a  mere  drop  in  the 
bucket.  The  Lake  Superior  region 
should  make  thousands  of  tons  of  coke 
and  charcoal  iron  daily.  It  will  shortly 
do  so,  too,  if  the  Duluth  furnace  proves 
as  successful  an  experiment  as  the  most 
conservative  are  willing  to  prophesy. 


The  state  supreme  court  has  given  a 
decision  in  the  matter  of  grain  buying 
for  future  delivery.  There  is  nothing 
important  in  the  decision,  nor  is  it  in 
any  sense  new.  It  is  the  same  view  of 
the  case  that  has  been  taken  by  courts 
since  future  trading  became  a  factor  in 
business.  The  Minnesota  decision  is 
that  "contracts  for  the  sale  of  grain  or 
other  commodities  to  be  delivered  at  a 
future  day  are  not,  per  se,  unlawful 
where  parties  in  good  faith  intend  to 
perform  them  according   to  their  terms. 


Canada,  the  telegrams  say,  is  in  imme- 
diate danger  of  a  large  influx  of  Russian 
Jewish  refugees.  Agents  of  some  of  the 
great  steamship  lines  running  to  Mon- 
treal are  busy  booking  large  numbers  in 
Europe,  and  in  order  to  avoid  a  renewal 
with  the  government  inspectors  at  Mon- 
treal the  emigrants  are  being  booked 
through  to  various  points  in  the  interior. 
Canada  ought  to  be  thankful  not  only  to 
get  Russian  Jews,  but  to  get  anyone  to 
settle  her  deserted  farms  and  waste 
lands. 


It  was  an  excellent  three-of-a-kind 
that  The  Herald  printed  last  night  and, 
though  it  took  a  great  deal  of  our  read- 
ing space  we  would  not  begrudge  it  if  we 
could.  The  statements  of  the  three  na- 
tional banks  of  the  city  showed  a  total  of 
loans  of  §2,588,767,  of  capital  surplus, 
etc.,  of  §1,710,6^7,  and  of  deposits  of 
§2,683,897.  The  state  banks  are  yet  to 
be  heard  from. 


If  there  is  one  man  in  the  city  of  Du- 
luth who  thinks  himself  abused  above 
his  brothers,  he  is  the  Duliith  d.iy  oper- 
ator of  the  United  Press  wire.  If  there 
is  a  class  of  men  in  the  West  who  are 
deeply  troubled  in  mind  and  spirit,  the 
class  is  composed  of  the  conferees  of 
the  Duluth  operator  scattered  from 
Cleveland  on  the  East  to  Duluth  and  St. 
Louis  on  the  West  and  South.  The 
cause  of  this  state  of  mind  is  a  brief  tele- 
gram sent  around  the  circuit  a  few  weeks 
ago  from  the  general  office  of  the 
Ignited  Press  to  the  effect  that  operators 
must  begin  receiving  by  "the  code"  at  an 
early  day.  The  special  wire  of  the 
United  Press  to  Duluth  comes  direct 
into  the  editorial  room  of  The  Herald, 
and  over  it  between  8  o'clock  a.  m.  and 
5  in  the  afternoon  some  10,000  words  are 
received  daily.  As  the  wire  does  not 
work  continuously  this  total  of  words  is 
a  fearful  strain  on  both  sender  and  re- 
ceiver, and  was  it  not  for  "the  code"  it 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  send  it  in 
the  time  allowed. 

As  it  is  the  sender  has  an  easy  time 
and  the  strain  is  transferred  to  the  re- 
ceivers sitting  in  newspaper  offices 
throughout  the  country,  into  whose 
quick  ears  and  out  from  whose  finger 
tips  flow  the  news  of  the  day  -of  death, 
and  famine  and  failure,  of  business 
calamity,  of  invention  and  discovery,  of 
crime  and  casualty,  of  the  price  of  wheat 
and  the  price  of  votes,  and  all  the  other 
multitudinous  features  that  make  up 
what  is  called  the  news  of  the  day.  So 
fast  comes  the  lightning  flashed  news 
that  no  man  living  could  take  it  in  writ- 
ing. Every  operator,  therefore,  is  an 
expert  stenographer  as  well  as  a 
thorough  operator  and  his  copy  goes  to 
the  telegraph  editor  in  perfect  shape  for 
the  printer. 

But  how  the  copy  comes  to  the  oper- 
ator! Two  or  three  sample  telegrams, 
picked  from  yesterday's  grist  will  tell 
the  tale.

The  wholesale  grocers  of  nuliith  are 
in  good  spirits  over  the  outlook  for  a 
brisk  fall  trade.  In  convers;ition  with 
A.  L.  Ordean,  of  the  Stone  &  Ordean 
company,  a  Herald  representative 
learned  that  things   were  never  brighter. 

"The  large  orders  have  not  yet  begun 
to  come  in  from  the  country,"  said  Mr. 
Ordean,  "but  I  think  we  will  see  them  in 
about  two  weeks.       You  know    it    takes 

considerable  money  to  do  the  harvesting 
and  then  the  threshing  and  considerable 
time  elapses  before  the  mercantile  busi- 
ness get  hold  of  the  money.  •  We  are 
continually  getting  better  freight  service 
into  the  Northwestern  grain  country, 
although  on  account  of  their  vast  whole- 
sale business  and  the  competition  of 
their  roads,  St.  Paul  and  ^Iinneapolis 
can  generally  discount  us  on  time.  How- 
ever, it  is  not  as  it  used  to  be  two  or 
three  years  ago.  A  Duluth  wholesale 
firm  commands  the  consideration  of 
countr\-  retailers  now,  for  they  know  that 
we  are  able  to  compete  with  St.  Paul.  A 
wholesaler  of  Stillwater  might  be  able  to 
serve  people  in  the  Northwest  as  well  as 
one  from  St.  Paul,  but  the  former  would 
command  no  respect,  because  Stillwater 
is  not  recognized  as  being  m  it." 

Mr.  Ordean  says  that  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  competition  is  met  with 
everywhere,  and  that  it  is  a  fierce 
struggle  for  the  business.  St.  Paul  does 
not,  however,  do  much  business  west  of 
the  Dakotas.  The  people  of  Montana 
are  so  far  from  the  East  that  it  pays  the 
large  grocers  to  buy  only  in  car  lots,  and 
then  they  get  their  goods  from  New 
York  or  Chicago.  They  almost  exclu- 
sively furnish  the  small  grocers  in  that 
faraway  state. 

Notwithstanding  the  hard  times  that 
have  prevailed  the  past  year,  Duluth 
trade  has  been  remarkably  good  and  has 
increased  steadily.  The  working  class 
has  had  an  extremely  good  year,  and  this 
has  had  its  great  effect.  The  wholesale 
grocery  business  here,  as  represented  by 
two  exclusively  wholesale  tirms  and 
several  others  who  are  both  wholesale 
and    retail,  has    doubled    over  the  year 

f>reeeding,  and   the  outlook  is  for  a  still 
urther  steady  growth. 

The  Wells-Stone  Mercantile  company 
states  that  it  is  doing  double  the  busi- 
ness of  any  previous  year  and  that  the 
prospects  are  especially  bright.  This 
company  will  at  once  increase  its  4- 
stor>-  100-foot  square  stores  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  adjoining  75  by  80 
feet,  the  present  building  being  packed 
with  goods  from  cellar  to  roof  and  not 
being  large  enough. 

In  other  lines  of  wholesaling  the  ad- 
vance is  as  remarkable.  The  Duluth 
Shoe  company  is  increasing  its  manufac- 
turing plant  steadily  and  enlarging  its 
boundaries.  Although  less  than  a  year 
old,  the  company  is  competing  success- 
fully for  trade  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to 
the  Rockies.  The  Dry  Goods  company 
will  do  far  better  than  it  was  believed 
it  could  when  it  opened  its  doors  a  year 
ago  and  its  half  a  hundred  employes 
will  soon  be  doubled.  Negotiations 
have  been  in  progress  for  some  time 
looking  toward  the  addition  of  drug  and 
hat  and  cap  houses,  and  they  are  ex- 
pected to  be  closed  soon. 

THE  TOWN  OF  EVERETT. 


What  the  Land  Company  Now  Says  it 
Proposes  to  do. 

It  is  now  stated  semi-authoritatively 
that  the  Pacific  coast  terminus  of  the 
Great  Northern  road  will  be  Everett, 
whose  expected  greatness  has  been 
hinted  to  the  world  for  a  year.  "Not 
only  is  the  Great  Northern  in  it,"  says 
the  announcement,  "but  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  the  Union  Pacfic,  with  their 
upper  coast  extensions,  are  also  said  to 
be  interested.  So  are  the  Rockafellers 
and  Claus  Spreckels,  who  fought  the 
sugar  trust,  and  the  project  will  be  car- 
ried forward  by  a  well  organized  land 
company. 

This  company,  in  which  Henry  Villard, 
J.J.  Hill,  T.  F.  Oakes,  Lord  Mount 
Stephen,  Sir  Donald  A.  Smith,  those 
named  above  and  others  are  jointly  in- 
terested, owns  3000  acres  of  tide  lands 
and  10,000  acres  of  town  site.  For  sev- 
eral quarter  sections  as  high  as  §40,000 
were  paid,  and  the  controlling  company 
is  now  monarch  of  all  it  surveys. 

"As  yet  but  little  has  been  done  by  the 
syndicate  toward  building  up  the  new 
port.  The  Duluth  whaleback  Wetmore, 
which  recently  made  the  voyage  from 
here  to  Liverpool  and  astonished  the 
natives  on  the  other  side,  is  now  on  her 
way  to  Puget  Sound,  and  will  soon  be 
rounding  Cape  Horn  now.  Her  cargo 
consists  of  a  complete  steel  barge  plant 
and  machinery'  for  the  largest  paper  and 
pulp  mill  in  the  world.  When  the  Wet- 
more  passes  San  Francisco  the  work  will 
begin.  Commodore  McDougall  will  be 
on  hand  to  direct  the  establishment  of 
his  whalehack  plant.  The  paper  mill 
will  also  be  put  up,  to  be  followed  by  a 
sugar  plant  to  be  built  by  Claus  Spreck- 
els and  the  terminals  and  shops  of  the 
various  lines  in  interest"

which  Duluthians  are  familiar,  to  allow

Winslow  Carried  the  First  Cargo  of  Uraln 
fr»»m  IMiluth  and  First  Weut  Through 
th«  i'lutal. 


The  steamer  Winslow  is  no  more,  hav- 
ing been  destroyed  by  tire  in  Duluth  har- 
bor this  noon. 

The  alarm  was  sounded  at  1 1  o'clock 
when  she  was  at  dock  No.  2  of  the  St. 
Taul  &  Duluth.  The  department  re- 
sponded quickly,  but  the  distance  was 
too  great  from  the  hydrants  to  use  the 
city  water  supply.  The  lire  tug  Sutton 
was  on  hand  promptly,  Within  two 
minutes  after  the  fire  was  discovered 
the  Winslow's  bilge  pump  was  used 
asrainst  it,  the  other  pump  being  steadily 
used  to  keep  the  water  from  running  in 
too  fast  through  the  openmg  made  by 
running  ashore  yesterday  morning.  As 
the  moments  went  by  the  flames,  which 
had  been  discovered  near  the  coal  bun- 
kers, spread  forward  until  the  smoke 
came  pouring  out  in  dense  clouds  from 
everv  hatch. 

At  1 1 :4;  it  was  seen  that  the  vessel  must 
be  taken  into  the  slip  to  the  east  if  she  was 
to  be  saved  by  the  city  department, 
lust  after  the  Inman  tugs  haa  got  her 
around  in  the  slip  the  flames  burst 
through  the  main  gangway  so  fiercely 
that  Capt.  Mason  gave  up  hope  of  sav- 
ing her  and  accordingly  he  ordered  that 


she  be  towed  out  to  the  flats  in  the  har 
hoT.  At  this  moment  there  was  great 
confusion  and  the  ::o  or  30  people  aboard 
the  Winslow  began  to  slide  down  into 
the  tugs  to  save  themselves.  Nothing 
was  saved  but  a  few  coats  and  Capt. 
Mason's  trunk.  He  was  the  last  to  get 
off. 

Just  after  the  start  was  made  for  the 
flats  an  explosion  occurred  in  the  hold 
near  the  main  hatch  which  suppressed 
the  flames  for  some  minutes.  The  noise 
was  terrific  and  the  thousands  of  watchers 
on  the  dock  near  by  were  greatly  start- 
led. Some  said  it  was  kerosene,  but  no- 
bodv  knew.  Pulled  by  three  tugs  she 
was  (.iiiickly  grounded  near  the  wreck  of 
the  \\  innipeg  which  shared  a  similar 
fate  ten  year's  ago.  By  this  time  the 
flames  were  coming  out  forward  and  a 
few  minutes  later  she  was  a  sheet  of 
flame  from  stern  to  stem.  It  was  one  of 
the  grandest  sights  one  is  ever  permitted 
to     see. 

No  one  seems  to  know  just  what 
ciiused  the  fire.  Some  attributed  it  to 
kerosene,  while  one  party  said  it  was 
caused  by  lime  in  the  hold  which  had 
been  slackened  by  the  water,  admitted 
by  going  ashore.  The  company's  men 
at  this  point  most  emphatically  deny  that 
she  had  a  single  barrel  of  lime  aboard. 

The  Winslow  was  one  of  the  oldest 
boats  coming  into  Duluth  and  had  what 
to  Duluthians  is  an  interesting  history. 
She  had  a  registered  net  tonnage 
of  801,  was  built  at  Cleve- 
land in  1863  by  Peck  and  others, 
rebuilt  in  1880,  had  her  bottom  calked  in 
.'87,  and  underwent  extensive  repairs  in 
'84,  87  and  '89.  Her  construction  was 
entirely  of  wood.  She  was  owned  by  the 
.Anchor  line,  run  by  the  Lake  Superior 
Transit  company  and  hailed  from  Erie. 
Her  rating  was  A2  and  her  value  $35,000. 
She  had  no  important  mishaps  up  to  to- 
day. Capt.  McCray,  of  Buffalo,  who  is 
now  government  inspector  of  hulls  at 
that  port,  was  the  man  to  bring  her  out. 
She  took  the  first  wheat  ever  loaded  on 
a  boat  in  Duluth.  It  was  in  1870  just  a 
short  time  after  the  Duluth  road  had  be- 
gun business.  C.  B.  New- 
comb,  the  first  president  of  the 
Lake  Superior  Elevator  company, 
shipped  the  wheat  from  elevator  A.  The 
shipment  caused  quite  a  commotion  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes.  When  the  canal 
was  finished  in  the  fall  of  the  year  fol- 
lowing, the  Winslow  was  the  first  boat  to 
come  into  the  harbor.  J.  H.  Wilkins,  of 
Buffalo,  who  is  here  now  on  a  short  visit, 
was  clerk  of  her  on  that  trip.

The  Iron  King  Grounds  Badly  Coming  out  or 
Superior  "Harbor." 

The  steamer  Iron  King  yesterday  af- 
ternoon left  one  of  the  Superior  elevators 
with  55'ooo  bushels  of  wheat  shortly  be- 
fore 6  o'clock  last  night.  As  she  was 
passing  Connors  point  her  steering  gear 
became  deranged  and  she  ran  at  a  good 
speed  on  to  the  Superior  flats.

The  accident  will  be  a  loss  of  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  to  the  owners  for 
the  dredging,  lightering  and  loss  of  time, 
and  all  because  the  boat  went  from  here 
to  Superior  to  take  on  an  additional  30,- 
000  bushels.

The  Black  Hawk  War. 
The  sturdy  pioneers  who  occupied 
Northern  Illinois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilizatiori  60  years  ago  often  had 
the  monotony  of  frontier  life  broken  by 
conflicts  with  the  Indians.  The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in  1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as  the  Black  Hawk  War,  the 
moving  spirit  of  the  savage  outbreak 
being  the  notec.  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black  Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women  and  children,  to  bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bac.  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Miss  ssippi,  in  what  is  now 
Nernon  county,  \Visconsin.  The  sun  of 
that  second  da,-  of  August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  field,  and  the  result  was 
the  death  of  nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  af  the  campaign.  The 
chief  himself  escaped  and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near  Rock  Island,  111. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  bv  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern R.  R.,  the  "Scenic  line,"  which 
touches  most  of  ;he  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  For  further 
information  as  to  the  attractions  of  the 
line,  tickets,  rates  and  maps  call  on  your 
local  agent  or  write  to  W.  J.  C.  Kenyon, 
Gen.  Pass.

Kingston,  N.Y., Oct.  5.— Many  people 
came  into  town  by  rail  and  wagon  this 
morning  from  all  directions  to  see  about 
their  deposits  in  the  three  savings  banks, 
as  a  result  of  the  great  failure  Satur- 
day. 

Those  having  deposits  in  the  Kingston 
Savings  bank  and  the  Rondout  Savings 
bank  will  have  to  wait  60  days  to  find 
out  whether  they  can  draw  their  money 
or  not,  as  both  those  concerns  have 
posted  notices  taking  advantage  of  the 
law  in  that  respect.  Crowds  of  deposi- 
tors are  in  line  at  each  bank  with  books 
in  hand  waiting  their  turn  to  give  notice 
of  withdrawal.  The  managers  hope, 
however,  to  be  able  to  restore  confidence 
by  showing  the  sound  condition  of  the 
institutions.  Thev  have  received  remit- 
tances from  Albany  and  elsewhere 
which  they  rely  on  to  carry  them  through 
the  day  at  least. 

It  is  reported  from  New  Platz  and 
Saugerties  that  runs  are  threatened  on 
savings  banks  at  those  places.  The  60 
days'  notice  will  be  demanded  if  runs 
occur  there. 

Ostrander  and  Trumpbour  were  ar- 
raigned today  and  withdrew  their  de- 
mand for  an  examination  on  the  charges 
of  wrecking  the  Ulster  County  Savings 
institution.  They  were  remanded  to  jail 
to  await  the  action  of  the  grand  jurv. 

N.  Brodhead  has  been  appointed  tem- 
porary receiver  of  the  institution  with  a 
bond  of  $250,000.  An  injunction  has  also 
been  granted  restraining  depositors  and 
creditors  from  attaching  the  assets. 

The  crowds  around  the  banks  and  the 
court  house  were  somewhat  excited,  but 
no  outbreak  occurred.  A  large  force  of 
sheriffs  and  police  was  on  duty.

RECORD. 


His  Old  Love  for  the  Confederacv  Hurt- 
ing Him  Now.* 

London,  Oct.  5.--Tory  speakers  and 
newspapers  continue  their  rabid  com- 
ments on  Glacstone's  Newcastle  speech 
and  still  make  as  their  most  salient  point 
the  fact  that  he  once  advocated  the 
cause  of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  Mr. 
Russell,  the  well-known  Irish  unionist,  is 
quoted  as  saying: 

"Gladstone  s  no  doubt  as  sincere  now

Explodes

and  Kills  Seven. 

Chicago,  Oct.  5.— A  boiler  explosion 
aboard  the  tug  Parker  killed  seven  per- 
sons and  seriously  injured  many  others. 
The  tug  in  company  with  three  other 
tugs,  were  engaged  in  at'.w.t.t...lng  to  tow 
the  steamer  Pickands  out  of  the  draw  of 
the  bridge  when  the  explosion  occurred. 

Three  of  the  killed  were  employes  of 
the  tug  and  their  bodies  have  not  yet 
been  recoved.  The  other  persons  killed 
were  standing  on  the  banks  of  the  river. 
The  list  of  killed  is  as  follows:  James 
S.  Carter,  captain;  John  C.  Moore,  en- 
gineer; Samuel  Armstrong,  of  Manistee, 
cook;  Mrs.  Mary  Rice,  3013  Archer  ave- 
nue; Barbara  Rice;  Samuel  Sawyers, 
laborer;  an  unknown. 

The  explosion  is  believed  to  have  been 
caused  by  the  use  of  the  dirty  and 
greasy  water  of  the  river  in  the  tug's

There  is  Tno  Danger  of  Extermination 
of  the  Sacque. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Oct,  5. -Professor 
James  Macoun,  of  the  Canadian  geologi- 
cal survey,  who  accompanied  the  British 
commissioners  to  Bering  sea,  writing 
to  the  government  officials  here,  says  the 
commissioners  were  astounded  to  note 
the  plentifulness  of  the  seals,  havingbeen 
led  bv  the  United  States  representatives 
to  suppose  that  the  seals  were  almost 
exterminated.  At  St.  Pauls  island  fully 
500,000  seals  were  in  sight. 

Macoun  implies  that  the  commission- 
ers will  suggest  the  setting  apart  for  all 
time  to  come  of  half  a  dozen  places  in 
Bering  sea  exclusively  for  seal  breed- 
ing purposes  and  that  then  there  will  be 
no  danger  of  extermination. 


Flames  Cut  C>fr  Retreat  and  Burn  Four 
to  Death. 

New  York,  Oct.  5.— A  fire  occurred 
in  the  5-story  tenement  house  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Hudson  and  Dominick  street 
shortly  after  2  o'clock  this  morning.  All 
the  occupants  except  a  few  persons  were 
rescued  with  difficulty. 

\Vm.  Murphv,  wife  and  two  children 
occupied  the  fifth  floor.  Mrs.  Murphy 
climbed  through  the  top  door  to  the 
roof,  her  clothing  being  in  flames.  There 
she  burned  slowly  to  death.  Josephine 
Ryan,  a  5-year-old  child  who  was  visit- 
ing the  Murphy  family,  burned  in  her 
bed.  Two  step-children  of  the  Murphy's, 
Martin  and  Toughey,  were  severely 
burned,  and  recovery  is  doubtful.  Katie 
Dunn,  aged  20,  who  boarded  with  the 
Murphy  s  was  found  in  her  bed 
asphyxiated.  John  Toughey  died  short- 
ly after  being  taken  to  the  hospital. 

The  fire  started  in  a  wood  shed  in  the 
basement,  and  quickly  igniting  the  gas 
meters,  the  flames  rushed  up  the  ele- 
uator  shaft  to  the  top  floor,  where  the 
Murphy  family  lived.

New  York.,  Oct.  5.— The  marriage 
service  of  Mrs.  Leslie  and  Mr.  Wjlde, 
which  was  that  of  the  episcopal  church, 
was  perform  ;d  by  Dr.  Deems  in  the 
church  of  the  Strangers.  The  only  wit- 
nesses were  Marshall  Wilder,  the  humor- 
ist, and  Mr.  Cramer,  a  publisher,  and  his 
wife.  Mr.  Wilde,  who  is  on  the  staff  of 
the  London  Daily  Telegraph,  is  the 
eldest  son  of  .he  late  Sir  Win.  Wilde,  M. 
D.,  of  Dublin,  and  a  brother  of  Oscar 
Wilde,  the  well  known  aesthetic.  He 
has  known  Mrs.  Leslie  for  some  years. 
It  IS  understoDd  Mr.  Wilde  will  remain  in 
this  country  and  enter  into  the  editorial 
work  of  the  Leslie  publications. 


To  Protect  the  Seal. 
Washington,  Oct.  5.— Orders  were 
telegraphed  from  the  treasury  depart- 
ment today  for  the  revenue  cutter  Rush, 
now  at  San  Francisco  to  return  to  the 
seal  islands  and  to  remain  there  till  Dec. 
I.  There  are  many  poaching  vessels  in 
Bering  sea.  It  will  take  the  Rush 
about  ten  days  to  reach  the  seal  islands. 


TO  PiiOL  KlCE  MILLS. 


The  Standard  Oil  Said  to  be  Going  Into 
tJie  Rice  Trade. 
Atlanta,  Ga.,Oct,  5.— A  movement  is 
on  foot  to  bu}'  up  all  the  rice  mills  of  the 
South  and  throw  them  into  a  pool. 
The  Standard  Oil  company  and  English 
capitalists  are  supposed  to  be  behind 
the  enterprise.  Between  $1,000,000  and 
$2,000,000  will  be  required,  and  the  work- 
ing: capital  w  11  be  $1,000,000.  Half  of 
this  will  be  put  at  the  disposal  of  the 
managers  and  the  other  $500,000  will  be 
held  in  reserve.  Options  have  been 
secured  on  the  mills  at  Savannah,  New 
Orleans,  Charleston  and  Wilmington. 


Which   is   Evidently  Somewhat   In- 
clined  Toward    His  View  of 
the  Case. 


New  York,  Oct.  5.— The  New  York 
presbytery  assembled  for  the  fall  session 
today.  The  case  of  Dr.  Briggs,  of  the 
Union  Theological  seminary,  accused  of 
heresy,  will  come  before  the  body.  The 
indictment  against  him  charges  violation 
of  the  vows  of  ordination  taken  upon  his 
becoming  a  presbyterian  minister.  *  Ut- 
terances of  Dr.  Briggs  during  the  pres- 
ent year,  and  quotations  from  his  works 
alleged  to  be  contrary  to  the  confession 
of  faith,  are  cited  as  specifications. 

Dr.  Briggs  will  conduct  his  own  de- 
fense. In  the  presbyterian  church  the 
rule  is  that  the  accused  shall  be  inter- 
preter of  his  own  •  words,  and  if  any  ex- 
pression or  word  has  two  meanings,  the 
milder  meaning  must  be  taken.  The 
presbytery  exercises  functions  similar  to 
those  of  a  grand  jury  in  passing  upon  in- 
dictments of  a  judge  in  deciding  dis- 
puted questions  in  a  trial  and  of  a  petit 
jury  in  the  rendering  a  verdict. 

The  attendance  was  large.  Rev.  John 
C.  Bliss,  pastor  of  the  Washington 
Heights  presbyterian  church,  was  chosen 
moderator  instead  of  the  liberal  nom- 
ineee.  Dr.  Bliss  is  said  to  approve  Pro- 
fessor Briggs  in  so  far  as  his  resumption 
of  his  duties  at  the  Union  seminary  is 
concerned.  The  prosecuting  committee 
appointed  last  May  to  prepare  papers  in 
the  trial  of  Professor  Briggs  formally 
presented  its  report,  embodying  the 
charges  against  him.  They  were  laid 
over.  Dr.  George  Alexander  soon  moved 
to  suspend  the  regular  order  that  he 
might  present  a  resolution  in  the  Briggs 
matter.  This  caused  excitement,  but 
the  moderator  decided  the  motion  in 
order.  Chairman  Birch,  of  the  Briggs 
prosecuting  committee,  gave  notice  of 
an  appeal  to  the  synod.  Dr.  Alexander 
said  his  proposed  resolution  was  to  dis- 
charge the  committee  from  further  con- 
sideration. Friends  of  Dr.  Briggs  pro- 
tested that  this  was  equivalent  to  trial  by 
speeches  and  not  by  evidence. 

The  report  of  the  prosecuting  com- 
mittee bases  the  accusation  against  Dr. 
Briggs  solely  on  his  utterances  in  the 
inaugural  address,  deeming  this  the  most 
important  of  his  declarations.  It  is  very 
voluminous  and  backs  up  the  charges 
and  specifications  with  minuteness.  The 
committee  has  also  decided  to  limit  its 
charges  to  a  few  departures  from  the 
teachings  of  the  scriptures,  which  are 
fundamental  to  the  whole  discussion, 
withotrt  adniitting,-  howevei',-  that  Dr. 
Briggs'  teachings  in  regard  to  miracles, 
the  nature  of  sin,  etc.,  are  not  also  de- 
partures from  orthodoxy. 

After  recess  Dr.  Alexander  withdrew 
his  motion,  but  announced  that  he  would 
offer  a  resolution  to  discharge  the  com- 
mittee as  soon  as  their  report  had  been 
read.  The  report  of  that  committee  was 
then  read  by  Dr.  Birch.

Quickly  in  New  York. 

Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  5.— Henry  F. 

Hardy,  who  escaped  from  Clinton  prison 

last  Thursday,  was  recaptured  here  last 

evening    while    awaiting    to    board      a 

train.  He  opened  fire  with  a  revolver. 
The  officer  returned  the  shots  and 
brought  him  down,  shooting  him  in  the 
leg  and  laming  him  for  life. 

Hardy  was  fairly  well  dressed  and  was 
well  supplied  with  money.  He  had  two 
revolvers  and  a  map  of  Clinton  county, 
all  of  which  would  indicate  that  he  had 
assistance  not  only  in  but  outside  the 
prison  as  well. 

The  Mormons  Confident. 
Salt  Lake  City,  Oct.  5.— The  semi- 
annual conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  began  in  the 
tabernacle  yesterday.  About  10,000  of 
the  Mormon  faith  were  in  attendance. 
Jos.  F.  Smith,  nephew  of  the  prophet  of 
that  name,  was  present  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years,  having  been  pardoned 
by  President  Harrison.  He  has  been  an 
exile  on  account  of  an  indictment  for 
polygamy.  Wilford  Woodruff,  Jos.  F. 
Smith  and  Geo.  Q.  Cannon,  the  three 
presidents  of  the  church,  delivered  ad- 
dresses. They  thanked  President  Harri- 
son for  pardoning  President  Smith,  and 
invoked  the  blessing  of  the  saints  upon 
him.  The  belief  was  expressed  that  the 
church  was  soon  to  triumph  over  its 
enemies.  The  meeting  lasts  three  days. 
Today  and  tomorrow  will  be  taken  up  in 
business  matters. 

Profitable  as  the  Wolf  Bounty  Schemes. 
New  York,  Oct.  5.— The  capture  of  a 
Toronto  and  a  New  York  man  and  two 
Chinamen,  whom  they  were  apparently 
smuggling  into  the  country  at  Niagara 
Falls,  has  led  to  the  discovery  of  a  con- 
spiracy, presumably  with  a  United 
States  marshal,  to  bring  Chinamen  over 
the  line  and  have  them  captured  for  the 
sake  of  the  fees.  Under  recent  rulings 
the  courts  send  the  Chinamen  back  to 
Canada  and  the  same  batch  of  Celestials 
can  be  run  across  again  inside  of  an 
hour  if  desired. 

Wrecked  on  the  Pacific. 
San  Francisco,  Oct.  5. — The  steel 
screw  steamer  Arago,  bound  from  Oregon 
ports  for  San  Francisco,  was  wrecked  on 
the  rocks  off  Oregon  coast,  near  Marsh- 
field,  Sunday  night  The  accident  oc- 
curred at  a  point  known  as  South  Spit. 
The  vessel  was  loaded  witTi  ~  coal  and 
carried  a  small  list  of  passengers.  She 
went  ashore  on  a  point  of  rocks  and 
doubtless  is  a  total  wreck.  The  crew 
and  passengers  are  reported  saved.

THE  XUB  OF  THE  MATTER. 
In  the  New  York  Times  of  Sunday  ap- 
peared a  three-column  letter  from  its 
Washinjjton  correspondent,  who  has 
lately  taken  in  the  upper  lakes  and  Du- 
luth. It  is  a  calm  and  dispassionate  view 
of  the  situation,  review  of  the  past  and  a 
prophecy  for  the  future  of  the  cities  at 
the  head  of  the  lake.  Abounding  in 
figures,  it  is  yet  interesting  and  enter- 
taining. The  Herald  gives  below  some 
of  its  salient  points  and  a  condensation 
of  others,  not  having  space  to  print  the 
entire  letter: 

As  yon  sail  toward  the  end  of  Lake  Superior 
you  come  to  a  city  set  upon  a  hUl.  If  you  are  a 
stranger  yon  are  4pt  to  be  enthusiastic  about 
the  beneficence  of  nature  in  providing  at  this 
point  so  peculiar  and  fine  a  harbor,  and  next 
yon  cannot  fail  to  admire  the  enterprise  that 
has  raised  the  terraces  of  buUdings  that  rise  al- 
most to  the  hUltop,  making  the  city  distinct- 
ively unlike  any  other  in  the  country.  At  no 
place  except  Bar  Harbor  do  the  land  and  water 
come  tt>gether  in  the  same  way— the  high  land 
sloping  abruptly  into  the  water  and  affording 
an  illimitable  view.  Until  you  get  ashore  you 
imagine  that  Duluth  must  be  proud  of  its  com- 
manding position.  Then  you  find  it  has  been  so 
constantly  held  up  to  derision  by  its  rivals  as 
the  home  of  the  "cliff-dwellers,"  so  persistently 
reproached  by  envious  and  low  prairie  towns, 
that  her  very  elevation  has  made  Duluth  so  sen- 
sitive that  reference  to  its  height  must  be  made 
with  discretion,  and  that  there  is  datiger  of 
apology  for  something  of  which  the  people 
ongfart  to  be  stubbornly  proud. 

The  rivalry  between  Duluth  and  its 
over-the-bay  neighbor,  the  two  towns 
being,  however,  as  the  correspondent 
shows,  is  essential  to  each  other's 
growth,  is  touched  on  rather  severely.  A 
remedy  is  suggested,  which  is  that  the 
two  cit'es  give  over  the  feelings  of 
jealously,  and  indulge,  moderately  at 
least,  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  admiration, 
for  which  there  is.  to  say  the  least,  abun- 
dant room  on  both  sides  the  bay.  Cen- 
sus figures  arc  given,  with  the  remark 
that  Superintendent  Porter  was  more 
likely  to  be  open  hearted  in  Wisconsin 
than  in  Minnesota,  and  figures  of  the 
tremendous  commerce  of  the  cities  are 
also  given.  These  are  so  familiar  to 
Duluthians  that  they  need  not  be  repro- 
duced here. 

Dulnth  is  as  yet  only  partly  formed,  but  it  oc- 
cupies much  space.  It  is  called  six  miles  from 
one  end  of  it  to  the  other.  Over  a  stretch  of  two 
mile«  it  is  rather  compactly  built  for  a  town  in 
which  property  is  not  yet  too  high  to  permit 
men  of  mooect  capital  to  live  in  detached  housee 
with  ample  space  about  them  for  grass  and 
trees.  It  lies  tm  a  hillside,  and  a  good  deal  of 
the  hillside  is  steev  and  rocky.  A  point  of  rocks 
pushes  into  the  town  about  midway  the  most 
denaely-popnlated  section.  It  stopped  one  of 
INincipal  streets  parallel  to  the  lake  front,  com- 
pelling all  traffic  to  climb  a  hill  or  get  around 
it.  It  was  an  illustration  of  the  indomitable 
spirit  of  the  community  that  this  rocky  barrier 
was  attacke<l  and  pierced,  and  now  the  street 
that  reaches  from  West  Duluth  to  East  Duluth 
paaeee  throngh  a  rock  cut  thirty  feet  deep  and 
sixty  feet  wide.  Tliere  is  not  so  much  of  pain- 
fully tipped  ni)  real  estate  as  there  is  of  that 
which  is  reasonablr  level,  but  the  supply  is 
equal  to  the  demand.  Most  of  tb©  streets 
would  not  be  thought  steep  by  Albanians  or 
Newburgera. 

The  aT>irit  of  improvement  is  manifest  every- 
where. It  is  seen  in  many  building  that  would 
be  worth  a  balf-«olamn  each  in  a  "write-up,*' 
These  all  tell  of  capital  in  abundance  and  con- 
fidence established.  The  principal  streets  are 
paved  and  are  clean.  Tlie  buildings  put  up  in 
18«0  were  value<l  at  *(5.5OO,00O.  Most  of  this  large 
amount  went  Into  the  lofty  business  blocks  that 
line  the  principal  streets,  but  a  considerable 
share  of  it  is  in  tasteful  villa.s  on  the  pretty 
streets. 

The  terrace  drive,  boulevard  and  park 
system  come  in  for  their  share  of  high 
praise,  and  the  fascinating  picture  from 
the  terrace  is  deftly  painted.  Then  the 
dock  and  elevator  system  is  spoken  of 
its  description,  the  work  of  the  educators 
and  the  new  high  school  is  referred  to 
at  length,  and  some  statistics  of  business 
and  banking  are  given.  Closing  the 
more  than  two  columns  on  Duluth  is  the 
following  exceedingly  sensible  conclu- 
sion: 

Proctor  Knott's  derisive  speech  did  not  make 
Dnloth.  The  opiKwition  of  the  West  Superior 
boomer  cannot  unmake  or  retard  its  growth. 
Superior  may  and  probably  will  have  a  larger 
shareof  the  railroad  business,  the  actual  pres- 
ence of  the  locomotives  and  the  cars,  a  large 
population  of  working  people,  and  a  considera- 
ble share  of  the  shipping  for  years,  but  to  men 
who  choose  between  a  mud  flat  and  a  high  and 
dry  site  for  their  officer  and  homes,  Duluth  is 
snre  to  be  the  preferred!  home,  as  it  is  now  the 
cf>unting  rwim  for  the  business  of  Duluth  as  well 
as  much  of  that  of  West  Superior. 

Mr.  Dunnell  then  turns  his  attention 
to  West  Superior  in  a  half  column  post- 
cript.  He  sketches  briefly  its  inception 
by  Eastern  capitalists,  who  incorporated 
for  everything  in  sight,  tells  of  early 
struggles  and  of  subsequent  success,  and 


its  tax  list  of  5470,000 on  gl  10,000.000  valu- 
ation. Its  rail  facilities  and  civic  growth 
are  also  sketched  briefly.  He  gives  some 
statistics  and  adds: 

When  you  gt>  to  West  Sui>erior,  if  yon  can  get 
awaj  from  your  guide,  you  will  find  that  out  of 
the  principal  street  tlie  town  is  as  raw  as  if  it 
werti  just  cut  out— as  it  really  is.  It  is  a  magi- 
cal city,  for  in  the  place  whore  five  years  ago 
there  was  nothing  but  forest  and  swftinv>,  there 
are  now  m»>re  than  11,000  inhahitant«,  pn>i>- 
erty  valudd  at  $10,000,000,  docks  from  which  are 
shiptMMi  cargt>08  valued  at  $iS,(XX),000  in  a  year, 
railroads  that  bring  Ki'aiu  from  the  vast  North- 
western fields,  banks  that  never  let  tlieir  capital 
rest  a  minute,  and  behind  all  this  a  power  of 
hustliuK  that  has  conjured  this  city  out  of  the 
wilderness  with  something  of  the  swiftness  but 
none  of  the  ease  of  the  prestidigitateur.  West 
Sui>erior  is  a  forctxl  town.  That  is  not  to  its 
discroiiit,  however,  and  it  is  gr«>atly  to  thecro«lit 
of  men  of  spirit  and  determination  who  tlid  the 
forcing.  It  might  be  called  the  city  of  the  Land 
and  Kiver  Improvement  oomi>auy.  Looking 
through  tlie  names  of  the  incorporators  and 
managers  t>f  banks,  the  mills,  the  steel  and  iron 
Works,  and  t>thor  industrial  undertakings,  it  is 
found  that  the  company  has  not  lost  »i|{ht  of  its 
opiH>rtunities.  There  are  some  serviceable 
buililings,  but  thert»  are  few  that  challenge  re- 
mark for  :  architectural  proiwrtions  and  none 
that  are  remarkable  for  beauty.  It  is  not  yet 
time,  for  in  many  of  the  streets  the  stumps  are 
still  standing.  Everywhere  there  are  builders 
at  work,  with  their  materials  in  pools  of  stand- 
ing water,  and  with  the  blackened  trunks  peei>- 
ing  up  among  the  timbers  or  bricks. 

Throughout  the  article  is  temperate 
and  just.  It  appears  as  one  of  a  series 
on  the  traffic  and  interests  of  the  great 
lakes  and  can  not  but  be  of  very  con- 
siderable advantage  to  this  section. 


SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


Not  very  long  ago  a  prominent  joural 
of  Manchester  voiced  the  English  dislike 
for  the  American  coach  by  a  lengthy  de- 
scription of  the  discomforts  of  travel  in 
a  Pullman  palace  car.  The  car  was  de- 
scribed as  reeking  with  filth,  illy  venti- 
lated and  devoid  of  all  privacy,  while 
passengers  are  subjected  to  the  greatest 
annoyances  from  peddlers  of  every  de- 
scription. The  very  mixed  character  of 
the  passengers  on  the  car  was  also  di- 
lated upon  at  length,  so  that  the  general 
impression  likely  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
average  English  reader  would  doubtless- 
ly be  that  a  journey  in  an  American  pal- 
ace car  should  be  about  the  last  thing  in 
the  world  for  the  average  tourist  to  at- 
tempt. It  will  be  a  pleasure  therefore, 
for  the  Manchester  Journal  to  shortly 
correct  its  views,  as  a  very  considerable 
quantity  of  American  car  equipment  is 
now  on  its  way  to  England  for  use  on 
prominent  railways. 


Talking  about  coal,  the  coal  dealers 
of  Superior— and  we  don't  know  but  in 
Duluth  also— have  a  lead  pipe  sinch  on 
the  trade.  No  man  can  sell  coal  in  Su- 
perior unless  he  joins  an  association, 
and  puts  up  Sioo  as  a  forfeit  not  to  sell 
for  a  cent  less  than  the  stipulated  price 
Contrary-  to  all  other  lines  of  trade,  it 
makes  no  difference  whether  you  buy 
one  ton  or  a  hundred  tons,  it  is  all  one 
price,  $7  per  ton.  This  gives  the  coal 
dealers  of  Superior  a  clear  profit  ot  $3 
per  ton,  and  is  a  clear  case  of  "combine" 
to  rob  the  people,  and  ought  to  be  pun- 
ishable   by    law    as   a  misdemeanor,  at 

least.

The  Minneapolis  Journal  says  that 
"Minneapolis  is  today  paying  more  for 
wheat  than  any  other  market  in  the 
United  States,  and  has  done  so,  and  yet 
the  organs  are  crying  out  that  the  farmer 
is  being  stripped  of  his  hard  earnings 
because  of  combines.  This  is  simply 
rot.  and  if  the  farmer  or  the  shipper  will 
study  the  situation  for  a  few  moments 
right  where  he  stands  he  can  see  the  lie 
himself."  What  the  Journal  means  by 
"rot"  and  "lie"  the  farmer  can  readily 
see  by  a  comparison  of  Duluth  prices 
with  those  of  Minneapolis.  Ours  are 
steadily  higher. 


"That  additional  .6  of  a  mill  state  tax 
that  we  are  obliged  to  pay  the  coming 
year,"  said  Assessor  Cooley,"  is  due  to 
the  rule  of  the  farmer.  The  alliance 
people  increased  the  expenses  of  the 
house  and  senate  to  a  considerable 
degree  and  made  several  unnecessary 
appropriiitions,  so  that  there  was  a 
doticit  this  year  instead  of  a  surplus. 
The  fanners  are  not  a  success  as  legis- 
lators; because  they  want  to  own  the 
land,  raise  the  wheat,  ship  it,  sell  it  to 
the  consumer,  run  the  railroads  and  run 
the  government.  They  try  to  do  too 
many  things."

"It  would  be  hard  to  predict  what 
changes  will  take  place  in  the  industrial 
\yorld  before  the  advent  of  the  Twen- 
tieth century."  said  a  Duluth  electrician. 
"Before  1900  electricity  may  revolution- 
ize everything.  The  world  is  already 
traveling  pretty  lively,  but  it  looks  as  if 
it  were  gomg  to  be  made  to  travel  much 
faster.  Improvement  follows  iinprove- 
nient.  Dne  year  a  machine  is  sold  that 
is  in  every  way  superior  to  anything  of 
the  kind  and  does  the  work  with  half  the 
number  of  men;  the  following  year  an 
automatic  machine  is  put  on  the  market 
to  do  the  same  work.  Every  returning 
year  brings  changes;  and  while  it  looks 
now  as  if  little  or  no  improvement  could 
be  made  on  our  present  machinery,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  regarded  as 
clumsy  by  Twentieth-century  people, 
and  discarded  to  make  room  for  better."

Henry's  urbanity  of 
manner  always  did  put  him  under  the 
suspicion  of  being  a  newspaper  man 
ana  this  confirms  it.

He  is  satisfied  with  Minnesota 
inspection,  because  it  is  known  all  over 
the  world,  and  is  about  as  nearly  perfect 
as  a  system  can  be  made.  And  he 
thought  the  Minnesota  inspection  and 
Duluth's  market  too  firmly  established 
to  be  at  all  affected  by  a  second  fiddle 
board  of  trade  at  Superior.

SUES  TO  RESTRAIN. 


The  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  ordinance  granting  to  the  new  com- 
pany the  right  to  lay  gas  mains  in  the 
streets  of  the  city  will  report  adversely 
to  the  council  tonight,  according  to  the 
sLitement  of  a  member  of  the  committee 
tea  Herald  representative.  Said  he  in 
discussing  the  subject: 

"We  believe  that  the  present  rates  are 
excessive  and  outrageous  and  the  city, 
it  is  true,  cannot  lower  them  except  by 
competition.  Hut  the  ordinance  pro- 
vides that  the  new  company  shall  have 
two  years  in  which  to  complete  its  plant 
and  1  expect  to  see  the  city  own  a  plant 
of  its  own  by  that  time.  A  new  plant.'' 
No.  1  think  that  the  city  will  own  the 
plant  of  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany. If  the  city  is  going  to  run  a  plant 
of  its  own  there  is  evidently  no  sense  in 
in  having  another  company  come  in  and 
cut  down  Its  protits." 

Those  who  are  behmd  the  new  com- 
pany do  not  look  at  it  in  just  that  light. 
They  argue  that  there  is  no  assurance 
that  the  city  will  obtain  possession  of  the 
present  plant  or  that  it  will  build  a  new 
one.  This  being  so  the  consumers  of 
gas  should  have  the  benefit  of  all  the 
competition  possible. 


IXSIRANCE  IN   DULUTH. 


The  Many  Millions  of  Life  Insurance  Carried 
by  Duluth  Agencies. 

"Yes,"  said  an  authority  on  life  insur- 
ance, "the  death  of  Mr.  Emery  and  the 
fact  that  he  carried  Si8o,ooo  of  life  in- 
surance have  called  the  attention  of 
business  men  and  others  to  the  great  ne- 
cessity of  keeping  well  insured.  While 
life  insurance  has  for  many  years  been 
looked  upon  as  a  thoroughly  legitimate 
business  it  has  been  difhcult  to  get  some 
people  to  buy  as  much  insurance  as  they 
should.  But  Mr.  Emery's  death  set 
many  of  those  people  to  thinking  and 
insurance  men  have  consequently  been 
doing  a  large  business  of  late. 

"In  the  life  insurance  field,  as  in  many 
others,  the  rapid  progress  of  Duluth  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  stands  out  very 
prominently.  Why,  young  man,  do  you 
know  that  it's  only  three  and  a  half 
years  since  the  first  exclusive  agency  in 
life  insurance  was  established  here? 
Previous  to  the  spring  of  '88  life  insur- 
ance was  sold  by  people  doing  a  real 
estate  or  a  fire  insurance  business  or 
both.  Now  we  have  quite  a  number  of 
agencies  handling  nothing  but  life  in- 
surance. The  larger  part  of  the  life  in- 
surance held  here  today  has  been  writ- 
ten since  '88.  I  estimate  that  from 
$8,000,000  to  $10,000,000  of  insurance  is 
carried  here  today  by  old-line  com- 
panies, and  that  probably  a  quarter  of 
that  amount  is  carried  by  the  co-opera- 
tives, a  total  of  $10,000,000  to  $13,000,000. 
Duluth  has  several  men  who  are  insured 
for  $100,000  and  a  very  large  number 
from  $50,000  to  $75,000.  I  don't  know  of 
anyone  in  the  Northwest  dying  with  as 
much  life  insurance  as  Mr.  Emery,  un- 
less I  count  in  E.  P.  Allis,  of  Milwaukee, 
who  carried  over  $500,000.  But  Mil- 
waukee is  hardly  to  be  considered  as  in 
the  Northwest. 

^"The  wealthiest  men  are  not  the  ones 
to  carry  the  greatest  amount  of  insur- 
ance as  a  rule.  Most  men  who  carry 
large  insurance  do  ^.o  to  drotect  their  es- 
tates. That  was  Mr.  Emery's  reason, 
and  he  would  have  carried  more  had  he 
lived.  Up  in  this  country  where  people 
speculate  in  lands  and  carry  big  mort- 
gages it  is  very  convenient  for  the  estate 
to  have  cash  in  the  event  of  the  owner's 
death.  Three  years  ago  a  Duluth  lady 
was  paid  $4000  on  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band, who  notwithstanding  that  he  had 
been  doing  a  prosperous  business,  had 
left  his  estate  insolvent.  That  $4000 
kept  her  out  of  the  hands  of  her  friends. 
She  invested  it  judiciously  and  now  has 
a  handsome  income  from  it  and  is  able 
to  lay  up  money.  I  was  talking  with  a 
man  only  the  other  day  who  informed 
me  that  had  his  father  carried  $5000  of 
life  insurance  at  the  time  of  his  death  his 
estate  could  have  realized  $75,000  instead 
of  going  to  the  dogs,  as  it  did." 


THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


It  Fixes  Its  Financial  "Wishes  for  the 
Year;  School  Notes. 

The  most  important  work  done  by  the 
school  board  Saturday  evening  was  the 
levying  of  taxes  for  the  year.  The  total 
lew  of  $230,000  will  be  apportioned  as 
follows:  $85,000  general  fund;  $130,000 
building  fund;  $15,000 sinking  fund.  "The 
appropriation  for  last  year  for  Duluth 
proper  was  $ig3,ooo  and  for  West  Duluth 
and  the  first  and  fourth  districts  of 
Oneota  it  was  about  $34,000,  making  a 
total  of  $229,000,  so  that  the  levy  this 
year  is  less,  considering  the  valuation, 
than  a  year  ago.  The  board  decided  to 
hold  a  meeting  next  Saturday  evening 
to  consider  bids  for  the  $200,000  school 
bonds. 

Several  new  teachers  were  appointed 
and  it  was  decided  to  take  $15,000  more 
builders  risk  insurance  on  the  central 
high    school.    Several     estimates    were 

f)assed.     Petitions  for  schools    at  Wood- 
and  and  East  Duluth  were  referred. 

The  schools  still  present  a  crowded 
condition,  although  pupils  are  not 
packed  as  badly  as  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year.  The  Franklin  school  con- 
tains more  pupils  than  any  other  build- 
ing in  the  city,  having  an  enrollment  of 
536  scholars.  The  enrollment  for  last 
month  was  4105.  Of  this  790  pupils  are 
at  West  Duluth,  Last  year  the  enroll- 
met  without  West  Duluth  was  2810,  show- 
ing an  increase  in  the  city  proper  of 
505. 

Frofessor  Denfeld  has  some  figures  on 
comparative  cost  of  education.  At 
Jackson,  Mich.,  the  cost  per  pupil  is  $20; 
at  Kansas  City;  S19;  Buffalo,  $19;  Du- 
luth, $19.78,  but  some  of  these  cities  do 
not  furnish  text  books.  The  Duluth 
cost  is  divided  into  text  books,  53  cents; 
supplies,  73  cents;  fuel,  lights,  janitors 
and  incidentals,    $1.52,  and  for    tuition,

The  Black  Hawk  "War. 
The  sturdy  pioneers  who  occupied 
Northern  Illinois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilization  60  years  ago  often  had 
the  monotony  of  frontier  life  broken  by 
conflicts  with  the  Indians.  The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in  1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as  the  Black  Hawk  War,  the 
moving  spirit  of  the  savage  outbreak 
being  the  noted  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black  Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women  and  children,  to  bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  in  what  is  now 
Nernon  county,  Wisconsin.  The  sun  of 
that  second  day  of  August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  field,  and  the  result  was 
the  death  of  nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  of  the  campaign.  The 
chief  himself  escaped  and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near  Rock  Island,  111. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern R.  R.,  the  "Scenic  line,"  which 
touches  most  of  the  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  For  further 
information  as  to  the  attractions  of  the 
line,  tickets,  rates  and  maps  call  on  your 
local  agent  or  write  to  W.  J.  C.  Kenyon, 
Gen.  Pass.

Forrestal  Matters  Ltwik  Well  for  the  Laborers 

But   Bad  for  Supplj  and  Material 

Men. 


The  park  conunissioners  have  their 
war  paint  on  and  will  not  be  s;ife  for  any 
of  their  enemies  to  cross  their  path  here- 
after. 

A  week  or  so  ago  they  notified  Davis 
&  Cooper  that  they  must  not  draw  loads 
of  gravel  along  that  part  of  the  terrace 
drive  running  through  Brookdale  divis- 
ion and  known  as  Bay  View  terrace,  as 
the  weight  of  the  teams  cut  into  the 
roadway  and  seriously  injured  it  for 
pleasure  driving,  for  which  it  was  in- 
tended. Today  the  police  arrested  one 
of  Davis  &  Cooper's  drivers,  but  it  was 
found  that  he  could  not  be  punished  be- 
cause there  was  no  law  that  would  cover 
the  offense.  He  was  therefore  dis- 
charged. 

The  commissioners  are  not  to  be 
worsted  a  second  time  and  so  they  will 
hold  a  special  meeting  this  afternoon  and 
a  resolution  (which  they  are  allowed  to 
do  by  the  park  act)  imposing  a  fine  for 
driving  heavily  loaded  wagons  over  the 
terrace  drive.  City  Attorney  Allen  is 
preparing  the  measure.  It  will  be  pub- 
lished tomorrow  morning  and  the  com- 
mission will  see  that  its  provisions  are 
observed. 

While  the  park  board  is  making  a  fuss 
about  this  matter.it  should  have  long  be- 
fore looked  into  another  matter  that  is 
reallv  worth  serious  consideration,  espe- 
cially as  it  could  be  righted  with  injury 
to  none.  For  at  least  three  months  the 
crossing  of  the  terrace  at  Piedmont  ave- 
nue has  been  obstructed  by  broken  rock, 
which  a  half  dozen  loads  of  gravel  would 
have  covered,  remedying  a  great  nuis- 
ance. The  contractor  should  have  been 
compelled  to  brace  up  long  ago.

All  Their  Claims  to  be  Paid  and 
Cent  of  Others- 
Assignee  Voss  has  the  Bell  and  An- 
derson matters  down  to  a  fine  point  and 
within  the  next  24  hours  will  fill  his  list 
of  assets  and  liabilities.  There  are  three 
contracts  on  which  money  is  due  from 
the  city  to  Bell  and  Anderson.  The  one 
is  Fourth  street,  another  takes  in  East 
Superior  street  improvement  and  South 
street  sewer  while  the  third  takes  in  the 
West  Superior  street  improvement.  First 
alley  improvement  and  Twentieth  ave- 
nue sewer.  The  moneys  due  from  the 
city  foot  up  to  $12,217.98,  including  final 
estimates  on  all  three  contracts  and  the 
5  per  cent  held  back  on  the  sewers  sev- 
eral months  a^o.  These  figures  are  ob- 
tained after  taking  out  S200  for  a  wall  on 
Fourth  street  that  must  be  built  by  the 
citv. 

the  claims  for  labor  foot  up  $18,315.89. 
Of  this  $1120.65  's  a  claim  put  in  by 
Martin  Anderson,  a  Fourth  street  sub- 
contractor on  paving.  Anderson's  cus- 
tom heretofore  has  been  to  draw  out  his 
money  in  a  lump  and  pay  ofif 
his  men  himself.  Now  he  sends  in  the 
individual  claims.  The  court  will  have 
to  decide  whether  this  labor  claim  shall 
go  in  as  a  single  claim  or  as  several 
claims.  As  the  law  provides  that  labor 
claims  up  to  $50  covering  the  time  after 
June  27  shall  be  paid  in  full,  but  that  all 
other  labor  claims  must  go  in  011  the 
same  basis  as  those  for  material,  it  is 
easy  to  see  that  the  question  of  con- 
sidering Anderson's  claim  as  a  whole  or 
in  small  sums  is  of  great  imporiance  to 
Anderson  or  his  men.  The  other  labor 
owed  for  by  Truax  &  Co.  on  the  Fourth 
and  South  street  contracts  amounts  to 
$17,189.24.  There  are  probably  not  over 
25  labor  claims  in  this  list  that  amounts 
to  over  $50,  but  there  is  considerable 
that  was  owed  before  June  27  and  that 
must  come  in  with  the  claims  for  ma- 
terial. .Mr.  Voss  says  that  the  labor 
owed  for  before  June  17  and  the  material 
claims  will  realize  10  or  11  cents  on  the 
dollar.

PROFIT  BY  HUNGER 


Rnssian  Corn  Merchants  Seek  to  Profit 

by  the  Starvation  of 

the  Poor. 


Thousands  Dying  in  the    Baku    Dis- 
tricts While  the  Famine  Grows 
More  Severe. 


Encourag:ing  Reports  of  English  Har- 
vests are  Abandoned  Because 
of  Poor  Returns. 


London,  Oct.  6. — St.  Petersburg  news- 
papers denounce  the  conduct  of  mer- 
chants and  noblemen  for  seeking  profit 
from  their  stores  of  corn  while  peasants 
are  starving.  A  strong  appeal  to  the 
government  is  made  by  the  press  to  re- 
move the  edict  prohibiting  the  export  of 
rye,  and  to  substitute  therefor  a  heavy 
tax  on  the  exportation  of  all  cereals. 

Rerorts  from  the   Baku    district    and 

elsewhere  are  to  the  effect  that  thousands 
of  persons  are  dying  of  starvation.  The 
distress  is  growing  more  terrible  all  over 
the  famine-stricken  territory;  and  re- 
ports of  cannibalism  by  parents  of  their 
children,  are  so  frequent  as  to  demand 
belief.  It  is  stated  on  excellent  authority 
that  the  Russian  government  is  consider- 
ing, and  will  shortly  promulgate  an  edict 
Srohibiting  the  export  of  wheat  or  wheat 
our.  It  is  possible  a  very  heavy  tax 
will  take  the  place  of  the  prohibition. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  esfimates  made 
in  England  for  an  increase  in  the  early 
figures  of  the  wheat  crop  will  have  to  be 
abandoned.  There  have  been  losses  by 
sprouting  and  shelling  which  will  reduce 
the  yield  very  much. 


A  KING  IS  DEAD, 

But  He  Was  a  Little  King  and  Didn't 
Amount  to  Much. 

Stuttgart,  Oct.  6.— King  Karl  I,  of 
Wurtemburg,  is  dead.  His  death  oc- 
curred at  7  o'clock  this  morning.  He 
had  been  ill  for  some  time  past  and  yes- 
terday his  condition  became  so  critical 
that  extreme  unction  was  administered 
to  him. 

Charles  I  (Charles  Frederick  Alex- 
ander), eldest  son  of  William  I,  was  born 
March  6,  1823  and  succeeded  to  the 
throne  June  25,  1864.     He   followed    the 

Eolicy  of  his  father  on  the  Schleswig 
[olstein  question  and  formed  one  of  the 
minor  states  party  in  the  diet.  He  on 
Tuly  13,  1846,  married  a  daughter  of 
Nicholas  I,  late  czar  of  Russia. 

The  heir  to  the  throne  is  Prince  Wil- 
helm,  who  will  be  Wilhelm  II.  He  is  a 
nephew  of  the  late  king,  being  the  son  of 
his  sister  Catherine  and  his  cousin 
Frederick. 

There  has  been  danger  recently  that 
the  Americans  who  gained  influence  at 
the  court  of  Wurtemberg  some  time  ago 
would  resume  their  sway,  in  which  case, 
it  is  understood,  the  late  king  would 
have  been  forced  to  abdicate  had  not 
Queen  Olga  undertaken  to  prevent  a  re- 
currence of  the  scandals.  The  king 
since  that  time  had  been  practically  a 
prisoner  in  his  apartments,  as  it  was 
feared  that  he  would  escape  from  Stutt- 
gart and  go  to  Paris  which  would  proba- 
ably  have  resulted  in  a  scandal  or  a  cat- 
astrophe. 

Not  Our  Mr.  Henry. 
London,  Oct.  6.—The  Right  Hon.Wm. 
Henry  Smith,  first  lord  of  the  treasury, 
government  leader  in  the  house  of  com- 
mons, who  was  recently  created  lord 
warden  of  the  Cinque  ports,  and  who  has 
been  very  ill  for  some  time  past,  died 
suddenly  this  morning.  A  conference  of 
physicians  was  hurriedly  called,  but  it 
did  no  good  and  he  expired  at  noon. 

GROPND  CAVES  IN. 


The  Bottom  Falls  Out  of  a  Large  Area 
in  Pennsylvania. 
Carbondalk,  Pa.,  Oct. 6. — Nearly  200 
acres  of  ground  in  the  northwest  quarter 
of  this  city  under  which  Coalbrook  colli- 
ery of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  com- 
pany is  tunneled,  are  in  a  state  of  tur- 
bulence and  there  is  danger  of  one  of 
the  most  extensive  cave-ins  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  coal  regions.  The  200  mine- 
workers  were  ordered  out  and  the  com- 
pany is  awaiting  results. 
DThe  ground  is  heaving  like  a  constant 
earthquake.  From  the  inside  the  noise 
of  the  working,  which  at  first  was  indis- 
tinct and  did  not  presage  any  very  seri- 
ous trouble  has  become  loud  and  sounds 
that  are  continuous  and  deafening  re- 
verberate through  the  mine. 

ISignificance  of  ''German  Day." 
San  Francisco,  Oct.  6.— The  two  days' 
celebration  of  the  208th  anniversary  of 
the  landing  of  the  Germans  in  America 
closed  at  an  early  hour  this  morning. 
Mayor  Sanderson,  in  an  address,  dwelt 
with  emphasis  on  the  significance  of  the 
celebration,  which  showed  in  a  twofold 
wav,  not  only  the  German's  quenchless 
love  for  fatherland,  but  his  abidicg  pa- 
triotism for  the  country  of  his   adoption. 

A  Prominent  Lawyer  Suicides. 
Erie,  Pa.,  Oct.  6.— Hon.  A.  F.  Bole,  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Erie  bar  and  a 
resident  of  Corry,  suicided  this  morning 
by  shooting  himself  through  the  head. 
He  was  a  brother  of  Hon.  Wm.  Bole, 
who  failed  for  a  large  amount  a  year  ago, 
and  it  is  thought  that  it  weighed  heavily 
upon  the  suicide's  mind.  Deceased  had 
been  mayor  of  Corry.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  one  child. 


KICK  ATJAYSON, 

But  Jay  son  is  on  Top  Too  High    for 
Kicks  to  Reach. 

New  York,  Oct.  6. — The  Times  this 
morning  says  that  a  rumor  prevails  in 
Wall  street  that  some  Missouri  Pacific 
stockholders  are  dissatisfied  with  Gould's 
management  of  that  road,  and  that  ef- 
forts are  under  way  to  organize  a  con- 
certed movement:  on  the  part  of  the 
stockholders  to  depose  Mr.  Gould  from 
the  presidency  ana  get  control  of  the 
property.  Gould  himself  said  recently 
at  a  meeting  that  he  did  not  own  a  ma- 
jority of  the  stock  in  the  road,  and  that 
if  the  stockholde-s  became  dissatisfied 
they  could  put  him  from  control. 

Uould's  methods  in  regard  to  the  re- 
cent dividend  which  caused  the  stock  to 
fall  ID  per  cent  t.re  said  to  have  caused 
the  disgruntlement.  Another  rumor 
prevailed  on  the  street  yesterday  that 
Samuel  Sloan  was  so  disgusted  with 
Gould's  methods  that  he  proposed  to 
withdraw  from  the  directories  of  the 
several  corporations  that  Gould  controls. 
Sloan  maintains  a  grim  silence  as  to  his 
intentions.

The  Democrats  Lo^e  in  Many  Munici- 
pal Elect.ons  Yesterday. 

Hartford,  Conn.,  Oct.  6.— The  elec- 
tion in  this  city  and  surrounding  towns 
yesterday  was  generally  conducted  in  a 
quiet  manner.  The  result  shows  no 
great  change  from  last  year  except  in 
the  case  of  Waterbury,  where  the  elec- 
tion proved  a  great  surprise.  Mayor 
Baldwin,  democrat,  is  defeated.  The 
republicans  also  captured  the  common 
council.  Canton  Glastonbury,  Wethers- 
field,  West  Hartford,  East  Canby,  Bris- 
tol, Winchester  and  New  Hartford  went 
republican  and  Bloomfield,  New  En- 
gland, East  Hartford,  Meriden  and  New 
Britain  democratic. 

The  republicans  of  Ansonia  say  they 
will  contest  the  election  of  all  the  demo- 
crats, as  the  ballots  used  were,  they  say, 
not  printed  according  to  law. 
DMost  of  the  town  offices  here  were 
captured  by  the  democrats.  The  demo- 
crats elect  the  town  clerk,  the  first  se- 
lectman and  a  majority  of  the  board  of 
selectmen.  The  republicans  elect  their 
treasurer  and  registrar. 


THE  ASSOCIATION  IN  CHICAGO. 


A  Competing  Team  May  Aid  in  An- 
son'j!  Downfall. 
Chicago,  Oet.  6. — The  News  this 
morning  says:  There  is  no  longer  any 
doubt  that  Chicajjo  will  have  an  Ameri- 
can Association  <;lub  next  year.  The 
movement  starte<i  by  Manager  Barnie 
and  backed  by  Von  der  Ahe  and  other 
American  association  magnates,  was 
never  wholly  a  success  and,  but  for  an 
unlooked  for  emergency,  would  doubt- 
less have  fallen  through.  This  emer- 
gency was  the  conduct  of  the  New  York 
club  in  the  last  series  in  Boston,  which 
enraged  many  ardent  supporters  of  the 
local  league  club.

The  Lads  Are  Kept  at    Grovernment 
Schools  Under  Compulsion. 

Guthrie,  I.  T.,  Oct.  6.— Two  weeks 
ago  Chief  Justice  Green  decided  that  the 
government  had  no  authority  to  take  In- 
dian children  and  put  them  in  school 
without  the  const  nt  of  their  parents,  and 
ordered  an  Indian  boy  to  be  released 
from  the  Chillco  school  and  restored  to 
his  parents  in  the  Iowa  country.  The 
decision  was  taken  under  consideration 
by  the  interior  department  and  now  In- 
dian Commissioner  Morgan  announces 
that  he  will  appeal  the  case  and  carry  it 
up  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States.  The  case  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance, for  if  ;he  government  loses, 
every  Indian  school  in  the  land  will  be 
emptied.

-The  Choc- 
taw council  con  /ened  here  yesterday. 
Wilbar  Hampton  was  elected  speaker. 
The  governor's  message  will  not  be  in 
until  late  tomorrow  or  Thursday,  as  the 
organization  of  tlie  two  houses  will  not 
be  completed  un:il  tonight.

The  Sclieme  for   North   Dakota 
spection  at  West  Superior 
Sized  Up. 


A  Member  of  the    Fargo   Board   of 

Trade  Tells  How  it 

Was  Worlied. 


For  George  Walsh,  Dakota  PoMtician, 
and  the  Superior  Real  Es- 
tate Boomer. 


Minneapolis,  Oct.  6.— The  Tribune 
today  publishes  the  following  special 
from  Fargo: 

"Our  trip  to  Superior  was  a  fizzle,  as 
far  as  any  practical  result  is  concerned," 
said  a  member  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  trade  to  investi- 
gate the  claims  of  the  city  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  to  be  the  proper  place  for 
North  Dakota  farmers  to  ship  their 
wheat.  "We  had  a  very  pleasant  little 
junket  and  were  treated  right  royally. 
It  is  very  easy  in  making  a  speech  after 
a  champagne  dinner  to  outline  a  plan  on 
paper  by  which  Superior  should  become 
the  exclusive  outlet  for  North  Dakota's 
5o,goo,ooo  bushels  of  wheat,  but  it  takes 
something  more  than  speeches  to  build 
elevators  and  provide  facilities  for  hand- 
ling a  crop  like  that. 

"I  went  to  see  what  advantages  West 
Superior  had,  or  was  likely  to  have  to 
offer  over  Duluth  or  Minneapolis  as  a 
shipping  point  for  my  crop.  At  present 
I  found  none,  except  on  paper  or  in  the 
imagination  of  interested  par- 
ties. I  found  that  they  pro- 
Eose  that  an  elevator  shall 
e  erected  at  West  Superior  by  a 
stock  company  which  shall  oe  composed 
partly  of  North  Dakotans  and  partly  of 
West  Superior  people.  This,  they  say, 
is  to  be  run  in  the  interests  of  the  North 
Dakota  farmer,  and  is  to  handle  nothing 
but  North  Dakota  wheat.  The  inspec- 
tion is  to  be  under  the  authority  of  the 
North  Dakota  railway  commissioners, 
and  the  North  Dakota  farmer  is  to  get  15 
cents  more  a  bushel  for  his  wheat. 

"Now,  as  I  said  before,  this  looks  very 
nice  on  paper.  In  the  first  place  I  don't 
believe  that  any  body  of  men  are  going 
to  invest  $500,000  in  building  elevators 
simply  to  benefit  their  fellow  farmers. 
My  experience  nas  been  that  elevators 
are  built  and  run  to  make  money.  I  can 
see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  if  another 
elevator  is  built  at  Superior  it  will  be  run 
on  any  different  plan.  Chairman  Walsh 
of  the  railroad  commissirn,  says  that 
it  will  be  run  under  the  North 
Dakota  inspection  law,  but  that 
is  merely  thrown  out  to  gull  the 
suckers  into  believing  that  Walsh 
is  looking  after  their  interests  and  would 
be  a  good  man  for  governor  next  year. 
Walsh  knows  that  a  month  ago  Judge 
Caldwell  exploded  all  that  by  his  de- 
cision that  the  North  Dakota  Inspection 
law  only  applies  to  inspection  on  grain 
for  storage  in  elevators  within  the  state, 
anc  that  the  commission  has  no  more 
power  to  inspect  grain  in  Superior  than 
It  has  in  Liverpool.  Of  course  nobody 
in  North  Dakota  is  going  to  object  to 
people  in  Superior  who  like  to  erect  an- 
other elevator,  but  I  can  see  no  reason 
why  we  should  be  expected  to  go  down 
in  our  pockets  to  help  build  it. 

"As  an  advertisement  for  West  Supe- 
rior our  trip  has  been  a  success,  but 
that  is  about  all  we  accomplished,  unless 
it  was  to  give  the  politicians,  like  George 
Walsh,  something  with  which  to  tickle 
the  farmers  into  the  idea  that  he  was 
going  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  for 
their  interests.  My  impression  is  that 
the  scheme  has  served  its  purpose  in 
these  two  ways,  and  that  is  all  it  was  in- 
tended to  do." 


THE  BURSTED  BANKS. 


Another  Coal  Region  Bank  Goes  Down; 
General  Distrust  Prevails. 

Clearfield,  Pa.,  Oct.  5.— The  situa- 
tion here  and  at  Houtzdale  in  regard  to 
the  burst  banks  is  unchange  from  yes- 
terday. President  Dill  is  still  in  jail  but 
all  efforts  on  the  part  of  newspaper  men 
to  make  him  talk  have  failed.  Cashier 
McGrath,  of  the  Houtzdale  bank,  says 
the  liabilities  of  that  concern  amount  to 
$105,000  and  there  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  depositors  are  well  pro- 
tected. 

Jonathan  Boynton,  father-in-law  of 
President  Dill,  is  president  of  the  Phil- 
lipsburg  Center  bank  and  this  connec- 
tion probably  created  a  feeling  of  unrest 
and  suspicion,  and  the  closing  of  the 
bank's  doors.  The  cashier  states  that  he 
believes  all  deposits  will  be  paid  in  full. 
Phillipsburg  is  only  short  distance  from 
Clearfield  and  Houtzdale.  Ever  since 
the  Clearfield  bank  closed  and  the 
Houtzdale  bank  failed,  the  Phillipsburg 
institution  has  experienced  an  unprece- 
dented run.  First  the  small  depositors 
began  an  open  onslaught  but  it  was  not 
till  the  heavy  depositors  began  checking 
out  that  the  close  came.  This  being  the 
center  of  the  coal  interests  in  this  re- 
gion, a  great  amount  of  cash  is  required 
daily,  and  unprecedented  stringency  is 
now  reported.  It  is  feared  many  private 
individuals  and  concerns  will  go  down  in 
the  general  crash  that  seems  imminent. 

New  York  Will  Investigate. 
New  York,  Oct.  6.— The  management 
of  the  New  York  baseball  club  has  de- 
dided,  on  account  of  the  recent  charges 
brought  against  it  to  the  effect  that  the 
team  had  been  purposely  weakened  in 
the  recent  Boston  series,  to  make  an  im- 
mediate and  full  investigation  and  re- 
port the  result  of  its  inquiry  on  Oct.  12. 
The  executive  committee  of  the  club, 
Messrs.  Day,  Talco.t  and  Spalding  will 
conduct  the  investigation. 


An  Irish  Section. 
Dublin,  Oct.  6. — The  Dublin  corpora- 
tion has  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire 
as  to  how  it  is  possible  to  co-operate 
with  other  municipal  and  commercial 
bodies  in  Ireland,  so  as  toobtain  an  Irish 
section  in  the  Columbian  exposition  and 
as  to  how  to  financially  assist  the  promo- 
ters in  obtaining  Irish  exhibits  for  this 
purpose.

QUEEN  VIC'S  FORTY. 

Radicals  Even  Object  to  the  Queen's 
Having  Grandchildren. 

•London,  Oct.  6.— The  birth  of  a  grand- 
child to  the  queen  has  given  rise  to  a 
new  crop  of  usual  comments  on  the 
abundance  of  royal  decendants.  The 
radical  newspapers  generally  give  the 
little  one  a  cold  welcome.  The  Pall 
Mall  Gazette  prints  a  list  of  forty  grand- 
children of  Queen  Victoria  ana  points 
out  that  there  is  comfort  in  the  reflection 
that  the  succession  is  safe.  This  seems 
to  be  the  only  comfort  tax-payers  ex- 
tract from  the  situation. 

The  baby  will  be  no  additional  burden, 
for  the  present,  to  the  British  treasury. 
Battenburg  and  the  Princess  Beatrice  al- 
ready have  a  liberal  allowance  from  par- 
liament, and  Beatrice  besides,  has  the 
privilege  of  living  on  Queen  Victoria's 
bounty,  as  she  accomapnies  the  queen 
everywhere.  Battenburg,  who  is  looked 
on  as  a  mere  appendage  of  the  house- 
hold, has  been  called  the  most  unhappy 
man  in  Great  Britain;  but  the  assertion 
cannot  be  true,  as,  ever  since  he  married 
Beatrice  he  has  had  enough  to  eat, 
whereas  in  Germany  he  was  in  very 
precarious  circumstances. 


WHO  ASKS  HER  IN! 

Vancouver  Announces  She  Will  not 
Join  the  United  States. 

London,  Oct.  6.— Hon.  J.  H.  Turner, 
minister  of  finance  and  agriculture  of 
British  Columbia,  now  in  this  city,  an- 
nounces that  the  government  will  ac- 
cept $250,000  of  the  $750,000  offered  by 
Mr.  Goschen,  chancellor  of  the  excheq- 
uer, for  the  experiment  for  the  settle- 
ment of  Vancouver  by  crofters. 

Annexation  to  the  United  States,  Mr. 
Turner  says,  has  no  place  in  the  practical 
politics  of  the  colony.  The  people  are 
engrossed  in  the  prosperity  brought  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific  railway  which  is 
rapidly  diverting  trade  from  the  United 
States  into  Canadian  channels. 


The  Day's  Fires. 

Deadwood — The  Greenwood  gold 
stamp  mill  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire 
Sunday  night.  The  mill  was  erected  in 
1884  at  a  cost  of  $150,000.  The  fire  was 
the  work  of  an  incendiary. 

Pittsburgh — Six  cheap  frame  tene- 
ment houses  at  Braddock  were  destroyed 
by  fire  this  morning.  The  flames  were 
caused  by  a  lamp  explosion.  James  Mc- 
Guire,  aged  28,  a  laborer  at  the  Edgar 
Thomson  w'orks,  was  burned  to  death. 

Boston — A  slight  fire  occurred  in  the 
three-story  tenement  house,  No.  70 
Nashua  street,  last  night.  A  family  of 
the  name  of  Kelly,  living  in  the  upper 
story,  became  panic  stricken  and  jumped 
from  the  windows.  The  family  con- 
sisted of  the  father  and  mother  and  two 
children,  and  all  were  hurt,  the  children 
fatally.

S.  Brice  makes  a  downright  denial  of 
statements  concerning  him  and  Gover- 
nor Campbell  which  have  recently  been 
published.

Political  Criminals  Protected. 
New  York,  Oct.  6. — The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  special  says:  Campos

law,  is  en  route  to  Washington  with  im- 
portant documents.  It  is  alleged  that 
grounds  exist  for  criminal  charges 
against  several  political  refugees  now- 
stopping  at  the  American  legation,  but 
that  Minister  Egan  has  never  been  offi- 
cially notified  of  that  fact.

Little  Rock  Ark.,  Oct.  6.— The  in- 
ter-oceanic railway  with  a  capital  of 
$7,000,000  has  filed  articles  of  incorpor- 
ation.

Stapleton,  S.  1.,  Oct.  6.-  .^  wagon 
with  four  occupants,  consisting  of  a  man, 
woman  and  two  children,  was  struck  by 
a  West-bound  train  of  the  Staten  Isl.ind 
railroad  this  morning.  The  man  and 
woman  were  killed  and  their  bodies  were 
picked  up  in  a  mangled  condition. 

Many  Wrecks  in  the  Irish  Sea. 
London,  |Oct.  6.— Terriffic  gales  pre- 
vail in  the  Irish  sea  and  three  wrecks 
have  already  occurred  off  Holyhead.

A  SEW  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

Anent  the  p  reposition  of  certain  en- 
thusiastic West  Superior  and  North  Da- 
kota men  to  establish  a  board  of  trade  in 
Superior,  a  Fargo  man,  presumably, 
from  the  way  he  talkj,  included  in  the 
late  junketing  trip  to  Superior,  says 
says  some  very  pointed  things  "in  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune,  throwing  cold 
water  on  the  scheme.  He  sees  no  reason 
for  another  wheat  market  and  fails  to 
understand  why  a  new  elevator  at  West 
Superior  would  give  North  Dakota  farm- 
ers any  advantage  in  selling  their  wheat. 
Elevators  are  built  and  run,  he  maintains, 
to  make  money  and  not  tor  philanthropic 
ends,  and  the  combined  Superior-farmer 
elevator  across  the  bay  would  be  no  e.\- 
ception  to  the  rule.  He  is  right  when 
he  holds  that  as  an  advertisement  of 
West  Superior  and  as  a  mild  political 
boom  for  George  Walsh,  the  horny- 
handed,  down-trodden  farmer  of  North 
Dakota,  the  visits  and  banquets  and 
newspaper  articles  have  been  a  success. 

The  Herald  has  heretofore  refrained 
from  the  discussion  of  the  Superior 
proposition  for  a  board  of  trade  and 
hesitates  to  enter  it  now.  There  are  one 
or  two  things  to  be  said  on  the  subject, 
however,  that  may  be  printed  without 
arousing  the  unholy  wrath  of  our  Wis- 
consin friends.  That  a  board  of  trade 
in  Superior  would  add  somewhat  to  that 
city's  prestige  may  be  conceded.  So 
may  be  the  fact  that  if  her  people  will 
put  up  their  money  in  sufficient  quanti- 
ties and  back  it  by  their  unremitting 
energies  for  a  series  of  years  a  moder- 
ately successful  board  may  be  estab- 
lished. 

A  board  of  trade  and  a  wheat  market 
come  not  from  the  location  of  large  ele- 
vators, but  from  the  presence  of  grain 
dealers  commanding  large  capital,  and 
from  years  of  business.  Duluth  found 
it  slow  work  to  build  her  board  of  trade 
to  an  acknowledged  position,  and  Du- 
luth had  the  help  of  the  grain  trade  in 
other  cities  and  wis  without  opposition 
in  this  immediate  neighborhood.  The 
Duluth  board  is  established  and  is 
known  the  world  over,  as  the  vsheat 
of  the  Northwest  whieh  finds  its  way 
across  the  sea  is  known  as  Duluth  hard 
wheat.  A  board  of  trade  at  Superior 
would  find  itself  handicapped  by  the 
prior  e.\istence  of  the  Duluth  board  and 
while  grain  men  settled  there  and  doing 
business  on  its  board  would  find  a  mar- 
ket for  all  the  wheat  they  had  to  ship, 
and  by  selhng  on  sample  could 
probably  get  just  as  much 
money  for  it,  the  only  effect 
would  be  to  divide  the  strength  of  the 
grain  trade  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  and 
and  make  two  small  uninfiuential  boards 
where  there  is  now  one  influential  and 
widely  recognized  one.  It  would  please 
the  Minneapolis  men  who  are  jealous  of 
the  wheat  business  here  to  see  it  split  up 
between  two  rival  and  antagonistic 
boards,  which  would  nearly  always  be 
pulling  at  cross  purposes.  The  men 
who  handle  the  grain  and  who  own  the 
elevators  do  not  want  to  see  such  a  con- 
dition of  affairs  andthe  farmers  would 
only  lose  by  it.  Looking  at  it  from  a 
business  man's  view,  so  far  as  the  actu- 
al receipts  and  shipments  of  wheat  by 
the  elevators  located  in  Superior,  are 
concerned,  it  will  be  positive  benefit  to 
Superior  that  the  present  condition  of 
affairs  be  maintained. 

Of  course  Superior  would  feel  that  her 
importance  was  more  likely  to  be  recog- 
nized, but  is  it  really  worth  the  expense 
and  trouble  the  city  must  go  to  to  estab- 
lish a  board,  only  to  find  when  it  is  done 
that  the  grain  interests  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  have  been  divided  and  injured 
and  the  movement  is  for  the  benefit  of 
other  trade  centers?  The  same  amount 
of  money  spent  on  new  manufacturing 
plants  will  do  the  city  much  more  direct 
good,  and  go  just  as  far  in  securing  the 
general  recognition  of  Superior  as  a 
place  of  imp>ortance.  A  board  of  trade 
will  not  increase  very  largely  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  place.  The  factories 
would. 


BISINE.SS  RAPIDLY  IMPROVIXO. 

The  month  of  September  worked  a  great 
change  in  the  financial  history  of  the 
country.  It  is  now  nearly  a  year  since 
the  world-wide  panic  occurred  which  re- 
sulted in  a  depression  which  has  been 
quite  general  and  has  lasted  up  to  with- 
in a  few  weeks.  Indeed,  it  would  prob- 
ably have  lasted  considerably  longer  in 
this  country  had  our  crops  not  proved  so 
bountiful  at  a  time  when  they  were  in 
great  demand.  For  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember Duluth's  bank  clearings  were 
$12,072,038,  as  against  $9,509,697  one 
year  ago,  $5,487,416  two  years  ago  and 
$9,646,591  three  years  ago.  In  other 
words,  Duluth's  banking  business  during 
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the  September  just  past  has  been  one- 
third  better  than  in  any  previous  Sep- 
tember. The  clearings  for  the  nine 
months  just  ended  were  $73,474,181,  as 
against  $75,758,485  last  year,  $62,684,''99 
two  years  ago  and  $72,591,385  three 
years  ago.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
record  of  i8t;i  will  undoubtedly  surpass 
that  of  every  previous  year  of  Duluth's 
wonderful  history. 

How  ;ibout  other  cities?  Last  month's 
record  at  Omaha  is  $4,100,000  less  than 
one  year  ago.  At  St.  loseph  it  is  $500,- 
000  less,  Nashville  $1,300,000,  Fort 
Worth  $3,000,000,  Chattanooga  $i.ooo.- 
000,  Louisville  $4,300,000.  Denver  $3,000,- 
000.  Cleveland  and  Detroit  $9,000,000, 
Tacoma  $600,000,  Seattle  $1,500,000  and 
Salt  Lake  City  $1,700,000  less.  Galves- 
ton, St.  Paul,  Los  Angelos,  Richmond, 
Baltimore,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Grand 
Rapids,  Indianapolis,  Columbus,  Cincin- 
nati, Buffalo  and  Portland,  Ore.,  show- 
fair  increases,  while  Chicago,  Minne- 
apolis and  New  York,  in  common  with 
Duluth,  show  very  large  increases,  due 
chiefly  in  the  cases  of  Minneapolis  and 
Chicago  to  the  handling  of  grain  and  in 
that  of  New  York  to  grain,  to  increased 
speculation  in  stocks  and  to  a  general  re- 
vival of  business.  In  Milwaukee,  New 
Orleans,  Washington,  San  Francisco, 
Wilmington  and  Memphis  the  situation 
last  month  was  about  the  same  as  one 
year  ago.  Philadelphia  has  largely  fallen 
off,  probably  to  a  great  extent  on  ac- 
count of  the  troubles  to  which  her  banks 
have  been  subjected.  Pittsburgh  has 
also  fallen  off  several  millions,  because 
of  the  slowness  of  the  iron  trade. 

Only  thirty-one  out  of  fifty-six  cities 
show  gains  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  year.  Yet  the  showing  is  not  a  bad 
one  when  all  things  are  taken  into  con- 
sideration, and  who  will  say  that  Duluth 
isn't  holding  up  her  end  through  the 
struggle  in  excellent  form? 


SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


For  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  Supe- 
rior has  spent  $1,333,270  for  running  the 
city  government  and  making  improve- 
ments. Of  the  total  $428,209  were  con- 
sumed in  running  the  city,  and  $905,- 
061  in  road  and  sewer  building. 
Of  the  $428,209  used  in 

running  the  government,  the  fire  depart- 
ment took  $37,000,  the  police  $22,000,  the 
street  and  engineering  departments  $60,- 
000,  and  the  general  fund  $182,500.  This 
was  an  average  per  capita  expense  of 
$28.60,  estimating  an  average  of  15,000 
people  during  the  year.  Of  the  im- 
provement fund,  which  was  a  per  capita 
tax  of  $60.34,  $490,000  went  to  streets 
sidewalks  and  so  forth,  and  the 
rest  to  sewers.  The  estimate  for 
running  the  citv  government  for  the 
coming  year  is  $265,950,  of  which  $191,- 
000  is  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  This 
makes  a  pretty   expensive    eovernment. 


The  "tin  plate  liar"  is  a  personage  said 
to  be  very  active  in  the  Ohio  campaign 
this  fall.

The  present  of  a 
box  of  100  pounds  of  bright  American 
tin  plate  by  the  United  .States  Iron  and 
Tin  Plate  Manufacturing  company,  of 
Dellmar,  Pa.,  to  Governor  Campbell 
might  be  taken  «s  a  gentle  hint  on  their 
part  that  he  was  to  be  classed  as  one  of 
the  aforesaid  t.  p.  I's. 


The  steamer  Iron  King,  which  has 
been  aground  at  the  entrance  to  Supe- 
rior harbor  since  Friday,  was  floated 
this  morning.  The  expense  of  the  little 
escapade,  including  tug  bills,  lighterage 
dues,  delay,  etc.,  cannot  fall  short  of 
S3000.  This  will  probably  fall  on  the  in- 
surance company  covering  the  vessel. 


Mr.  Fassett,  of  New  York,  is  said  to 
be  as  good  a  speechmaker  as  Mr.  Har- 
rison, of  the  L'nited  States,  and  that  is 
saying  a  good  deal.

D.  Blaine,  of  Toronto,  and  James  Con- 
niee,  of  Port  Arthur,  arrived  in  the  city 
last  night,  having  come  from  Port 
Arthur  to  Sand  lake  by  rail  and  thence 
to  Ely  by  canoe. 

The  former  is  a  prominent  member  of 
the  Toronto  board  of  traile  and  connect- 
ed with  the  contracting  firm  that  is  build- 
ing the  Port  Arthur,  Duluth  &  Western. 
Mr.  Conmee  is  a  stockholder  in  the  road 
and  one  of  Port  Arthur's  most  substan- 
tial and  progressive  citizens.  They  re- 
port havmg  had  a  very  rough  time  on 
their  six  days's  canoe  trip,  as  the 
weather  was  very  disagreeable  and  the 
guide  was  an  impostor. 

The  railroad  is  now  graded  as  far  as 
the  east  end  of  North  lake,  lo  miles 
northeast  from  the  international  boun- 
dary, and  the  rails  are  laid  and  the  track 
ballasted  as  tar  as  Sand  lake,  lo  miles 
east  of  North  lake.  The  track  will  be 
laid  only  as  far  as  North  lake  this  year. 
The  terminus  will  be  at  the  west  end  of 
Guntlint  lake,  lo  miles  west  of  the  point 
which  the  grading  has  thus  far  reached 
and  on  the  boundary.  If  miners 
want  to  transport  machinery 
as  far  as  the  boundary  before 
the  road  is  completed  it  can  be  easily 
done  by  boat  on  North  and  Guntlint 
lakes,  which  are  practically  one.  The 
gentlemen  would  say  nothing  as  to 
w  hether  they  had  been  promised  con- 
tracts for  hauling  ore  to  Port  Arthur 
from  this  side  of  the  line,  but  they 
thought  that  their  road  would  compete 
with  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  on  rates 
from  points  some  distance  this  side  of 
the  boundary.  They  could  say  nothing 
as  to  an  ultimate  connection  with  the 
Iron  Range  road.  It  was  their  opinion 
that  there  is  enough  iron  ore  on  the  East- 
em  Vermilion  for  several  roads. 

The  Badger,  Beaver  and  Silver  Moun- 
tain mines  across  the  boundary  are 
highly  prosperous  now.  At  present  the 
Beaver  has  $1,000,000  worth  of  ore  in 
sight.  Many  other  properties  are  being 
developed. 

No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  by  the 
Port  Artur  road  toward  extending  their 
line  on  this  side.  Whether  it  will  build 
remains  to  be  seen. 


THE   COLNCIL. 


It  Talks  Over  a  Waterw^orks  Purchase 
and  a  Canal  Bridge. 

Several  important  matters  were  dis- 
cussed by  the  city  council  last  nighty 
chief  among  them  being  a  first  step 
toward  the  purchase  of  the  plant  of  the 
Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company,  and  a 
second  step  toward  the  canal  bridge.  A 
resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the 
finance  committee  Messrs.  Weiss,  Cash 
and  N.  F.  Hugo,  to  negotiate  with  the 
Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company  for  the 
purchase  of  the  plant  by  the  city.  The 
committee  was  authorized  to  engage  ex- 
perts to  find  the  actual  worth  of  the 
plant,  should  matters  reach  a  stage  where 
snch  a  proceeding  would  be  advisable. 
This  conclusion  has  considerable  to  do 
with  a  report  presented  by  the  commit- 
tee on  the  ordmance  requesting  another 
gas  plant.  As  predicted  in  The  Herald 
last  night  the  committee  reported  ad- 
versely. It  also  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  city  had  been  caused  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  and  expense  by 
torn  up  streets,  and  didn't  want  two 
years  more  of  it. 

A  contract  with  E.  J.  Amory  tor  grad- 
ing and  sewering  Fifth  alley  was  ap- 
proved, in  the  sum  of  S'^Qj.  It  also  re- 
Eorted  on  the  full  improvement  of 
ake  avenue  at  a  cost  of  §108,422.  Es- 
timates amounting  to  $11,500 
were  allowed.  A  penalty  of  $2 10 
was  exacted  from  Jos.  Wolf  for 
delay  in  completing  a  grading  contract 
— the  first  time  it  has  ever  been  done. 
An  aerial  fire  truck  was  ordered  bought. 
It  was  decided  not  to  buy  the  site  for  an 
armory  just  yet.  The  finance  committee 
will  find  why  the  Bell  bank  is  not  paying 
dividends. 

Alderman  Ash  introduced  a  resolution 
ordering  the  board  of  works  to  go  ahead 
and  investigate  fully  the  matter  of  a 
canal  bringe.  A  report  will  be  expect- 
ed next  week. 


PARK  LANDS. 


The  Funds  of  the  Board  and  How  They 
Have  Been  Spent. 
The  total  value  of  the  lands  appraised 
for  park  and  parkway  purposes  by  the 
first  board  of  park  commissioners  was 
something  less  than  a  million  dollars. 
This  was  cut  down  by  the  present  board 
to  about  §400,000  ana  of  this  latter  total 
half  has  already  been  purchased,  out  of 
the  §300,000  of  bonds  sold  by  the  board. 
Almost  all  of  the  lands  wanted  along 
Miller  creek  are  bought,  some  seven  en- 
tire blocks  in  Chester  Brook  park,  a 
great  part  of  the  land  in  Central  park, 
where  the  drive  winds  about  the  moun- 
tain. Besides  these  much  of  the  land 
along  the  connecting  drives  has  been 
secured. 

No  more  lands  can  be  bought  at  pres- 
ent because  of  the  fact  that  the  funds  are 
exhausted,  and  the  commissioners  are 
now  petitioning  for  an  assessment  for 
benefits  on  a  part  of  their  work.  Of  the 
$300,000  bonds  sold  §100,000  has  been 
loaned  the  roadway,  and  has  gone  into 
construction.  This  will  be  got  back 
from  the  assessment  for  benefits,  when 
the  sum  realized  can  go  into  realty  pur- 
chases. It  will  buy  more  than  half  the 
remaining  property  wanted. 

The  chief  work  on  the  terrace  this 
year  has  been  confined  to  the  raising  of 
the  road  along  Seventh  street  between 
Eighth  and  Tenth  avenues  west,  and  a 
straightening  out  at  Seventh  avenue 
under  the  incline  road.  Both  are  nearly 
done,  the  work  at  Seventh  avenue  now 
being  finished  except  for  the  final  touches. 
The  road  now  follows  Seventh  street 
from  Fifth  avenue  west  to  about  Twelfth 
avenue,  and  the  securing  of  the  needed 
property  to  widen  it  to  too  feet  will  be 
a  matter  of  little  or  no  expense. 

SETTLERS  DRIVE?*  OUT. 
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heard  from.  Two  others,  however, 
arc  known  to  be  saved.  They  are  head- 
ed respectively  by  Marsh,  of  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  and  Arms,  of  Bay  City,  Mich. 
Among  the  missing  is  County  Surveyor 
E.  R.  Lewis,  of  Itasca  county,  who,  being 
overdue  from  a  trip  toward  Rainy  river, 
is  feared  to  have  been  killed  by  falling 
trees  in  the  storm. 


HUNTING  BIG  GAME. 


Supply  of  Game  of  the  Gamiest  Kind 
Fully  up  to  Demauci. 

It  was  early  this  morning  that  a  big 
black  bear  was  murdered  at  the  outer 
end  of  the  Ohio  Coal  company's  dock  in 
this  city.  He  was  a  young  bear,  but  a 
big  one,  and  apparently  did  not  know 
enough  of  the  ways  of  civilization  to 
steer  clear  of  the  purlieus  of  man. 
Therefore  he  now  hangs,  tail  up,  an  igno- 
minious carcass  in  Parsons  meat  market. 
He  weighed  200  pounds.  It  is  believed 
that  the  bear  was  destined  for  the  wreck 
of  the  Winslow,  having  been  brought 
into  town  by  the  odor  of  the  burning 
sugar. 

Another  black  bear  was  shot  while 
prowling  about  the  city  of  Superior  yes- 
terday. He  was  not  so  unsophisticated 
as  his  friend  whose  untimely  demise  is 
briefly  noted  above  for  he  was  far  from 
civilization  when  shot.  He  also  adorns 
a  meat  shop,  so  honors  are  even  between 
Duluth  and  Superior. 

Not  for  years  have  there  been  so 
many  specimens  of  big  game  seen  near 
the  city.  Two  days  ago  two  black  bears 
were  prowling  about  the  outer  limits  of 
Lester  Park;  in  the  week  people  riding 
on  country  roads  toward  Gnesen  anil 
Hermantown  have  been  surprised  and 
scared  at  the  sight  of  bear  who  have 
hustled  off  in  one  direction  as  fast  as  the 
sightseers  have  run  in  the  other.  Deer 
are  reported  quite  plenty  in  the  woods 
along  the  shore  and  in  timber  cuttings 
toward  Rice  and  Pike  lakes,  a  few  miles 
back  of  town.  Small  game,  partridges 
and  ducks  are  thick  in  the  woods  and 
around  the  many  rice  lakes  and  swamps 
along  the  river. 

"In  one  show  window  of  Dr.  Boyce's 
drug  store  is  a  stuffed  moose,  the  prop- 
erty of  Dr.  Barrett,  of  Tower,  that  is  a 
curiosity.  The  animal  weighed,  when 
killed,  something  over  1670  pounds,  and 
stands  about  six  feet  high  to  the  shoul- 
ders. It  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens 
of  moose  ever  shot  in  Northern  Minne- 
sota, and  is  booked  for  the  World's  fair. 


A  WISE  SUGGESTION. 


Cheap  and  Effective  Method  of  Pro- 
tecting the  Harbor  Front 

Senator  B.  F.  Daughcrty,  who  was  for 
many  years  an  efficient  member  of  the 
city  fire  department,  made  a  suggestion 
to  a  Herald  man  today  in  regard  to  pro- 
tecting the  dock  front  in  case  of  fire. 

"That  fire  on  the  Winslow,"  said  he, 
"ought  to  have  been  put  out  in  a  few- 
minutes.  The  investment  of  a  few  dol- 
lars on  the  part  of  the  city  would  have 
saved  her.  I  have  had  for  three  years 
past  on  one  of  my  boats  a  pump  that 
cost  §315  in  Buffalo.  It  throws  three 
powerful  streams,  each  one  of  which  is 
one-third  larger  than  those  of  the  Sut- 
ton. I  think  that  the  city  ought  to  buy 
about  four  such  pumps.  They  would 
probably  not  cost  over  $300  each.  An 
arrangement  could  undoubtedly  be  en- 
tered into  with  Capt.  Inman  whereby  he 
would  for  a  small  amount  per  season 
keep  these  pumps  on  his  tugs.  It  would 
cost  the  city  only  about  §300  for  enough 
hose  for  each  pump. 

"Inman's  tugs  are  all  over  the  harbor 
and  are  never  away  from  Duluth  very 
long,  so  that  from  two  to  five  tugs  could 
be  put  to  work  on  any  fire  on  the  harbor 
front  within  a  few  minutes  after  the 
sounding  of  the  alarm.  You  remember 
how  nearly  all  of  Inman's  tugs  were 
around  the  Winslow  last  Saturday  short- 
ly after  the  alarm  sounded,  yet  only  one 
of  them  had  a  pump  aboard. 

"I  don't  suppose  it  would  cost  the  city 
over  §3000  or  §3500  a  year  to  protect  the 
millions  of  dollars  of  property  in  the 
harbor.  Just  think  of  it.  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee and  other  lake  cities  are  spend- 
ing many  thousands  on  large  fire  tugs 
that  will  do  the  work  no  belter  than 
these  pumps  I  speak  of." 


LORD  SINCLAIR. 


The  North  Dakota  Farmer  Denies  his 
Accession  to  Lordly  Estates. 
As  a  sensational  article  has  been  go- 
ing the  rounds  of  the  press  lately,  pur- 
porting to  be  from  a  special  correspond- 
ent in  Grand  Forks,  to  the  St.  Paul  press, 
in  regard  to  James  S.  Sinclair,  a  Lakota 
farmer,  falling  heir  to  vast  estates  in 
England,  Mr.  Sinclair  writes  a  friend 
in  Duluth  to  ask  The  Herald  to  correct 
the  statements.  He  writes  that  the  ar- 
ticle in  question  was  untrue  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  In  the  first  place  his  name 
is  John  instead  of  James,  he  came  to 
America  over  16  years  ago,  instead  of 
four.  His  father  had  been  fairly  success- 
ful in  life  having  been  manager  of  the 
Bank  of  Scotland  for  30  years.  He  has 
been  in  constant  correspondence  with 
his  friends  in  Scotland  and  England,  vis- 
iting them  nearly  annually.  He  has 
known  he  was  Lord  Bcrriedale  for  a 
year  past,  but  the  immense  property 
spoken  of  did  not  revert  to  his  father  or 
himselL  Lords  in  Scotland  are  not 
members  of  the  house  of  lords'  as  a  mat- 
ter of  right,  but  by  election.

The  New  Depot. 
Workmen  are  now  putting  up  a  hand- 
some iron  porch  over  the  walk  in  front 
of  the  new  L'nion  depot.  It  is  not  prob- 
able that  the  depot  will  be  ready  for  use 
before  Dec.  i.  Work  on  the  roof  is  far 
enough  advanced  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
height  of  the  structure  and  of  the  main 
waiting-room,  which  is  about  75  feet 
high  in  the  clear  from  the  floor  to  its 
polished  and  oiled  yellow  pine  ceiling 
and  exposed  roof  trusses.  Nearly  all 
woodwork  about  the  building  is  exposed 
and  is  of  the  same  substantial  material. 
The  iron  work  of  the  sheds  and  porches, 
the  work  of  the  Gillette-Herzog  com- 
pany, of  Minneapolis,  is  the  first  large 
constructional  job  ever  done  by  the  com- 
pany, and  is  as  fine  a  piece  of  work  as 
any  experienced  shop  in  the  country 
could  turn  out.  The  parts  have  come 
together  with  the  utmost  precision  of 
engineering.  The  heavy  ganolithic  side- 
walks about  the  building,  as  well  as  in- 
sid*",  the  ceiling  arches  of  pressed  brick 
and  the  sidewalks  of  pressed  and  en- 
ameled brick  give  an  excellent  idea  of 
the  solidity  of  the  structure.  The  roof  is 
to  be  of  slate. 


Hurricane  in  Northern  Minnesota  Has 
Made  Timber  Valueless. 

Reports  are  coming  in  of  the  hurri- 
cane in  the  pine  woods  north  of  Grand 
Rapids  a  few  days  ago.  The  best  cal- 
culation to  be  had  shows  12  to  15  town- 
ships devastated  and  the  loss  of  timber 
is  now  sure  to  be  hundreds  of  millions  of 
feet.

A  $3000  Fire.

The  total  loss  will  probably  be  over

the  building  will  lose  S500, 
the  Chapin-Wells  company  §2500, 
A.  J.  Filiatrault,  §200.  The  fire  company 
can  not  have  too  much  praise  for  the 
good  work  they  did  last  night.  The 
cause  of  the  fire  can  not  be  ascertained, 
but  it  is  easy  to  trace  the  starting  point 
to  the  partition  in  the  basement,  where 
there  is  a  stove  on  one  side  and  a  stock 
of  paints  on  the  other. 

All  losses  were  fully  covered  by  insur- 
ance. The  Chapin-Wells  company  has 
closed  its  store  pending  adjustment  of 
loss.

The  Black  Hawk  War. 
The  sturdy  pioneers  who  occupied 
Northern  Illmois  and  Southern  Wiscon- 
sin for  civilization  60  years  ago  often  had 
the  monotony  of  frontier  lite  broken  by 
conflicts  with  the  Indians.  The  last 
struggle  of  any  importance  in  this  sec- 
tion occurred  in  1832,  and  is  known  to 
history  as  the  Black  Hawk  War,  the 
moving  spirit  of  the  savage  outbreak 
being  the  noted  Black  Hawk,  chief  of 
the  Sacs  and  Fo.\es.  Gen.  Henry  Dodge, 
afterwards  senator  from  Wisconsin,  was 
the  leader  in  the  hot  pursuit  which  finally 
brought  Black  Hawk,  with  his  warriors, 
women  and  children,  to  bay  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  river,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi,  in  what  is  now 
Nernon  county,  Wisconsin.  The  sun  of 
that  second  day  of  August,  1832,  set 
upon  a  bloody  field,  and  the  result  was 
the  death  of  nearly  all  the  braves  and 
the  abrupt  close  of  the  campaign.  The 
chief  himself  escaped  and  died  years 
after  at  his  home  near  Rock  Island,  III. 
The  locality  of  the  battle  is  now  marked 
by  the  village  of  Victory,  so  named  from 
this  engagement,  situated  on  and  reached 
only  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Nor- 
thern R.  R.,  the  "Scenic  line,"  which 
touches  most  of  the  historic  spots  in  the 
upper  Mississippi  valley.  For  further 
information  as  to  the  attractions  of  the 
line,  tickets,  rates  and  maps  call  on  your 
local  agent  or  write  to  W.  J.  C.  Kenyon, 
Gen.  Pass.

The  wheat  rate  this  morning  from  Du- 
luth was  weak  at  three  cents.  The  Chi- 
cago com  rate  yesterday  was  one  and 
three-quarter  cents  and  the  wheat  rate 
two  cents,  with  nothing  doing  in  the  lat- 
ter. 

The  elevators  at  Buffalo  are  all  filled 
with  grain,  while  canal  boats  and  cars 
are  scarce.  It  is  conceded  that  there  is 
a  great  probability  that  boats  arriving 
with  grain  from  now  on  will  be  more  or 
less  delayed  in  unloading. 

The  Library  Board. 
A  meeting  of  the  library  board  was 
held  last  night  at  which  about  400  vol- 
umes were  ordered.  It  was  decided  to 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  city  attorney 
all  claims  for  books  out  long  overtime, 
and  they  will  be  collected  on  by  due 
process  of  law.  There  are  only  four  or 
rive  of  these  unfortunate  delinquents 
but  the  librarian  is  tired  of  fooling  with 
them.  A  number  of  bills  were  ordered 
paid.  The  library  now  has  about  7000 
books  in  stock  and  about  1000  more  on 
the  way  here  and  ordered.

The  call  for  a  general  meeting  of  all 
the  members  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce was  responded  to  by  a  small 
number  only,  considering  the  entire 
membership,  but  what  it  lacked  in  num- 
bers it  made  up  in  spirit.  The  meeting 
was  called  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
out  suggestions,  having  in  view  the  ad- 
vancement of  Duluth's  interests,  and  to 
devise  means  for  taking    advantage    of 

the  tide  of  prosperity  which  promises  to 
flood  the  West. 

President  Baldwin  set  the  ball  rolling 
by  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting  and 
calling  UDon  Secretary  Thompson  for 
remarks.  With  his  usual  felicity  Mr. 
Thompson  touched  upon  many  points  of 
interest,  laying  stress  chiefly  on  the  need 
of  advertising  Duluth,  both  West  and 
East,  and  establishing  more  inti- 
mate relations  with  the  Dakotas 
and  other  Western  states.  The 
latter  point  was  discussed  at  length  by 
several  speakers.    S.    T.   Johnson    pro- 

Eosed  an  excursion  from  the  Dakotas  to 
>uluth,  others  proposed  excursions  from 
Duluth  to  the  Dakotas;  the  matter  was 
finally  referred  to  a  committee  to  report 
at  next  Tuesday's  meeting.  It  is  proba- 
able  that  an  excursion  from  Duluth  to 
the  Dakotas  will  be  arranged  for  this 
fall.  I 

The  milling  interests  were  spoken  of 
at  length  in  which  it  was  brought  out 
that  the  recent  action  of  the  railroads  re- 
garding freight  rates  and  the  conse- 
quent prominence  given  Duluth  as  a  grain 
center  had  also  given  the  milling  inter- 
ests of  Duluth  a  strong  impetuus  and 
created  a  wide-spread  interest  in  its  fu- 
ture possibilities.  The  value  of  the  St. 
Louis  water  power  in  connection  with 
milling  and  manufacturing,  Duluth's 
jobbing  houses  and  the  possibilities  of 
the  jobbing  trade  were  forcibly  pre- 
sented. 

The  proposition  of  the  Standard  Oil 
company  to  return  to  Duluth  was  taken 
up  and  a  committee  appointed  to  work 
with  the  representative  of  the  company 
in  securing  an  available  site.  Terminal 
matters  were  referred  to  only  in  their  re- 
lation to  Minnesota  point.  R.  C. 
Mitchell  made  a  plea  to  get  the  united 
support  of  the  people  for  the  project  of 
bridging  the  canal  as  proposed  by  the 
city  council  last  night.  President  Bald- 
win spoke  at  length  upon  this  subject 
which  he  designated  his  hobby,  in  which 
he  expressed  his  strong  interest  in  the 
development  of  the  point,  but  thought  a 
system  of  ferries  would  be  far  more 
available  and  certain  of  success  for  the 
immediate  future. 

Secretary  Thompson  made  a  strong  ap- 
peal for  increasea  membership  of  the 
chamber,  asking  all  members  to  join  in 
the  work  in  order  to  place  the  chamber 
financially  in  a  position  which  would 
greatly  facilitate  and  enhance  the  value 
of  its  work.  The  wish  was  expressed 
that  special  meetings  of  this  character 
be  called  frequently.
